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MINUTES 
of the 
SIXTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 
of California 


The 60th Annual Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California was 
preceded by a meeting of ‘The Committee of 500’ held in St. John’s Lutheran Church, 
Sacramento, California, on Sunday evening, January 28, 1951. The Rev. L. Ralph 
Tabor, Pastor of the Luther Place Memorial Church, Washington, D. C., gave a 
stirring message on the theme, “Men and the Church.” 


FIRST SESSION 


The Convention was officially opened on Monday evening, January 29, 1951, 
with the service of Holy Communion. Officiants were: Liturgist, The Rev. Paul H. 
Wolpert, Secretary; Homilist, The Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., President of 
Synod; Administrants, The Rev. Robert S. Romeis and The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, 
Presidents of Conferences: 


SECOND SESSION 


The Second Session was opened with devotions led by the Convention Chap- 
lain, The Rev. Carl H. Moyer, on the theme, ‘‘Needed for Our Time—Faith in God's 
Kingdom.” 

The Convention was officially opened by the President of Synod, The Rev. 
James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., using the prescribed form. 

A motion was moved, seconded and carried that the members of the Executive 
Committee, not delegates to the convention, be given a voice on the floor of the 
convention. 

The Secretary, The Rev. Paul H. Wolpert, called the roll of Synod. Sixty-nine 
pastors and 56 lay delegates were present. 

The Committee on Reference and Counsel presented the printed program of 
Synod and the motion prevailed that this be accepted as the official program with 
the changes suggested by the committee.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF SYNOD 


"Beloved in God the Father, and kept for Jesus Christ: Mercy unto you and peace 
and love be multiplied.” 


“KND THEY WENT FORTH .. .” Mark 16:20 


“PORWARD IN FAITH” is the singular task of every believer in Christ Jesus 
as Lord and is the imperative command constraining the whole Christian Church 
upon earth, “FORWARD IN CHRIST” is the marching order of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California of the United Lutheran Church in America for this 
crucial year of our Lord, Nineteen Hundred Fifty-One. 


We are passing through tragic days; man’s efforts for peace have come to 
naught, and a cold war has turned into a shooting war. Fear is running rampant; 
the terrifying uncertainty of the hours that are so rapidly passing is striking terror 
into the hearts of millions so that hysteria is causing men to go mad. Siupidity 
reigns supreme. The Devil is giving the orders to hate and kill. Kingdoms are waning 
before our eyes, and an era of man is passing into another. 


It is because of this emergence of another day that it is so imperative that 
the faithful rise up to the overwhelming task of showing forth the power and the 
glory of the Lord that the transformation may be a transfiguration, and that the 
blind may see and walk forth in faith unto a happier day. 


It is in our power to bring this about; we have the “Keys to the Kingdom.” 
Are we willing to open the door and march “FORWARD IN FAITH"? 


If we are, then a report of the past year is in order only in so far as it will 
give us the confidence that we walk not alone, but that we walk with God. He 
has been with us and blessed us far beyond that which we rightfully deserve. 
He has blessed us in spite of our own weakness of faith and our proclivity to sin. 
To Him we give all the praise and the glory. 


Nineteen Hundred Fifty was a year of great temptation for it was a year in 
which we faced our greatest trials. We were warned of this a year ago; we were 
truly fearful of the outcome. It was difficult to venture forth in faith, We were not 
only trembling before an uncertain world order, but we were not sure that the 
expectation of the Church of Jesus Christ could be met. 


STEWARDSHIP: We not only assumed an enlarged apportionment and an 
ongoing challenge for Lutheran World Action, but we accepted a quota far beyond 
anything that we had ever done before for a Christian Higher Education Year 
Appeal. We did this in face of the fact that a great many of our congregations 
were in the midst of building programs, funding efforts or in varying stages of 
planning for construction projects. Local demands rose as more and more souls 
came into our fellowship crowding our already overcrowded facilities. We did this 
in face of the fact that more than half of our congregations were missions assuming 
more and more of the demands for selfsupport and learning the first lessons of 
cooperative living in a larger church program. We did this in face of the fact that 
many problems were rising within our congregations; missions were being planted 
and transfers of many members were common; vacancies took place and interim 
ministries were substituted for regular pastoral care; illness, tensions, disasters and 
fears beset us. But God was with us, and nothing could stop us. 


The treasurer's report will show that we have met our apportionment in full, 
although there are some of our congregations that have failed to do so. We will 
see that we have passed over the 100 per cent quota for Lutheran World Action; 
this was done in spite of the fact that some congregations gave nothing, for 
others gave sacrificially. And far beyond our expectation, we have raised in cash 
more than our quota for CHEY, although we have not reached our goals for the 
phases of this appeal that will bring the needed sums for our Pacific Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, but these are still covered by pledges that run for another 
twelve months. We close a great year of JUBILEE in the black with all bills paid in 
full, all benevolent commitments met or surpassed. We know and are confident that 
this could not have been accomplished without the consecrated pastors and lay- 


members of our congregations through whom God worked this great and glorious 
work for the extension of HIS Kingdom. 
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MISSIONS: But it has not only been a year of stewardship advance, it has 
been a magnificent year of mission development: The Pearl Harbor Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Honolulu; the St. Paul's Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Honolulu; the St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Globe, Arizona; the St. 
Andrew's Evangelical Lutheran Church of Van Nuys, California; the Bethany Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Norco, California; the Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Harbor Gate, Richmond, California, have come into being and seek fellowship with 
us at this convention. New work has begun at Azusa, Redding, Redwood City, Fresno 
and Santa Ana, California; and a new missionary has just arrived on the field to 
begin mission development in the San Jose-Sania Clara field in California, To all the 
mission developers and to all of our new brothers and sisters in these new missions, 
we express a joyous welcome and hearty thanks for a work well done. We assure 
each of our prayers and our willingness to cooperate that we may continue to grow 
up in the Lord. 


MEMBERSHIP: We have not only seen the hand of God in our midst in Steward- 
ship and in Mission growth, but we have seen Him as he has been adding unto 
the Church daily such as He would save. The statistician’s report will reveal an 
exciting story. When most of us felt that 1950 would be a year of pruning of mem- 
bership and loss of number, we were startled by the revelation of God working in 
spite of all our human imaginations. We have had a most magnificent growth. The 
Church is truly advancing in service and in love in the Lord. 


CAMP YOLIJWA: We sincerely acknowledge our indebtedness to the Rev. 
Quentin P. Garman, the first director and the founder of Camp Yolijwa. He has given 
to Synod through his youth ministry a wealth that will not be understood, but which 
will be revealed in souls as the years pass. The year 1950 marked a transition at 
Yolijwa; a new director was called. In cooperation with the First Lutheran Church 
of Redlands, California (which is the closest congregation to the camp), the Rev. 
John Foerster, an able and experienced camp director, was called. He has already 
shown us a larger vision and his presentation at this convention will merit the 
serious attention of every delegate. 

The Camp Commitiee will present to you the matter of the new camp site. We 
have acquired a new lease on a much better property close to the paved road. We 
will be able to erect here the kind of a camp that will meet our future needs. 


THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED: A number of improve- 
ments have been made at the Home, and we are now in the process of erecting an 
infirmary. This will add much to our ability to serve our aged guests. The Home’s 
report will reveal another year with all bills paid and a reduction of indebtedness. 
Mrs. Genevieve Lyon is our able and consecrated superintendent. To her and her 
staff, we owe much. 


THE EXTENSION DIVISION OF SYNOD: Truly we are Synodical Builders, for 
we are in the business of building church structures for our congregations. The Rev. 
Edward N. Spirer, soon to be honored at Midland College with a Doctor of Divinity 
Degree, has been untiring in his efforts to bring to us the best of church buildings. 
He has not only done this, but has saved the church many thousands of dollars in 
the process. Many of our mission congregations could not be housed if it were not 
for this consecrated servant of the Lord. Your president asks that you give to Pastor 
Spirer your wholehearted cooperation, for with this many more missions will be 
housed and at even greater savings to the Church. 


THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY: As this report is being 
written, we are continuing negotiations for a property that the seminary may become 
a reality in the very near future. We need your prayers and your continued con- 
tributions to CHEY. 


‘CHEY: As we stated in our paragraph on stewardship, we have passed our 
accepted quota in cash receipts for our Christian Higher Education Year Appeal, 
but a considerable amount of this is from designated funds, which will not be avail- 
able for the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary. It will be extremely vital to this 
project of the two Pacific Coast Synods to complete the assignment. Every congre- 
gation should meet its minimum goals within the first twelve months of 1951. To 
accomplish this, it may be necessary for some congregations to put on a strenuous 
funding effort. The original materials are still available. They should be used. The 
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congregations, that may be able to do so, should raise additional funds for the 
drive but designate them for the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary. 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION: Lutherans are playing a major role in the world. 
A large segment is dependent upon us for spiritual and material assistance. Many 
millions of dollars in mission investments overseas are endangered, which would 
mean the loss of a countless number of souls. Lutherans must save these for the 
Church. The war effort will demand that we go with the men in service with service 
centers again. No one will want us to neglect this urgent ministry. LWA is to all 
of us “Love’s working arm.” It will stop if we should fail to tell our people that 
they may share of their means. Once again we shall be on the regular schedule. 
Plan now for an overwhelming appeal for this spring. Don’t wait. Order the 
materials now. Enlist your workers. Become informed. Tell the story. Expect much 
and much will be received. 


1951 APPORTIONMENT: The word apportionment should mean to every member 
of Synod, God talking to us about that which He wishes us to do in 1951 for His 
larger Church. Our response to Him will be reflected in the red side of our envelopes. 
The Christian character of both individual members and individual congregations 
will be measured by that response. Dare we say anything but “YES” to the Lord? 
Remember we must go FORWARD IN FAITH. 


Our apportionment will be a little larger this year due to our larger responsi- 
bility. We should take this as a privilege to participate in more important tasks. 
God is truly calling us to accept an appointment in the emergency. 


AUXILIARIES: There are three recognized auxiliaries of Synod. Let us always 
remember that these are auxiliaries of Synod and responsible to Synod and are 
through Synod affiliated with our respective national bodies. They are the Women’s 
Missionary Society, the Luther League and the Brotherhood. Each of these is playing 
oan important role in the development of Synod. 


The Synodical Women’s Missionary Society has surpassed its giving in every 
department to the ULCA Women’s Missionary Society, while at the same time it 
contributed in a very generous manner to the mission program of Synod. To these 
loyal women of Christ, we express our deep gratitude. 


The Luther League of America has accepted as its biennial project the erection 
of a chapel for St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Honolulu, a mission on 
the territory of our Synod. Every Luther League within our Synod should be 
encouraged to not only meet its fair share of this project, but should go over the 
top. In this manner we could express to the Luther League of America our apprecia- 
tion for this decision. 


The Luther League project is to be known as the Milton J. Bieber Memorial of 
the Luther League of America. It will commemmorate the most prolific mission 
developer of our beloved Church. All who knew him will cherish his Christian 
devotion and determination. He never knew when io stop; he was a born optimist; 
he depended wholly upon the Lord. One of his last missions, which he organized, 
is our own Altadena Evangelical Lutheran Church. It is a high honor to have this 
memorial on our territory. We must be worthy of it. 


The Synodical Brotherhood is a matter of deep concern to your synodical officers. 
We have held a very successful meeting of the Committee of 1,000 in Glendale 
and we are to hold a Committee meeting of 500 in Sacramento. With these we hope 
to build the Synodical Brotherhood. We urge your cooperation. Be present at the 
Committee of 500 and see that your men are there in great numbers. 


EVANGELISM: Our Board of Social Missions of the United Lutheran Church has 
prepared a year around program of evangelism. This should be a part of all of 
our congregations. There should never be a time when we are not conscious of this 
grave responsibility. Every Board and Agency of the Church is ready to assist us. 
Especially would we call the attention of Synod to the excellent aids available 
through the Parish and Church School Board. We should be sure that our people are 
given every opportunity to become acquainted with these through the Board's 
institutes to be held on our territory. See the schedule in our own committee's report. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS: We can never be isolationists in the Christian Church, for 
ours is a world mission. We are particularly blessed to have present at our con- 
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vention two of our own missionaries: The Rev. Arthur Knudten, Ph.D., missionary to 
Japan, and the Rev. Albert Alsop, missionary to the Argentine. Besides these two, 
we are honored by having the Rev. George Flora, former missionary to Liberia, 
Africa, become a mission pastor of Synod. We shall hear from these servants of 
the Lord. If it is possible, we should schedule these men for groups within each 
congregation. 


OUR PASTORS: We are constantly placing more and more burdens upon our 
pastors, and we are delighted with the response. God has blessed us greatly with 
such a host of devoted servants of the King. We must not neglect those matters 
which will make it possible for them to continue this ministry, such as the salary, 
pastoral expenses, parsonage, the Family Protection Plan, the Contributory Pension 
Plan, etc. Many congregations provide their pastor with a car. This should be con- 
sidered seriously. 

Serious illnesses have entered our parsonage. families, but God again has shown 
Himself a real help in time of trouble and has preserved them all. There are some 
who need our continued prayers. Let us remember one another before the throne 
of grace. Those who pray for one another can work with one another. 


SYNOD: Your president believes that it is essential that we interpret to our 
people the meaning of Synod. There are those who feel that Synod is a place, an 
office or even a person. Synod, as we all know, means that we are walking together 
with the Lord. All of us together is Synod and each one of us is Synod. If we are 
to be a responsible Synod, we must be responsible as individuals and as congre- 
gations to the decisions of Synod as it seeks to walk together with the Lord. We 
have enjoyed a wonderful spirit of Christian Fellowship, but we are a growing 
Synod; new brothers and sisters are constantly entering into our company. It will 
take some time and energy to orientate these and to re-establish our own orientation 
from time to time that we keep in step with the Master. 

Ignorance is the chief cause of disunity within the Church. An informed church 
is a united church. Because this is so very vital at this time in our advancement 
- and because we are compelled by the love of Christ to play an increasingly impor- 
tant part in the emerging new world order, your President humbly submits to you 
a program for 1951 in “FORWARD IN FAITH.” 


I. FORWARD IN THE LORD: 


a. As president of Synod, I call upon the pastors and lay members of all of our 
congregations to a renewed consecration to the love and service of our blessed Lord 
and Saviour. 

b. I call upon our pastors to a renewed determination to preach only Christ and 
Him Crucified and to make the period of Lent 1951 a Holy Season for instruction, 
devotion, consecration in and to the Lord for every constituent of the parishes of 
Synod. 

c. I call upon our lay members to pray earnestly for the Lord's will to be done, 
to read diligently the Sacred Scriptures for the direction of the Lord, to attend 
regularly the services of God's House and to serve faithfully in active participation 
in kingdom building to the end that the Holy Season of Lent shall become for Synod 
the source of divine power to meet today’s tragic needs. 

d. I call upon all church councilmen to put aside every unworthy and un- 
Christian barrier to the will of the Lord and to reconsecrate themselves to their 
vows of service and devotion to the Lord that they may be faithful stewards of 
the Lord’s stupendous business. 

e. I call upon all teachers and officers of all church schools and organizations 
of the Church to a crusade for Christ that every boy and girl and every man or 
woman committed into their care or those that should be under their care may 
know or come to know their only Saviour, Christ Jesus the Lord. 


Il. FORWARD IN MEMBERSHIP: 


a. I call upon the congregations of Synod to place the means of grace: the 
Word and the Sacraments, as the primary objects for the year 1951, that provision 
may be made for: 

1. Faithful attendance to the services of the Lord’s House, 

2. Regular administration of the Holy Communion for all confirmed members, 
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with a recording of each communicant and the issuance of cards of mem- 
bership in good standing to all who commune. 


3. A reclaiming of all inactive members within the parish and for the parish, 
ond the reclaiming for the Church of all inactive members who have left 
the boundaries of the parish by seeking to transfer their memberships to a 
sister congregation of Synod or of a sister Synod of the United Lutheran 


Church in America. 


Il]. FORWARD IN FAITH: 


a. I call upon the congregations to enter into the year-around program of 
evangelism presented by the Board of Social Missions of our United Lutheran 
Church in America, that a survey might be made of every parish to know the 
potential responsibility of the congregation in souls within the parish boundaries 
and that an orderly procedure might be carried through to bring to Christ these souls. 

b. I cali upon the congregations to study faithfully the program, decisions and 
responsibilities of the Ev. Lutheran Synod of California that there might be an 
integration of our various congregations into a mighty band of faithful disciples to 
exert its impact in Christ for righteousness, justice, peace and salvation upon: that 
portion of the vineyard committed into our care. 

c. I call upon the congregations to cooperate in the whole program of the whole 
Church through the calendar of causes of the United Lutheran Church in America 
in parochial education and stewardship, that in this period of total mobilization 
the Church will be mobilized and marching forward in faith.

The Rev. Henry Scherer presented: 
REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


Fathers and brethren: 


As I return again to you the office with which you have entrusted and honored 
me for seven years, I do it with sincere thanks. Thanks are due the pastors, who 
have submitted reports that were in the main prompt and accurate. Minor errors 
were corrected with promptness and courtesy. (A cartoon even, from one clever 
artist). Fervent thanks are due Our Heavenly Father for His rich grace toward us. 
Upon becoming statistician in 1944 there were 39 churches and 6,000 communicants. 
Now there are 72 congregations and 15,000 communicants. 


Since the first Church statistician took office, the favorite gibe at him has been, 
"Do you think Numbers is the only book in the Bible?” This compiler of figures does 
not think so, but he would respectfully remind the brethren that the book of Numbers 
IS in the Bible. And when we look for a benediction to use at the close of the 
worship service each Lord's Day we find it in the book of Numbers. 


To a pastor with warm heart and clear vision numbers are not a “gripe” or 
an irksome chore. The numbers in the parish register and the parochial report sheet 
bring a benediction. Can you list with unmoved heart the number of children 
brought to God at your font? Do you with dry eyes record the adult baptisms, when 
they include that fine young husband who has never before found Christ? Can you 
persuade a young missionary pastor’s family that a new line of figures ($14,000 for 
parsonage) in the parochial report is just some figures, when it symbolizes a home 
at last, after moving each year from rented house to rented house? Is there anything 
cold about putting down $50,000 as church property value for a congregation that 
has dedicated a building after years of dreams and sacrifices? Every name in our 
parish register is a soul over whom the Good Shepherd has made us His Under- 
Shepherd. May we never think of our parish register as a tiresome chore, but 
spiritual bookkeeping to thrill our souls. Well kept parish records are a witness to 
the world of the moving of the Holy Spirit in the hearts of people whose lives the 
Gospel has touched. 

The first three reports came from: 1. Fresno, Wartburg; Pastor John C. Bitter; 2. 
San Leandro, Pastor Franklin A. Swanson; 3. Sacramento, St. Paul's, Pastor Theodore 
Youngquist. For churches with 300 or more communicants there was a four-way tie 
for first place: Los Angeles, First English, Pastor Albert B. Schwertz; North Holly- 
wood, Pastor Edward N. Spirer; Phoenix, Faith, Pastor Frank H. Clutz; Tucson, 
Pastor George A. Spindt (report sent by Pastor C. N. Swihart). The latest report from 
the Southern Conference came from Norco, Pastor-Organizer F. W. Heinecken. Your 
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statistician will gladly excuse any other late reports from pastors who bring in a 
new congregation for a reason. The latest report from Northern Conference and 
from Synod came from Honolulu, Pastor H. Edward Hamme.

The Rev. Henry Scherer presented: 


THE REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


This was another year that richly manifested God's grace in our midst. 

With a National goal of 10% annual increase in communing membership, Synod 
gained 1,264 members, or 8.71%. Of the 66 churches reporting in 1949, 26 gained 
10% or more in communing members: Alhambra (Our Saviour’s); Altadena, Berkeley, 
Burbank, Culver City, El Monte, Lakewood, Lihue, Los Angeles (St. Mark’s and 
Transfiguration), Monterey Park, Oakland (St. John's), Phoenix, (Faith and Grace), 
Reno, Richmond (St. James’), Sacramento (St. John's and St. Paul's), San Francisco 
(First), San Diego (Christ's and St. Peter’s), San Fernando, San Leandro, San Mateo, 
Whittier and Yreka. 

You have to keep running to keep even in California Synod. Again we find 16 
congregations gaining in communicants and losing comparative standing in member- 
ship. 

The ten top churches in membership gains finds six new churches in each of the 
three headings: ‘Baptized”, “Confirmed”, and ‘‘Communing”. 

Total giving has increased, with the average giving per confirmed member 
sharply raising from $40.23 to $51.17. 

Though some congregations did not pay 100% apportioned benevolence, extra 
giving by others enabled Synod to pay in full. 

Eight churches grew into the next hundred communing members: Phoenix (Grace) 
800; Phoenix (Faith) 400; Berkeley (back again) and San Diego (Christ) 200; Sacra- 


mento (St. Paul's); Monterey Park; Los Angeles (Transfiguration) and San Francisco 
(First, back again), 100. 
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Five congregations attained the next 250 higher confirmed listing: 1250—Los 
Angeles (First); 750—San Francisco (St. Mark's); 500—Inglewood; 250—Berkeley 
(back again); San Diego (Christ). 

Eight churches grew to the next 250 mark in baptized membership: 1500— 
Glendale; i1000—Santa Monica; 500—Riverside and Vallejo; 250—La Canada, Los 
Angeles (Transfiguration), San Mateo and Westwood.

REPORT ON 
THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


The California Lutheran Home for the Aged, Alhambra, California, has now had 
three years of existence. In this period it has grown from a Christian idea and 
prayer into a living, dynamic reality. For three years, it has met all of its obliga- 
tions, reducing its indebtedness materially and increasing its assets annually, 
while at the same time ministering to those whom almighty God has given to us as 
our guests. During the past year there have been thirty-seven of these. We are 
happy to have been able to be of some assistance to make life both a little happier 


and secure for them. A number have been given medical aid both at the home 
and through the home at hospitals. 


In His providence, the Lord called unto Himself five of our family. To his loving 


care we have committed them, knowing that in His House there are many mansions 
prepared for those who believe in Him. 


To assist in the care of those who are ill, the Board of Trustees has prepared 
plans and has had them approved by both the state and local authorities for an 
infirmary at the Home, which will care for six at any one time. It will have the 
outward appearance to conform with the other cottages. Besides the rooms for the 
patients, there will be a nurses office, reception room and utility room. Construction 


will begin this month and will be under the direction of the Synodical Division of 
Church Extension. 


The financial information regarding the home can be found in the report of the 
comptroller of Synod who acts for the Board of Trustees of the Home. 

The Board expresses its gratitude to all who have assisted in making the 
work at the home a success. A hosi of friends through our congregations send 
canned goods for the annual ingathering and supplies and gifts at other times. The 
Women's Fellowship chapters have grown in interest and activity from which the 
home has received many benefits. The So. Conference W.M.S. began a fund which 
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has resulted in the purchase of a new station wagon (Pontiac) for the Home. The 
pastors of synod have served often as chaplain for worship services, which are 
held each Lord’s Day and on the great festival days of the church. Daily devotions 
are held. A very active Women’s Missionary Society is at the home assisting in 
many ways and contributing to the synodical causes. 


The Board is delighted to have on its staff a group of consecrated servants of 
the Lord.

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S FELLOWSHIP OF THE CALIFORNIA 
LUTHERAN HOME 


Another year filled with God's rich blessings has passed. The greatest high- 
light in this year was reached on October 22 when the Third Anniversary Jubilee 
and Groundbreaking Ceremony of the new Infirmary was held at the Home. 
Approximately a thousand friends of the Home gathered to take part in this im- 
pressive ceremony. A beautiful program of music by combined choirs of our 
churches under the direction of the Rev. Charles P. Smith was presented. The . 
sermon by the Rev. John D. Foerster of Redlands was most inspiring. When .the 
Rev. Dr. James P. Beasom, President of Synod, turned the first shovel of earth, 
a prayer of gratitude to God went up from all hearts present that this goal had 
been attained. 

It was eveniful that all five chapter presidents were in attendance and brought 
greetings. They are Mrs. W. J. McCleod, Bay area; Mrs. George Miksch, Fresno; 
Mrs. H. H. Roloff Sr., San Diego; Mrs. Arthur Alm, Valley Chapters; Mrs. Carsten 
Alm, Los Angeles. The contribution in offerings for this day toward the erection of 
this hospital unit totaled over $2,000. 

The growth in all chapters is noteworthy. Memberships and Memorials, gifts 
to the House, are increasing and an all-inclusive report of all these will be printed 
in the Golden State Lutheran. 

The Fall Ingathering was continued throughout the Synod, and a large quantity 
of staple and canned foods were brought in to augment the larder at the Home for 
which much gratitude is expressed to all congregations. We do wish to especially 
thank the pastors for bringing this appeal so earnestly before their members. 

The Los Angeles Chapter continues to maintain a $500 sustaining fund and 
contributes $100 a month towards the maintenance of the Home. Its present mem- 
bership numbers over three hundred. 

The Chapters have now adopted a unified program-—two yearly all-membership 
meetings, one meeting in January when election of officers are held, a spring meeting 
at which memberships and memorials are emphasized, four Board meetings a year 
and a Fall Ingathering the Sunday before Thanksgiving. With such a program, 
alive, active interest in this noble work will be maintained through the gracious 
will of God and the cooperation of His servants.

THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATIONS 


Because of the increasing cost of books which makes it difficult for many 
pastors to purchase and read as many of the new publications as they would like, 
and to encourage many of our pastors to read more books, the publication com- 
mittee has been planning a revolving book club for all pastors of Synod who are 
interested. At the fall conference a number of men indicated their desire to par- 
ticipate; we hope others will signify their interest in the plan at this Synod 
Convention. 
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The club will probably operate somewhat like this: a selection of 10 or 12 books 
will be made by the committee from the recommendations of some of our seminary 
authorities in the ULC. Every pastor enrolled in the club will pay at the outset an 
average purchase price of one book. Each month of the year, he will receive one 
of the books in the revolving club at the end of which he will send it on to the next 
pastor. By the end of the year, he will have had opportunity to read 10 ort 
books and will be privileged to keep the book which he received last. The plan 
is not in final form yet, so we solicit any suggestions from the pastors of Synod 
concerning the details and the execution of the plan. We anticipate having the 
club in operation relatively soon. 

The Los Angeles Branch of the United Lutheran Publication House continues 
to merit the support of the Lutherans in the California, Pacific, and Rocky Mountain 
Synods. On July 1, 1950, the third complete fiscal year was concluded with gross 
sales amounting to $70,000. This was double the sales of the fiscal year ending 
July, 1949. The Branch already has outgrown the store on Sixth Street, and it is 
hoped that additional space will be available soon. 

Again Mr. Howard Logan expresses his appreciation to our ULC churches for 
their support of the store and also to our brethren in other Lutheran bodies to whom 
a large part of the gross sales continues to be made. We encourage again our 
congregations and pastors who are not purchasing from our western branch as they 
might do so. You can’t get better merchandise or service anywhere else. 

We should like to point out a few items of general interest in connection with 
the operations of the ULPH. First, it is certain now that the New Common Service 
Book will be ready about Advent, 1953, not before. Some churches are reluctant 
to purchase new hymnals now even though they need them. Therefore, the questions 
we must ask ourselves are these. “Can we wait for the new hymnal before purchas- 
ing and will we purchase all new books when the new hymnal is available?” 
Concerning this latter, it is doubtful whether most churches will. 

Second, the Old Testament in the Revised Standard Version will be available 
in September, 1952. It will be bound in a separate book as well as together with 
the New Testament in one book. Incidentally, on most Bibles in the King James 
Version the ULPH grants a 20 per cent discount to churches, Sunday Schools, and 
pastors. 

Third, during the last year the ULPH established in Philadelphia its own manu- 
facturing division of vestments and paraments. Heretofore, the ULPH was dependent 
on other facilities which didn't always prove too reliable. After the initial stages 
of this operation are completed, your publication house will be better able to render 
a much finer service in this field. 

Outstanding books in 1950 from the Muhlenberg Press were: Heim’s LEADING 
A SUNDAY CHURCH SCHOOL and Lilje‘s IN THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW. The 
Board of Publication is always desirous of receiving suitable manuscripts for con- 
sideration.

During the year the committee was twice called on to gather combined-choir 
choruses for special occasions, the installation of the president of Synod, and the 
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fall festival at the California Lutheran Home. On these occasions choruses of 70 
to 100 voices were drawn from the choirs of churches in the Los Angeles area, and 
sang under the direction of the chairman of the committee. The committee wishes to 
express its sincere appreciation to the directors and choirsters who cooperated so 
splendidly in making these occasions successful. 

Also during the year, the committee was consulted frequently regarding music, 
organs, personnel, etc., and endeavored to give advice when asked. Questions 
regarding vestments for choirs continue to be raised, and the committee is happy to 
report that some choirs are adopting the traditional black cassock and white cotta 
which are the only vestments which can be considered to be in good taste according 
to Lutheran usage. 

On December 8 a meeting was called of choir directors in the Southern Con- 
ference, for the purpose of exploring the possibilities of further cooperative efforts in 
the field of Church music.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE LUTHERAN 


Last year, 1950, the time for the special emphasis on gathering subscriptions 
for THE LUTHERAN was changed to the months of November and December. Al- 
though many congregations indicated a new interest in THE LUTHERAN, they were 
unable to participate in the Synodical Plan because the number of their subscrip- 
tions did not reach the required 10 copies. 

The last report received, dated November 15, 1950, shows a net increase of 78 
subscriptions for the Synod. By Synod time, this number may be increased. The 
report shows a gain over 1949 for the Southern Conference, and a loss of 14 for 
the Northern Conference. Present totals are: Southern Conference 675, Northern 
Conference 271. This report covers only a comparison of congregations subscribing 
in 1949 and 1950, not counting new subscriptions entered for the first time in 1950. 

While the circulation lists of THE LUTHERAN have grown nicely in the last 
few years, we lag far behind the other Lutheran bodies in giving support to our 
church paper. While we have done quite well in our synod by comparison to 
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other synods, we still are not placing the church paper in more than one-third of 
the homes of our congregations. 

Again this year, THE LUTHERAN was selected by the committee which makes 
ratings on church papers, as being the finest in its class. However, it is of little 
value unless we are able to place it in the hands of our people. 

The suggestions made in last year’s report are still worth while, and we list 
them again for your guidance. 

1. Read it yourself and encourage others to do so.. 

2. Have the church subscribe for your church council. 

3. Secure a limited number and place them in the narthex for distribution, 

leaving a recepticle for the coins. 

4. Refer to THE LUTHERAN in your announcements and sermons. 

5. Have the church budget underwrite cost of subscriptions. 

6. Have one of the auxiliaries promote THE LUTHERAN on full-time basis.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


Your special committee on Evangelism makes the following report: 

The cooperative effort of all National Lutheran Council Churches throughout the 
Nation reported the following tangible results: 

1. Eighty per cent of all pastors attended the scheduled conferences. 

2. One hundred fifty thousand laymen and women took part in the instruction 

meetings. 

3. Seventy-five per cent of all parishes were represented by laymen at these 

conferences. 

4. Forty per cent of all parishes carried out the program in full or in part. 

5. Six hundred pastors, carefully selected, attended the seminars and assumed 

leadership of groups in various areas. 

6. Twenty-four persons reached by each cooperating congregation. 

7. Twenty-six thousand persons made committments. 

The report for our California Synods, as analyzed by the Rev. Royal Lesher is 
as follows: 

All pastors attended with lay representatives the conferences with four excep- 
tions in the Southern Conference and three in the Northern Conference. A total of 
499 lay workers from the Southern Conference and 327 from the Northern Con- 
ference or a total of 826 attended the instruction rallies. Analyses of total accessions 
has not been released yet by Chairman Lloyd Burke. 


FUTURE PLANS 

The Lutheron Commission on Evangelism closed its work December 31, 1950. 
Its successor will be The Lutheran Evangelism Council. It is composed of the directors 
on Evangelism of the National Lutheran Council, or officially appointed representa- 
tives from those bodies which have no directors. 

The Council at its first meeting decided to publish a manual entitled “The 
Church Marches on in Evangelism.” It will be ready for distribution by February 1, 
1951, It will serve as a guide to congregations in setting up year-around programs 
on evangelism. It will emphasize visitation evangelism, give specific guidance for 
holding preaching missions, establishing family worship and intensifying the general 
prayer life of the congregation. It will also deal with non-resident members. 

All the Lutheran bodies will use this manual as a guide in their evangelism 
program. However, each body will be responsible for the execution of its own 
program. The Board of Social Missions will therefore work through the synodical 
social missions committees to bring this year-round program to each congregation. 
It plans to hold leadership institutes in each synod. One pastor and one layman 
for each ten congregations will compose the institutes. The laymen are to be chosen 
in consultation with the Brotherhood of ULCA. Representatives from the Missionary 
Society and the Luther League will make up an additional lay group at the 
institutes. 

These pastors and laymen who attend the institute will then hold area work 
shops for pastors. Following the pastors’ workshop, the leaders will then hold a 
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workshop in each congregation with special emphasis on the layman's part in this 
year-round congregation program. 

The Committee recommends, that the Synod endorse this year-round program 
of evangelism and invite the Board of Social Missions to conduct a two-day institute 
for especially chosen pastors and laymen who will then conduct area pastors’ 
workshops and congregation workshops.

The chief project of the committee has been to better inform the congregations 
of the work and progress of the sister congregations, Synod, and the ULCA through 
a bi-monthly paper called “The Hawaii Lutheran.” 

Planning joint services, entertaining of missionaries and dignitaries passing 
through, i.e., Mrs. Eiko Kishi, Dr. Michelfelder, and Miss Helene Harders; inviting 
church men from the mainland to help us in our programs, i.e., Dr. Beasom, Pastor 
Spirer, and Mr. G. A. Lamphear, have been some of the projects carried out by 
your committee.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


In fulfilling its constitutional functions, your Executive Committee held four 
regular and one special meeting since the last convention of Synod. 

Your Committee arranged for the editing, printing and distribution of the 
Minutes of the 1950 Convention of the California Synod. 

Your Committee made $2500 available to the Camp Committee for capital 
expenditures at Camp Yolijwa. 

In accordance with the action of Synod at the last convention, the Executive 
Committee appointed a committee on Nominations whose report will be received at 
this convention. 

Your Committee authorized the contribution of $1800 to the “Restricted Loan 
Fund” of the Board of American Missions of the ULCA. 

Your Committee sent the following to the Stewardship Conference held in 
Denver, Colorado, on June 3, 1950: President Beasom; Pastors H. Paul Romeis, Carl 
V. Tambert, Robert S. Romeis; Laymen Wayne Pfundstein, Leo Johnston, Robert 
Cummings. 

Your Committee approved a new form of organization of the Executive Com- 
mittee, dividing the work of the Committee with various members thereof in charge 
of various phases of its activity. . 

~ Your Committee approved the plans for the erection of an infirmary at the 

Home for the Aged and gave approval of the cooperative plan of Our Saviour’s 
Lutheran Church, Alhambra, the Home for the Aged and the Board of American 
Missions for the erection of a cooperative chapel on the property of the Home for 
the Aged. 

Your Committee gave its approval of the participation of the California Synod 
in a joint convention of the National Lutheran bodies in Los Angeles in the Spring 
of 1952. 

Your Committee arranged for a special celebration of the Synodical Year of 
Jubilee in December of 1950 and distributed materials to promote it. 

Your Committee arranged for the enrolling of the President of Synod in the 
Family Protection Plan of the ULCA Board of Pensions and Relief and agreed that 
the Synod would take care of the expenses involved. 
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Your Committee approved the granting of aid to ministerial students as given 
in the report by the Committee on Ministerial Aid. 

The Committee authorized the President of Synod to extend a call to the Rev. 
John D. Foerster to become the Director of Camp Yolijwa at a salary of $1200 
annually. 

Your Committee approved the acceptance on the part of the Synod of a new 
camp site offered by the U. S. Forestry Service and authorized the preparation of a 
master plan for the development of the new site for Camp Yolijwa. 

Your Committee spent many hours during the past year in considering the 
purchase of property for our Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary and desires to 
pay tribute to the untiring efforts of the President of Synod and the members of 
the Board of Directors of the Seminary and the Chairman of the Synodical CHEY 
Committee for their untiring efforts in this matter. At the writing of this report a 
definite agreement has not been reached and we call upon all members of the 
Synod to continue to pray that God may open a door that this much needed insti- 
tution may be established soon.

COMMENTS 


GENERAL FUND 


The cash received and disbursed during the year was traced to the bank 
statements and the amounts reported by the bank were reconciled with the amounts 
shown in the balance sheets. 

Notes and accounts receivable were inspected and verified as to amounts. The 
amount of $217.55 due from the Camp represents the cash advanced for the Camp 
operations and other Camp disbursements and was not included in the Operational 
Budget. The advance for the Blanket Fidelity Bond covering the treasurers of the 
congregations in Synod is that portion of the cost of the Bonding Plan not shared 
by the churches at the Balance sheet date. 

Accounts payable items for $1,056.45 include the amounts paid to Synod by 
churches for Lutheran subscriptions now due and payable to the United Lutheran 
Publication House. 

All Notes and loans payable have been verified and are current as to terms 
of repayment. 

The changes in the Special Reserve reflected in the balance sheet in the amount 
of $502.65 is detailed in a separate statement in the reports. 

Designated Reserves in the amount of $17,177.60 are shown in detail on separate 
schedule. All additions to these reserves come from outside sources except a Home 
Mission Reserve for $5,000.00 designated in the ‘B’ section of the 1950 Budget of 
Synod and placed in Home Mission Reserve account with the $5,000.00 designated 
in the ‘B’ section of the 1949 Budget . 

Going ‘Forward in Stewardship’ is ‘Forward in Faith’ and as you review the 
Statement of Receipts, Contributions for the Work of the Larger Church and Synod 
disbursements, you will see the results of excellent cooperation of the churches in 
Synod and their share in the Benevolent causes of the Work of the Larger Church. 

A separate schedule of the Contributions to Christian Higher Education Year 
(CHEY) differs from the amounts shown in the details of CHEY as a part of the 
schedule for General Apportionment, Lutheran World Action, and other Benevolences

The total Response to the CHEY appeal credited to the California Synod includes 
a special gift in the amount of $35,000.00 for use at Midland College in addition to 
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the cash received by Synod of $51,199.98 mentioned above, making a grand total of 
$86,199.98. 


SYNODICAL MISSIONS 

Synod continued its mission program all through the year similar to previous 
years. Monies are borrowed from banks, the Board of American Missions and other 
sources to provide capital for financing. Rent allowances and gifts are received to 
meet loan payments, pay taxes, interest, insurance and other mission assistance. 
When income from such sources is not sufficient the balance is taken from the 
Home Missions Budget. Assistance given to the Missions during the year in some 
cases is reimbursed to us by the Board of American Missions. 

Synod is grateful to First Lutheran Church, Glendale, for loans to Synod totaling 
$60,000.00. Of this amount $23,000.00 has been used in the Church Extension Di- 
vision’s Working Capital for construction of Mission buildings. The balance was 
used in the Working Capital needed in the interim financing of Synodical Missions. 

The schedule reflects the Disbursements and Receipts during the year, the net 
increase of disbursements being reflected in total on the analysis of Synod Disburse- 
ments under the caption of Home Missions. A significant milestone in ‘Forward in 
Stewardship’ is the responsibility of Congregations to assume full responsibility for 
their indebtedness. Nine churches made full settlement on properties assumed by 
the Congregations during the year. 


CAMP YOLIJWA 

In reviewing the Statement of Camp Operations, it is to be noted that the net 
decrease in the Camp operations in the amount of $5,151.94 greatly exceeds the 
$3,000.00 set up in the 1950 Budget. The Camp incurred additional expenses in our 
share of the expenses of moving the Camp Director and other expanded Camp 
operations. 

During the year the assets of the Camp were increased to the extent of $649.52 
details of which are reflected in the Statement of Capital Transactions. 
CHURCH EXTENSION DIVISION 

The program of building and construction continued through the year as it has 
in the past three years. Synod, through this Division serves in a contractural rela- 
tionship with the congregation as contractor, pays the cost of construction, submits 
statements for reimbursement, for which it receives a 10 per cent of actual cost fee. 
This income is used to pay all expenses of the Church Extension Division. A com- 
parison with previous years’ construction costs handled by the office follows:

This decrease in amount of construction work during the year accounts in part 
for the decrease in the Church Extension Division's Net Worth. During the year the 
Division’s policy relative to traveling expenses to and from the construction job 
was changed to charge this expense to the operating expenses instead of the job. 
It is to be noted, also, that the Division did not have the assistance from the Board 
of American Missions which was enjoyed in the previous years, instead the Division 
granted assistance to the Board of American Missions to the extent of $2,300.00. 
THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME 

The California Lutheran Home for the Aged, a California corporation, was 
organized October 31, 1947, as a non-profit corporation for the purpose of caring for 
the aged.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


Your committee is pleased to report continued progress on the social missions 
front. Also we appeal for further cooperation in the year 1951. 

Your attention is called to the Statistical Report of Social Mission Institutions 
and Agencies found on pages 92-94 of the United Lutheran Church in America 
Year Book of 1950. 

We again express our appreciation to the Board of Social Missions of the ULC 
for interest and support. For the year 1951, the Board has pledged the sum of 
$1,000 toward the suppert of the Lutheran Welfare Council of Northern California, 
and $500 toward the support of the Lutheran Welfare Council of Southern California, 
both of which organizations are headed by members of our Synod. 

Grants from our Synod of $300 for the Welfare Council of Southern California 
and $300 for the Welfare Council of Northern California are not only an aid, but 
also an expression of common interest and cooperation in this all-important work 
of the church. Our local congregations should aid in every possible way, also. 

Your committee reports progress in the coordinating of the Social Mission 
Society of the Southern Conference and the Women’s Fellowship of the California 
Lutheran Home. Reports from these organizations may be found in other parts of 
these Synod records. 

Noteworthy gains have been made in the Synod and the ULC through our 
cooperation in the past year with the other churches of the National Lutheran 
Council in behalf of the cause of evangelism. Since evangelism is the very heart 
of our task as pastors and people, the members of our Synod are urged to cooperate 
in every possible way in promoting the all-year program as presented to us 
through Pastor Lesher, Director of Evangelism for the Board of Social Missions of 
the ULC. Attention is called particularly to the Evangelism Institute scheduled for 
our Synod in March, at which time the program will be further developed.

REPORT OF THE CAMP COMMITTEE 


The year of 1950 marks another year of growth and achievement on the part 
of the synodical camping program. We are exceedingly -grateful for this sign of 
God's Blessing upon the work. We also deeply appreciate the loyal cooperation 
of the pastors and laymen who have caught the vision, and whose efforts have 
helped to make this report possible. 


The seven week camping programs of 1948 and 1949 reveal 139 and 184 enroll- 
ments respectively. However, during 1950, 191 campers enrolled, and this is the 
more encouraging since only six camps were held. It was necessary to cancel the 
Adult Leadership Camp due to lack of enrollments. 


Of these 191 campers, 67 had previously attended camps at Yolijwa. In addi- 
tion, there were 12 permanent staff members, 43 faculty members, and a large 
number of visitors. A conservative estimate of those using the facilities of the camp 
during the summer would approach 400. 


Churches sending the largest number of campers were: Christ Lutheran, Pacific 
Beach, 21; First Lutheran, Glendale, 18, and Altadena Lutheran, Altadena, 16. 
Campers traveling the longest distances were from: Pennsylvania 1; Globe, Arizona 
2; St. John’s, Sacramento 5; First English, Sacramento 2. 


One of the highlights of the year was the acceptance of a call by Pastor John 
E. Foerster, of Stoystown, Pa., te become director of Camp Yolijwa. Pastor Foerster 
accepted this call simultaneously with a call to the pastorate of First Lutheran 
Church, Redlands. Pastor Foerster brings to the Directorship of Camp Yolijwa 
much experience in church camping, having been affiliated with several camps in 
the east, including Camp Nawakwa in Biglerville, Pa. We welcome him and his 
fine family to the California Synod, and assure him of our prayers and cooperation. 


During the fall of 1950 the United States Forestry Service made available a new 
camp site, and after much study and deliberation camp committee recommended 
to the Executive Committee of Synod that the new site be acquired and that steps 
be taken to develop this new site into a model Church camp. The Executive Com- 
mittee approved this action of the camp committee, and we are looking forward 
to the development of the new site in what we hope will be the near future. 


Once again we must pay tribute to Pastor Garman and his good wife, Pastor 
Heincken, Mrs. Robert Inslee, Mrs, Charlotte Stotesbury, and the many others who 
helped to make 1950 one of our finest camping seasons. Pastor Garman has made 


an excellent beginning in our synodical camping development, and has done an 
outstanding job.

laymen to start immediately the enrollment of campers from their respective con- 
gregations.

REPORT OF THE PARISH AND CHURCH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Synod’s Parish and Church School Committee met with Dr. $8. White Rhyne, 
Executive Secretary of the Parish and Church School Board, for an all-day session 
at First Church in Los Angeles on January 9. 

A tentative schedule of the itinerary of the Board’s Field Representative for 
1951 was drawn up. The Board will send us the Rev. Marcus Otterbein. He will be 
on synod's territory from Sept. 19th to Oct. 2nd, inclusive. 

The plan is to have him present at one-night meetings in 13 areas of Synod. 
His emphasis will be on teacher-training by way of audio-visual aids. The itinerary 
is as follows: Tucson, Sept. 19; Phoenix, 20th; Riverside, 21st; Los Angeles, 23rd; 
Long Beach, 24th; Glendale, 25th; Inglewood, 26th; Fresno, 27th; San Francisco, 
28th; Oakland, 30th; Richmond, Oct. lst; Sacramento, Oct. 2nd. 

Your committee was especially impressed with the Board-recommended method 
for promoting teacher-training in our congregations. The idea is to train our teachers 
by way of filmstrips and recordings. The ones that Dr. Rhyne showed the committee 
are the same ones developed by the International Council of Religious Training. A 
kit, composed of 10 filmstrips and about 17 recordings costs about $70. A congre-

gation, it is suggested, could offer its teachers and candidate-teachers a 10 weeks’ 
course of effective training with these fine materials. We have two kits on hand; 
they will be made available after Pastor Otterbein’s tour. 

The Committee on Faith and Life at the Des Moines Convention took sober 
note of the fact that among the five deadly symptoms among the parishes of the 
ULCA is that “of limited interest in the educational program of the congregation. 
How does the California Synod measure up under this general indictment? Not 
so well. 

Your committee does not address itself to the past or the present, but to the future. 
Soberly, we endorse intensification of our efforts in effecting within our congrega- 
tions the suggestions and plans of the Parish and Church School Board, beginning 
with its immediate plans for 195]. 

We recommend: 

1. That pastors view with high interest the coming of Associate Secretary 
Otterbein in the Fall, and that they insure good audiences for his presenta- 
tions in the 13 areas. 

2. That Parish Education, with emphasis upon teacher-training and child- 
evangelism, be made a major subject for consideration at the Fall meetings of 
Conferences. 

3. That Pastors and congregations make good use of the Board's very fine 
new Parent Quarterly.

Midland finds herself in a financial plight which is characteristic of most 
colleges today. Due to the steady decline in enrollment and the mounting cost of 
all commodities, involving salary increases for our staff (most of our employees are 
still underpaid), it is becoming increasingly difficult to balance our budget. Even 
under the austere economy the deficit last year was $11,890.15. In spite of further 
staff reductions and other drastic measures of economy it appears that we shall 
have a sizeable operational loss again this year. This cannot continue. If our 
college is not io degenerate into a second or third rate educational institution it is 
IMPERATIVE that the supporting synods materially increase their financial support. 


At its meeting last May the Board of Trustees decided that the needs of the 
college be presented realistically to the synods with a view to securing the neces- 
sary increase in financial support. The Nebraska, Kansas, and Rocky Mountain 
Synods are already supporting Midland to the extent of $1.85 per communing 
member. 

For the Nebraska Synod this means an appropriation for 1951 of $20,324 
(guaranteed), for the Kansas Synod, $8,059, and for the Rocky Mountain Synod, 
$4,392. At the meeting of the budget committee of the Board of Trustees it was - 
emphasized that, in view of the expected 30 per cent decline in enrollment next 
year, due to the increased tempo of selective military service, it will be necessary 
for the synods to increase their appropriations to the college by 50 per cent. 

With war clouds lowering over us and the prospect of losing a large number 
of our male students because of the war, the years immediately ahead do not look 
promising. Will you please remember Midland, her administration, faculty, and 
students in your fervent prayers? Will you do all you can, also, to direct the 
attention of our able, prospective students toward our church college where they 
may secure a first class liberal arts and pre-professional education under the guid- 
ance of first class Christian teachers and counsellors? 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend to the Executive Committee of the California Synod: 

(1) That a study of Ways and Means of added assistance for Midland College 
for the year 1951 be requested. 

(2) That the 1952 Budget Committee study the apportionment granted Midland 
College to see whether an increase may be given to raise the amount to $8,000.

REPORT OF CENTRAL LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Central Lutheran Theological Seminary is growing—growing in size, in oppor- 
tunity, in influence and in favor with its supporting Synods and with the Church 
at large. On January 15, 1951, the Rev. Gerhard Gieschen, Pastor of St. Peter's 
Church, Forest Park, Ill., will become associate professor of Systematic Theology 
and for the first semester will teach courses in the Practical Theology department, 
thus enabling President Keisler to spend more time in the promotion of the institu- 
tion. Upon the arrival of Professor Gieschen Central Seminary will have five full- 
time members of its faculty, the first time in its history of more than half a century. 

The enrollment this year, while only 32, is more than half again as large as it 
was last year and is the largest in its history. There are five seniors, nine middlers, 
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fourteen juniors, one intern and three specials. Of these 32 students, five are 
members of the California Synod. They are Charles Clark and Gene Vesseler, 
seniors; George Steffens and James Youngquist, middlers, and Ted Youngerman, 
junior. The Seminary administration reports that all of these young men give 
definite promise of an effective ministry.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 
FOR 1950 


The committee on Ministerial Education is happy to present this report of its 
activities for the year 1950. Every day we must become more and more aware of 
the tremendous demands for men in the Gospel ministry and Women for the Dia- 
conate. There are many fields that should be occupied but due to the shortage of 
men this work must be delayed for the present. For an increase in ministerial 
students we must turn to the individual Churches of synod and again lay the chal- 
lenge upon the hearts of our people. Each congregation should be striving towards 
that day when they will have at least one or more students preparing for full time 
Christian service. This will be done if we will keep it before the attention of our 
people constantly. 

The work of this committee is very far reaching in scope. Some of its duties are: 

1.—To seek out and keep in contact with ministerial students and candidates for 

the diaconate. A file is kept of these students as well as prospective students 
for the ministry. 

2—To encourage, counsel and direct by personal interviews all ministerial 

students. Continual encouragement is very necessary. 
3.—To help provide financial assistance for traveling to and from college, 
seminary, or diaconate, when necessary and needed. This is through the 
Board of Education of the U.L.C.A. 

4.—As a committee of the California Synod we approve requests for synod aid 
on the basis of need. For these grants a promissory note is signed and 
valid for a period of 10 years. 

Prospective students should be selected on the basis of (1) Consecration, (2) 
Intelligence and general alertness (3) Attractive personality (4) Integrity (5) Aggres- 
sive energy (6) Good health. 


The Ministerial Education Committee also should work in close conjunction with 
the examining committee of synod. 


All prospective ministerial or deaconess students should be placed in touch 
with this committee as soon as possible. Especially is this important at this time of 
national emergency and crisis. The names of all ministerial students in college, 
seminary or even High School should be given to the committee or president of 
synod in order that the names may be printed in the minutes of synod for future 
reference by the various draft boards. Forras for ‘‘Certification of Students for 
the Ministry’’ are available through Dr. Beasom’'s office. Every pastor should be 
aware of this. It will save much confusion later on. Along with this form must also 
be a letter from the pastor of the Church commending the students as bonafide 
students who are preparing for the ministry. 


At the present time we have several girls who are interested in the diaconate. 
One, Sister Patricia Chafin of Culver City, is busily engaged in the professional 
part of her training. She will be in nurses training for three years. She has had her 
two years of religious training at the Motherhouse. 


In order for any student to be considered for either synodical assistance or 
travel allowance they must make a request to the Committee in writing. One round 
trip per year is all that is allowed. This, too, is granted on the basis of need.

Also in attendance at this meeting 
were Drs. Fry, Wickey, and Deaton, invited because of their special interest in a 
Seminary on ihe West Coast, and because of their positions in the Church and on 
the Board of Education of the Church. 

The year has been one of headaches and heartaches for the members of the 
Board due to the lack of cooperation on the part of the members of the family who 
own Williams College Property in Berkeley, which property the Board has been 
seeking to buy during the year. It would take considerable space and time to go 
into detail concerning the efforts of the Board to secure this property. Suffice it to 
say, that at the last meeting of the Board, a final offer was made to the family, 
and at the time of preparation of this report, no definite teply has been received. 

Applications for faculty positions have been received and considered, but no 
definite actions taken. The faculty committee consisting of Pastors Tambert, Lindsay, 
and Lucas have the responsibility of studying and gathering information as to 
possible faculty members and reporting on same to the Board. 

In view of the fact that properties in or near the Pacific School of Religion and 
the University of California are becoming scarce and high priced, the Board 
instructed its Property Committee to look elsewhere for a suitable property, and if 
necessary to go as far as forty miles from the University of California. This action 
was taken in case all efforts with the Hopkins family prove futile. 

It is the opinion of the Board that, unless fortuitous events should lead to a 
possible opening of the Seminary in the fall of 1951, the formal opening should be 
planned for the fall of 1952, the exact date to be co-ordinated with the dates of the 
ULCA convention in Seattle. 

In order to have monies for operational expense, the Board, through the Presi- 
dents of the California and Pacific Synods, ex-officio members of the Board, requested 
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the Synods to consider the matter of placing the Seminary on their 1952 budgets at 
the rate of $1.25 per communing member. 

Funds from the CHEY Appeal have begun to come in as is indicated in the 
treasurer's report. The first check amounting to $23,927.00 was received in Septem- 
ber. The Board of Education plans to make the allocations as funds are received 
and available. : 

The terms of office of Rev. Carl Tambert of the California Synod, and Mr. E. J. 
eae of the Pacific Synod expire with the 1951 conventions of the respective 
synods.

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Your Committee rejoices with you in the fact that the Synod of California has 
continued its record of 100 per cent apportionment in 1950, although not all indi- 
vidual congregations were able to reach that mark. We commend the congrega- 
tions and the pastors for their faithfulness in this most important part of the 
Church's life, and urge upon all the continued and diligent use of every material 
and tool available for education in the stewardship of all of life. 

Four members of the Committee, together with Robert Cummings and President 
Beasom, participated in the Western Regional Stewardship Conference held in 
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Denver in June. As a result, these men were active in promoting and executing 
different types of stewardship programs and Every Member Visitations throughout 
Synod. The 1950 film: “For Good or Evil’ had at least one showing in every con- 
gregation and as many as five in some, and to larger audiences than ever before. 
The films of the past three years were used extensively, especially in the new 
mission churches. Your Committee likewise was charged with the distribution of 
the CHEY film: "The Difference.’ We wish to express our appreciation to the 
Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for again supplying us with most excellent materials 
for use in every congregation, of special note was the turnover chart which made 
possible more effective every member visitation. 


The program of stewardship education must be a year-around, never-ending 
effort aimed at the commitment of all of life to the work of the Lord. Such a program 
must of necessity begin with the children in the home, Sunday School, and youth 
groups, and must pervade every department of the Church. We earnestly urge the 
congregational stewardship committees to study the various stewardship emphases, 
use and make available the folders, films, and helps, and present in each congre- 
gation a program of stewardship education throughout the whole year.

The report of the Committee on the President's Report was received and the 
recommendations considered seriatim. 

Truly we can say the President's report for 1950 is the greatest set of marching 
orders ever presented to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California by Dr. James 
P. Beasom. 

It is great because it not only reports to us a remarkable story of advancement 
in Kingdom Building in every phase of the Life of the Church, but also it sounds 
effectively the imperative command to go ‘Forward in Faith’ in 1951. 

As a committee, we have been deeply moved by the seemingly tireless energies 
of our President; his able and foresighted administration of our Synod; his willing- 
ness that all, whatever their age or problem, receive an earnest hearing; and his 
complete consecration that all his efforts be to the glory of our Heavenly Father. 

We are hard-pressed for words to express our gratitude as a Church to our 
Lord for this, His humble servant, who has permitted the Holy Spirit to capture 
His life so completely. In order that every pastor and congregation can walk ‘’For- 
ward in Faith’’ together in 1951, we make the following recommendations: 

1. That Synod, because of the vital nature of this report, urge every pastor and 
lay delegate to make it possible that all or strategic portions of the report be read 
at the chief service on an announced Sunday morning, that a mimeographed copy 
of the report, sufficient for all communicants, be sent to our congregations imme- 
diately, and that the portions: I. Forward In The Lord, II. Forward In Membership, 
and III.

3. That Synod call upon every congregation to provide a program of weekly 
Bible study and continuous instruction and education for present and prospective 
members of our churches, 

4. That Synod call upon every congregation to plan a definite crusade for 
Christ in each Church School so that all children and adults committed to our care 
and all on our responsibility lists in the community may come to know their only 
Saviour, Christ Jesus The Lord. 

5. That Synod make our people aware of their responsibility and privilege to 
worship in church every Sunday, unless providentially hindered, and that another 
Synod-wide attendance Crusade be scheduled for an appropriate month. 

6. That Synod call upon every congregation and pastor to stress the impor- 
tance of the Holy Communion for all confirmed members with a recording of each 
communicant, the issuance of cards of membership in good standing annually to 
all who commune, and the enlisting of our church councilmen to personally call 
upon those who neglect this Sacrament. 

ie _That Synod call upon every congregation to enlist the lay-membership in 
A 2nd Program of Parish Visitation and Evangelism as presented by the 
eee fo) a Missions of our United Lutheran Church in America, and also to 

y each parish to establish responsibility lists so that Christ can be brought 
to these souls. 

* ee wma bara call upon all pastors and delegates to interpret the true meaning 
yyno walking together with the Lord’—to our congregations so that we can 
become a mighty band of faithful disciples in Christ transforming our individual 
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communities for righteousness, and co-operating in the whole program of the whole 
church through the calendar of causes of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

9. That Synod continue a program of Stewardship education to insure that all 
funds for Christian Higher Education be gathered in, also that the 1951 apportion- 
ment be met in full with an overwhelming response, also assist the Synodical 
Luther League with their mission project for St. Paul's, Honolulu, and to match the 
distress of the world with adequate Lutheran World Action funds. 

10. The Synod in convention officially express its gratitude to The Rev. Edward 
N. Spirer for his effective administration of the Church Extension program of Synod, 
and that we pledge him our whole-heated co-operation. 

ll. That Synod, in order to save the physical strength of the president, demand 
that requests from congregations for non-essential activities and engagements be 
eliminated, and that our president abide by the suggestions of the Executive Com- 
mittee with regard to adequate vacation and rest so that his strength may be con- 
served, ; 

12. That Synod express formally to Dr. Beasom our appreciation for his devo- 
tion to every congregation, and that we pledge our continued confidence in his

REPORT OF THE U.L.C.A. CONVENTION DELEGATES 


The seventeenth biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in America 
was held in Des Moines, Iowa, October 4-12, 1950. The theme of the convention 
was, "For Christian Leaders Tomorrow.” Fourteen elected delegates of the California 
Synod and several visitors attended. The convention received the reports of officers 
committees, boards and agencies and made some historical decisions. : 

Foremost among the decisions was that regarding our affiliation with other 
Lutheran and Protestant groups. Without debate and without a single negative vote 
the Church went on record in favor of complete organic union with other participat- 
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ing bodies in the National Lutheran Council. It also favored the transformation of 
the National Council into a Federation as an intermediary step toward merger. The 
delegates voted in this manner in spite of the fact that they knew merger proposals 
had already been defeated by other Lutheran bodies. 

By a large majority, participation in the National Council of Churches of Christ 
in America was approved. This momentous decision followed careful consideration 
of the Executive Board’s recommendation. The Council will be composed of eight 
interdenominational agencies, four orthodox groups and twenty-four protestant 
bodies. 

Highlighting the convention’s decisions was that involving the session of the 
Common Service Book Committee, The Joint Commission on the Liturgy, and the 
Joint Commission on the Hymnal, Dr. Samuel Salzman of the A.L.C., Rev. Gabriel 
Tweet of the E.L.C. and Dr. Conrad Bergendoff of Augustana, gave assuring reports 
on the preparation of the Common Service and the Hymnal. There was considerable 
debate about items but general agreement with the commission. 

Some of the outstanding events of the convention which lifted the hearts of the 
delegates were: the Holy Communion Service with the convention sermon by Dr. 
Fry on the opening morning; the Lutheran Laymen’s Banquet for seven hundred 
seventy-five delegates and visitors, at which time it was announced that eight 
hundred forty-two L.L.M. members have embarked upon a “Venture in Faith. This 
consecrated group of men will finance the entire stewardship promotion program 
of our church beginning in 1952. The third great event was the Board of Education's 
mass meeting on ‘Men for the Ministry.” This was held on Sunday afternoon with 
the choirs of Carthage College, Midland College, and St. John’s Church, Des Moines, 
participating. The meeting closed with an inspiring tableau entitled, “Christ Calls the 
Laborer.” Dr. Walter H. Traub of Omaha was the speaker. The Foreign Mission 
Night program presented messages by overseas leaders. Six missionaries were 
commissioned. The “World Work of Lutherans’ meeting brought messages from 
four men. At a later date in the convention Dr. Empie, together with Dr. Fry, pre- - 
sented a stirring appeal for Lutheran World Action funds. The financial program 
of this cause for 1950 was in danger of disaster. 

The convention returned by overwhelming majority all of the U.L.C.A. officers 
to their respective offices: Dr. Franklin Clarke Fry, President; Dr. F. Eppling Rein- 
artz, Executive Secretary; Dr. Henry Beisler, Treasurer; and Dr. G. Elson Ruff, 
Editor of the Lutheran. Board members were elected io fill expired terms and va- 
cancies existing at the close of the biennium. 

The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of New Jersey was received as the thirty-third 
Synod with a membership of one hundred twenty-eight congregations. The conven- 
tion received into fellowship with U.L.C.A. as affiliated churches: The Andhra 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of India, the United Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Argentina, the Evangelical Lutheran Church in British Guiana, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in Japan, and the Evangelical Lutheran Church in Liberia, As 
affiliated churches these associated churches are given full autonomy to govern 
themselves and to conduct their own affairs. 

The convention expressed total opposition to establishing diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican. The convention unanimously adopted a resolution reaffirming its 
belief in the absolute separation of church and state and expressing its unalterable 
opposition to diplomatic relations to the Vatican and other religious groups. At the 
request of the convention Dr. Fry gave a pointed dissertation on the entire Vatican 
relationship. 

"CHEY has won through to victory” was the keynote of the Board of Educa- 
tion’s report. Gratitude was expressed in the announcement that the anticipated 
goal by the end of 1951 would be $7,250,000.00. Dr. Wickey estimated the need 
for new ministers in the U.L.C. to be one hundred seventy-five annually. The 
seminaries enrollment in 1950 was five hundred. 

The Committee on Faith and Life commented on five deadly symptoms among 
the parishes: (1) Wide-spread neglect of the means of Grace. (2) General lack of 
appreciating of the liturgy. (3) Limited interest in the educational program of the 
congregation. (4) General indifference of Christians to witness for Jesus Christ. 
(5) Feeble influence of the church on the spiritual life of the community. 

The Luther League of America reported and presented three newly chosen 
staff members: the Rev. F. Leslie Conrad, Executive Secretary; the Rev. R. John 
Mangum, Associate Secretary, and Miss Helen Smith, Intermediate Secretary. Two 
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new attractive restyled publications will appear in 1951 under the names “Luther 
Life,” and "High Ideals.’ The Luther League held an inspiring service for one 
thousand delegates and visitors on Sunday night. 

The Board of Deaconess Work, together with the Board of Education, has 
drawn up a table of standards for full time women workers. The final action on 
the standards was referred to the Executive Board. 

Highlights of other boards’ reports included: An estimate by the Board of 
Social Missions that one hundred fifty thousand laymen received training in Chris- 
tian witnessing during the past biennium. An estimate by the Women's Missionary 
Society that ninety-two thousand women contributed almost $1,500,000.00 during 
the biennium. The Lutheran circulation has reached 86,270 copies weekly. The 
Board of American Missions established one new mission each week during the 
first six months of 1950. The Parish and Church School Board is now preparing a 
series of texts for week-day Church Schools. Sunday School enrollment is 836,821, 
the increase in 1949 was 29,680. The Board on Pensions and Relief presented for 
adoption the Family Protection Plan for members of the Contributory Pension Plan. 
The plan becomes operative when seventy-five per cent of the contributory pension 
members enroll. 

Without dissension and with great enthusiasm, the convention adopted a budget 
of $5,203,300.00 for 1952 and $5,232,400.00 for 1953, an evidence that the Church 
is growing up financially. The convention did not approve the plan for the Lutheran 
Post-Graduate Theological Seminary, but asked that the committee continue its 
work. The convention likewise did not favor the use of the title, Bishop, in the 
U.L.C.A., but instructed the committee to continue its study. 

The vigorous plea of the delegates from the West Coast caught the heart of 
the convention as it voted to hold the 1952 convention in Seattle, Wash. 


At the 1950 convention of the ULCA a new Article XV of the Constitution of 
the ULCA was reported as having been ratified by the then thirty-two constituent 
synods, and was declared to be in force. The Article deals with Affiliated Churches. 
The former Article XV, “Committees, By-laws and Amendments,” is now renumbered 
Article XVI. 

Section 1 of the new Article XV reads as follows: 

“Any Evangelical Lutheran Church which has been fostered by the 

Board of Foreign Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America, 

and which has accepted this Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set 

forth in Article II, and whose constitution has been approved by the Execu- 
tive Board, may be received into relationship with The United Lutheran 

Church in America as an Affiliated Church by a majority vote at any 

regular convention.” 


Also at the 1950 convention of the Church, on recommendation of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, the delegates approved "for submission to the synods, the fol- 
lowing amendment to the constitution of The United Lutheran Church in America’: 

‘Amend Article XV, Section I, as follows: In place of the words, 

“which has accepted the Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set forth 

in Article II," substitute the words: ‘which has accepted Article II (Doc- 

trinal Basis) and Article XV (Affiliated Churches) of this Constitution.” ‘” 

The section, if and when the above amendment is ratified, will read as follows: 


“Section 1. Any Evangelical Lutheran Church which has been fostered 
by the Board of Foreign Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America, 
and which has accepted Article II (Doctrinal Basis) and Article XV (Affili- 
ated Churches) of this Constitution, and whose constitution has been approved 
by the Executive Board, may be received into relationship with The United 
Lutheran Church in America as an Affiliated Church by a majority vote 
at any regular convention.”

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


To members and friends of the Women’s Missionary Society of the California 
Synodical: It is my privilege again this year to extend my greetings and love. 

As we meet in this 59th Annual Convention, many things disturb our hearts and 
minds. There are wars and rumors of wars, fightings within and without; things 
happening in our own country and throughout the world that threaten the breaking 
down of our civilization; but I feel very certain that we can still say, along with 
the Psalmist, ‘"O give thanks unto the Lord, for He is good—His mercy endureth 
forever.’ God has been merciful unto us and blessed us. 

What a wonderful time it is to come together these Pre-Lenten days—looking 
forward to Ash Wednesday on February 7, World Day of Prayer, Friday the 9th— 
Theme: “Perfect Love Casts Out Fear’—Week of Prayer February 12-16—Theme: 
“Fruit of the Spirit’ prepared by our own Sister Anna Ebert. Let us all partake of 
this food for the soul. 

Today we are gathered in a Convention to review a year of effort under our 
Lord's command and to seek His guidance for the year just ahead. Here we shall 
renew our determination to live only for Him; here we shall open our souls that 
our failures and sins might be forgiven; here we shall draw new strength as we 
mingle in communion and fellowship with one another that our humble efforts may 
be multiplied. 

As your President, it was my privilege to attend the Presidents’ Conference in 
Philadelphia on October 1-2. Thirty synodical presidents were in attendance, meet- 
ing with the Executive Board of the Women’s Missionary Society. Plans, thoughts, 
opinions and suggestions were shared for the purpose of helping one another and 
making the Women’s Missionary Society the best possible force in the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 

With grateful hearts we thank our God as we review together the activities of 
the past year. Our progress perhaps has not been spectacular, but we have made 
ele gains that show evidences of real spiritual growth as well as material 
growth. 


We welcome five new societies. Namely, “The Women of the Church” 


1. Globe 
2. Young Women’s Evening Group, Gardena 
3. Norco 


4. Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 

We now number 84 societies. Our membership is 2672—a gain of 276 active 
members. The Northern Conference has 27 societies and the Southern California Con- 
ference, 97 societies. We have almost reached the ideal—that is a Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society in every church of Synod. Now, let us strive for the second ideal 
goal, “Every Woman a Member of the Women's Missionary Society.” Let us ever 
seek to develop our congregational society so that it will meet the needs of all the 
women of the congregation. Our membership of 2672 represents about 20% of 
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the commuing women members of the churches of our Synod. May we raise this 
percentage this Triennium! 

As we grow in membership, the second ‘ship’ of the Triennium Emphasis, 
there must be a deepening of the Spiritual life, namely Worship—the first “ship” 
of the Triennium Emphasis and a corresponding expression of the third “ship” or 
Siewardship of self, time, and talents. While we see from our statistics that we 
made gains over last year in each department, yet we need to stress more the 
deepening of the spiritual life! Fifty-six societies reported holding public Thank 
Offering services—which means 66 2/3%; 58% participated in the World Day 
of Prayer; 40% observed the Week of Prayer; approximately 33% of our women 
reported using devotional material and 55% subscribe to Lutheran Woman's Work. 
? From these facts we can readily see that we need to give greater emphasis 
to Worship. The secret of all of our growth and progress is ‘Abide in Me and I 
in you. He that abideth in me and I in him, the same beareth much fruit; for apart 
from Me ye can do nothing.” Only as we are willing to bend the knee in prayer and 
to give time daily to the study of His word, just so, in proportion as we do that, 
shall we be able to know His will and to discern the times. Then only shall our 
eyes be opened to see the needs of the world aright and shall we be willing and 
empowered to give our time, our talents, our very selves in the promotion of His 
Kingdom. 

And what about our siewardship of offerings for last year? Our total contribu- 
tions show a splendid increase—each budgeted item showed a gain over the 
previous year. Especially do we rejoice in the aain in Life Memberships. 


The Thank Offering gained $330.72. This is a remarkable gain, because it is 
the first year’s report of Thank Offering which included Christmas, Lenten and 
Week of Prayer and India Lace Day offerings! And now that this change is under- 
stood by all, let us increase our Thank Offering by stressing first, more worship; . 
second, by observing quarterly ingatherings; third, by holding public Thank Offering 
services that will challenge all the women of our congregations. 


Synodical Missions. While we did not reach our goal of $7,000, the offering 
amounted to $5,826.30, which is a splendid offering. The territory of our Synod still 
remains a virgin mission field, ‘white unto the harvest.’’ Our largest task is bringing 
the unchurched into the fellowship of God—and as a missionary society let us be 
always interested to do our part—yes, go that second mile. 

It would be impossible to enumerate the activities as your President. Many and 
varied have been the privileges and opportunities. It has been a busy year—a full 
year. I was privileged to attend both conference meetings and to visit many con- 
gregational societies. I have tried to help and encourage new societies and to 
observe the growth of them has been most gratifying. I have represented you at 
many missionary, church, student, and inter-church meetings. 

There has not only been a president at work in our Synodical, but an Executive 
Board composed of officers and department secretaries and standing committees, 
which have never failed to measure up to their responsibility. Each officer and 
secretary has given fully of her time and energy in service and deserves thanks 
and praise. They have done an outstanding work. To each, your President wishes 
to express her appreciation and gratefulness. And to the host of others who have 
all faithfully performed their duties and to our pastors and officials of Synod—a 
“thank you!” 

You have all been very patient and sympathetic and understanding and most 
cooperative. My only regret is that I could not do more, that there was not sufficient 
time nor physical strength to give to the many things that needed to be done and 
which I desired to do. . 

For such as may have been accomplished this past year as an Executive Board 
(your chosen leaders) we give all the credit to our blessed Lord. 

In conclusion, but at the beginning of this convention, may the theme chosen 
for our meditation and through these hours together—that is “With One Accord” 
direct us to “lead a life worthy of the Lord, fully pleasing to Him, bearing fruit in 
every good work and increasing in the knowledge of God.” 

With one accord we join Thy faithful throng; 
With one accord we pledge allegiance strong 
With one accord, O Saviour, Lord, we bow; 
With one accord take us and use us now. Amen.

REPORT OF THE STUDENT CENSUS SECRETARY

As we come to the close of 1950 in the report of the student census we again 
find that 14 congregations did not report at all, 11 congregations reported “no stu- 
dents,’ and 47 reported ‘’students,” totalling 380 men and women in-our schools of 
higher learning. You would find these young people attending 12 Lutheran institu- 
tions and 81 non-Lutheran institutions over our United States. 

Twenty-nine young men are either in our Seminaries or are taking preparatory 
college work for their life work in the ministry. Of the young women, we have 
1 preparing for the diaconate, 1 a missionary, 3 Church social welfare and 14 
nursing. This is a very small birdseye view of the vocations entered by our students. 

But the one fine thing which I experienced this year was the many fine cards 
and letters from student counsellors and pastors expressing their sincere apprecia- 
tion for our interest in our students by forwarding to them the information from 
the student census blanks enabling them to better follow through with their min- 
istry to these students. The student census should be one means of enabling the 
local pastor and congregation to be reminded of their students and to keep in better: 
contact with them. 


PRAYER PROGRAM

Your prayer chairman sent out two synodical letters and one card relating to 
this newly created department of our missionary work here in California. 

We urge the use of the prayer page, ‘Lord, Teach Us To Pray” found in Lu- 
theran Woman's Work, in conjunction with our missionary meetings.

The 61st Annual Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
| was preceded by a Service of Installation, installing the Rev. H. Paul Romeis as 
Assistant to the President, held in First English Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, 
California, on Sunday evening, May 4, 1952. Dr. Charles B. Foelsch gave a stirring 
message on “Candidates for Martyrdom.’ On Monday afternoon Dr. Frederick R. 
_Knubel, President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of New York presented the 
first in a series of Knubel-Miller Lectures on the theme ‘What is the Pastoral Counsel- 
ing Movement?” Following the lecture the laymen had a pre-Convention meeting 
under the leadership of Mr. Leo S. Johnston. 


FIRST SESSION 


The Convention was officially opened on Monday evening, May 5, 1952 with 
a service of Holy Communion held in First English Lutheran Church, Los Angeles. 
Officiants were—Liturgists, the Rev. Paul H. Wolpert, Secretary; Dr. Albert B. 
Schwertz, Host Pastor; Homilist, the Rev. H. Paul Romeis, Assistant to the President 
of Synod; Administrants, the Rev. Carl V. Tambert and the Rev. Ross F. Hidy, Presi- 
dents of Conferences, and the Rev. Henry Scherer, Statistician. The Convention was 
officially opened by the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, First Vice President, using the 


prescribed order. 


SECOND SESSION 


The Second Session was opened with devotions led by the Convention Chap- 
lain, the Rev. Vlad P. Benko. Dr. Knubel presented the second lecture on the theme 
“How Much Psychology Should a Pastor Know?” 

The President of Synod, the Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., expressed the 
gratitude of the Convention to Dr. Frederick R. Knubel for the excellent lectures he 
is presenting to the Convention in addition to representing the United Lutheran 
Church in America.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATIONS 


In July, 1951, the Committee began the first Synodical Book Club with ten pastors 
enrolled. Ten outstanding books were selected by the committee. Each month every 
enrolled pastor gets to read one of the books. At the end of the ten month period 
every book will have been in the possession of each pastor for one month. Then 
every man will keep the book which reaches him last. We are happy to report that 
the men who are enrolled have expressed their enthusiasm for the club, therefore we 
hope that another Book Club can be started soon to run concurrently with the first 
club with another selection of books and an additional group of pastors. The com- 
mittee will appreciate any expressions of interest in another club by men who are 
not already enrolled in the first. 

The Committee wishes to bring to the attention of all churches the Book Corner 
plan of displaying and selling Bibles and religious books in your church at various 
seasons during the year. The U.L.P.H. makes it easy for every church to have a 
Book Corner by sending each congregation an order card of current religious books 
well in advance of the season in which they are to be displayed and sold. All you 
have to do is mail in your order on the card, and you have a Book Corner, or 
practically so. Appoint a person to take charge of the project and advertise the 
books, and you will be on your way to a better informed Christian congregation. 
Many of our churches already have Book Corners and will attest to their value.

The past year has found the Board of Foreign Missions supplying the parishes 
with more and finer supplies with which to present the urgent cause of overseas 
missions. Excellent films are being prepared that vividly bring the experiences and 
challenges of each of our fields before the members of our congregations. All 
churches are urged to use them. If the rental fee cannot be met, the films are 
available on a free-will offering basis. 

The Church Schools of Synod are commended on their excellent response to the 
Epiphany Appeal. More schools and more funds were engaged in the past year’s 
project, the construction of Phebe Hospital in Liberia. The 1952 appeal for a pre- 
paratory school in Argentina also find an increasing interest among our parishes in 
teaching youth the importance of heeding the Lord's command—"Go ye into ALL 
the world." 

The committee has also arranged for the meeting of incoming and departing 
missionaries at the San Francisco port. Miss Anne Harder and Mrs. P. J, Kraemer 
head the reception committee and are assisted by the Women’s Missionary Societies 
of the Bay Area. In addition, many requests from the far East fields have been cared 
for. Two pianos were shipped to our Japanese field, 

We are grateful for the reception the congregations gave Mr. Fuad Nucho of 
Palestine as he toured our Synod. Missionary Douglas Erickson of the China field 
also spoke before a number of gatherings. The presence of Missionary Alsop during 
the early months of this year was a great encouragement in presenting the Argentine 
appeal for the Church Schools and Luther Leagues.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MINISTERIAL EDUCATION FOR 1951 


The Synodical committee on ministerial education is happy to again be able to 
present the following report of its activities for the year 1951. 

The whole Church has become very conscious of the great demand for a strong 
Church here on the West Coast. To have a strong Church here we must have a 
constant flow of men going into the gospel ministry from our own synod. We shall 
be strong in proportion to the number of men we as a synod send into the ministry 
and women into the diaconate. 

Many fields are ready and should be entered but cannot be because of the insuffi- 
cient number of men we have in the ministry. It is to our own Churches here in Cali- 
fernia that we must look now for the men that are needed. So once again the chal- 
lenge for each and every Church to present the high calling of the ministry to its 
finest young men is imperative. It must begin in the individual Churches, 
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The work of this committee is very far reaching. With the establishment and 
opening in the fall of 1952 of the Pacific Lutheran Seminary on our territory the 
work of this committee shall be more intensive if not as far reaching. Your committee 
this year has done the following: 

1. Sought out and kept in contact with all the ministerial and diaconate candi- 
dates. Many prospective students’ names are in our files at the present time. 

2. We encourage, counsel and direct by personal interview all ministerial stu- 
dents. Encouragement and guidance is very important. 

3. We have assisted the needy students to get to.and from college and/or 
seminary or the motherhouse. The Board of Education of the U.L.C.A. has been a 
tremendous help in this matter. Our sincere thanks to them. 

4. As a committee of the California Synod we have screened the requests for 
aid from the synod. This we have tried to do on the basis of need. For any synodical 
grant a note is signed and is in effect for a period of 10 years. If the student remains 
in the full time service of the Church for this period of time, the note is then cancelled. 

Prospective students for full time Christian service should be selected on the 
following basis: 1) Consecration; 2) Intelligence and general alertness; 3) Attractive 
personality; 4) Integrity; 5) Aggressive energy; 6) Good health. 

This committee also provides records and reports to the examining committee 
for each student of ours coming into the synod and about to be ordained. 

All prospective ministerial and diaconate students should be placed in touch 
with this committee as soon as possible. Especially is this true in times of national 
emergency. The names of all men students planning for the ministry whether they 
be in High School, College, or Seminary, should be in the hands of this committee. 
The President of Synod should also have this information. The names of these stu- 
dents should be included in the minutes of synod for future reference when necessary. 
Forms of “Certification of Students for the Ministry’’ are available through Dr. 
Beasom's office. Every pastor should have this information. This will avoid confusion 
later on. Along with this form must come a letter from the student’s pastor commend- 
ing him as a ministerial student. 

At the present time we have one student preparing for deaconess work. Sister 
Patricia Chafin of Culver City is now in nurses training. She has two years to 
complete her work. 

In order for any student to be considered for synodical aid or travel assistance, 
he must make a written request to the Chairman of this committee. The Board of 
Education allows one round trip per school year for those attending college or 
seminary elsewhere. This is allowed also on the basis of need.

REPORT OF STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Again the Synod of California has met its Apportionment to The United Lutheran 
Church in America 100 per cent; this item has first priority on our budget and is 
paid each year in eleven monthly payments, a procedure unique among the Synods 
of our Church. Likewise, our Lutheran World Action quota was met and oversub- 
scribed this year. The only regrettable fact in our Stewardship picture for 1951 was 
the failure on the part of our congregations, for the first time in recent years and by 
only 1 per cent, to reach 100 per cent of the Synod’s budget. This Committee would 
urge upon all congregations and pastors the diligent use of every material and tool 
available for Stewardship education, in order that all of our people might be led to 
the total commitment of all of life, which is Christian Stewardship. 

Two members of the Committee, Robert Cummings, area Chairman for the 
Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, and Pastor H. Paul Romeis, attended and participated 
in the annual Stewardship Conference held in June on the campus of Wittenberg 
College. Your Committee has assisted several congregations in setting up and execut- 
ing various types of Stewardship programs and Every Member Visitation. 

In November, 1951, we made available and scheduled in each congregation our 
own Stewardship film: Cathedral Films ‘No Greater Power’ with an eight minute 
trailer by Dr. Beasom, emphasizing the particular Stewardship challenge of our 
Synod. The films of former years were much in demand, especially in the newer 
mission congregations which have been organized since these films were produced; 
all of the ULCA Stewardship films are still available from the Publication House in 
Los Angeles or from the Synodical Headquarters. For 1952, we have been given the 
responsibility of distributing the new Bible in Daily Living Film, "45 Tioga Street’; 
this film is available to you from the Synodical office, free of charge, for the whole 
year for as many showings as you desire. 
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We express our sincere appreciation to the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for 
supplying, free of charge, the most excellent materials for use in every congregation; 
and we urge all congregational Stewardship Committees to make full use of all 
folders, films, materials, and helps so that every congregation may have a year- 
round program of Stewardship education. 

We call your attention again to the major emphases of this program: (1) The 
tithe as the reasonable first step (2) The 50-50 budget (3) Christian Wills (4 Continued

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH MUSIC 


The work of the Committee on Church Music underwent some expansion during 
1951. At the 1951 convention of Synod the suggestion was made to the committee 
on the new constitution of Synod that the Committee on Church Music and Worship 
be made a regular standing committee of Synod. This item is now included in the 
current draft of the new constitution. 

During April and May, 1951, the Committee sponsored a school for church 
musicians which was held on five Tuesday evenings at First English Lutheran 
Church, Los Angeles. More than 50 organists and choir directors and pastors 
attended the various sessions. The response of those participating was very favorable 
and the committee hopes to have a similar training course each year and to extend 
them to cover other areas of the Synod. Messrs. Robert Tusler and George Klump, 
directors of choirs at Grace Lutheran Church, Culver City and First Lutheran Church, 
Glendale, respectively, carried much of the burden of preparing this first training 
course, and much credit should go to them for their fine work. 

In addition to this major activity, the committee answered numerous requests 
for information regarding personnel, church organs, music, choir vestments, etc. We 
appreciate these requests and hope that the Committee can continue to be of service 
to the pastors and congregations of the Synod.

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF SYNOD 


Grace be unto you and peace from God, our Father and our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 


“Earnestly contend for the faith, which was once delivered 
unto the saints. Jude, 3. : 


As we gather together as lay and clerical delegates to this Sixty-first annual 
Convention of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California of The United Lutheran 
Church in America, it behooves us to bear in mind at all times that we are a part 
of Christ's holy Church, His Body. We must constantly be aware and bear witness 
to His living presence and be guided by His Word in all that we say and do. 


It must be our sacred responsibility not only to contend for the truth of the 
faith in the Gospel of our blessed Lord but to see that this message of salvation is 
brought to every man. If there can be upon the souls of each one of us this holy 
passion for souls for the Kingdom, then everything that we seek to do here will 
truly be to His honor and glory and the up-building of His Kingdom. 


These are important and vital days we are spending together. That which 
we do here must not be taken lightly but deliberately after prayerful meditation with 
our Saviour. We have all, in the worship service, received the Holy Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper, in which He has given us His Body to eat and His Blood to 
drink for the forgiveness of our sins. In this service, we have willingly confessed 
before Him and to Him and in the presence of one another as His Church that we 
are sinners and unworthy, that we deserve nothing but death and condemnzation. 
In response to our confession of faith, He has assured us of the forgiveness of our 
sins and the commutation of our sentence of death so that now we have life in 
Him and there must abound within our souls a joy that cannot be withheld from 
others, but must radiate from our very presence so that those round about us can 
see Him in us, in our happiness of having experienced this great and good gift, pur- 
chased at such a great price by our blessed Saviour. 


It is almost trite to say that we are living in a day when men are giving up all 
semblances of hope and placing their confidence in the destructive forces of this 
life, seeking by the destruction of life to maintain life, while they are dreaming of 
a Saviour to come, of a voice, a leader, a way. In such a situation, we meet, having 
been given the glorious Gospel of our Saviour and having been called to the min- 
istry of His Church and having been commissioned to carry out this Word of Salva- 
tion to dying souls. How else can we live now through these days of this Convention 
without an earnest and zealous demand upon each delegate for a recommitment of 
his or her whole life for the one express purpose, to leave not one task unfinished 
or one stone unturned which shall open the way of Christ Jesus to this unhappy day 
of ours, to the end that souls may be brought safely into the harbor of His love. 


As the President of your Synod, I do not want to leave you under any misap- 
prehension. I do not have all of the answers to all of the questions and problems 
that come before us but I do believe that we can be led of the Lord by the power 
of His Holy Spirit, if it is our earnest purpose to be obedient to the Holy Spirit and 
to strive daily after holiness of heart and life and for the extension of His Kingdom 
by witnessing steadfastly to the faith. I recognize that each individual present and 
each congregation represented in Synod has special difficulties and problems that 
may appear to be somewhat in conflict with that for which we come together as a 
Synod. Again, I do not want anyone here to feel that I have the answers to these 
points of conflict but I am confident that the Lord will find a way for us to reconcile 
all of these problems and all of these conflicts and difficulties if we will but put our 
trust in Him and go forward knowing that we are not alone but that He is with us 
and thus contend earnestly for the faith, which was once delivered unto the saints 
and which has in these latter days been given unto us, His Church and for which 
we are a responsible people. 

The year 1951 will always be remembered by your President, for it is in that 
yeor that the Lord gave him opportunity once more to see, in a very remarkable way, 
His mercy and power and benediction. He speaks not only of his illness but of the 
privilege of seeing once more the victorious march of the Living Word as new missions 
have been planted and congregations brought into being, as well as a property 
purchased for the establishment of a new institution of Christian Higher Education for 
the preparation of young men and women for the Gospel Ministry. 
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It was on Reformation Sunday evening of that year that the weaknesses of the 
human body became noticeable and your President was compelled to stop in his 
busy life and program of the Church and be taken to a hospital. Through the hospital 
experiences, God sent to him many who ministered unto him, both from the medical 
profession and the Church, for all he is deeply grateful. No one can understand the 
extent of this gratitude except those who have had like experiences. It is truly an 
Easter experience, a resurrection and a walking once more into a newness of life. 


During the period of your President's illness, the Executive Committee of Synod 
and many of the pastors and leaders of Synod stepped in at the crucial moment to 
carry on the vital program of Synod that the absence of the President of Synod 
would not injure the forward movement of the Kingdom, as it was committed unto 
us and as this Synod proclaimed itself in the actions of the Sixtieth Annual Con- 
vention. The work was so well done that as the year 1951 came to a close, we 
found a remarkable record which can only be understood rightly as one studies 
carefully the report of the Statistician of Synod. 


One is able to catch something of the victorious march of the Living Word, as it 
has been committed unto us, as we look over the report of the Historian of Synod, 
in which he takes up the period from 1941 to 1951, which he calls a decade of 
unparalleled progress and he shows how the Synod grew from 38 congregations to 
80 congregations; from a Communing Membership of 5,615 to 16,960; from church 
property valued at $1,175,131.00 to $5,555,885; Apportionment paid raised from 
$14,389.00 to $141,995.00. For all of these evidences of God’s mercy, love and power, 
we return thanks unto Him and unto Him give all of the glory and honor. Moreover, 
we are aware that such progress could not have been made were it not for the fact 
that God has given unto us many others to labor with us and for us, as we go forward 
in faith to do His will. We are a part of the whole United Lutheran Church in 
America, which has its boards and agencies, its officers and workers, to assist us 
in all departments of endeavor in the Church. It would be impossible for the Presi- 
dent of Synod to express to each the gratitude deserved for the kindnesses and 
assistance given to this Synod during the year 1951. There is hardly an individual in 
the whole United Lutheran Church that has not had a part, either through the giving 
in Benevolences or in the giving of services or in the giving of directions, assistance, 
and guidance to make possible the record of the past year. To all of these, your 
President wishes to record his humble gratitude. 


CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION YEAR: The year 1951 brought to a close the 
appeal of our United Lutheran Church for the Christian Higher Education Year, with 
such an overwhelming success that the national figures exceeded the goal by ap- 
proximately $1,000,000.00. The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California is happy 
to report again the completion of a goal established, not only by the Church but by 
the Synod itself, and the receipt of funds far beyond that which was anticipated. To all 
of the directors and leaders who helped in making possible the success of this 
Appeal, your President wishes to express his appreciation. 


PACIFIC SEMINARY APPEAL: At the time the CHEY program was set up in 
the United Lutheran Church, we were in the process of gathering together the 
Board of Directors and looking for property for qa Seminary. We had nothing tangible 
to present to the members of our various congregations in our Christian Higher 
Education Year Appeal so we asked for such funds as might be possible under the 
circumstances, knowing that it would be necessary to have a second appeal after 
a property was purchased. Thus, in the Fall of 1951, it became evident and wise 
for the Executive Committee of the Synod of California to call a special Convention 
of Synod on the newly acquired property of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary in Berkeley, Calif. It was at this Convention that action was taken to carry 
out an Appeal throughout the Church for $250,000.00 during the year of 1952. To 
implement this Appeal, your Executive Committee called The Rev. Paul E Valentiner 
Director in the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal, with offices at Springfield, 
Ohio, to take up the Directorship of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary Appeal. 
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Appeal would not only be reached but surpassed for this vital work of the establish- 
ment of a Theological Seminary on the West Coast. 


I am sure that none of us here can know what our actions and the results of 
our actions in our congregations will mean in the years to come, except that we are 
impelled and compelled by the love of Christ to carry out, very earnestly, the Gospel 
that was committed unto us and know that in this manner we are laying plans for 
a@ constructive endeavor in the planting of the Church and the instituting of His 
ministries of mercy and love in this vast empire of the Pacific. 


MISSIONS: As you are aware, the Executive Committee and the Home Mission 
Committee of Synod were merged several years ago into the Executive Committee 
and thus, as a part of the report of the President of Synod, you will find the Home 
Mission Committee Report. I hope this will be studied very prayerfully and carefully, 
for it is the burden upon the heart of the President of Synod that the Synod shall 
never lose its zeal for missions and it shall determine always to be vigilent in seeking 
to find fields for survey and occupancy; ways and means for the establishment of 
congregations; pastors and workers to carry out the preaching and teaching of God's 
Holy Word. If this shall be the burden of this Synod and this Synod shall be known 
throughout the Church as the Missionary Synod of the Church, then we can be 
assured that we are being used of God and that this is His Church and He is with 
us as He moves in and through us to bring about His will in the building of His 
Church upon earth. 


CAMP YOLIJWA: The President of Synod calls attention to the actions of the 
Sixtieth Annual Convention of Synod when it was decided that the year 1952 would 
be given over to the Camp Committee for an appeal for funds for camping. Because 
of the actions of the special Convention of Synod, placing the Appeal for the 
Seminary at this same time, it was deemed advisable to ask the Camp Committee 
to postpone the appeal for Camp Yolijwa until the year 1953. It is the desire of the 
President of Synod that this action of the Camp Committee, which is now a corpora- 
tion, should be commended by Synod and the way opened for the presenting of this 
important cause to our people, during the year 1953. 


THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED: The year 1951 marked 
the end of a five-year possession of the property, which is the California Lutheran 
Home for the Aged. The report of the Board for the Home for the Aged will give 
you the details. It is a joy for the President of Synod, who is also the President of 
this Board of Directors, to report to Synod that all of the mortgaged indebtedness on 
the property of the Home has been paid and that the Home is free of all such 
indebtedness. If it were for this reason and this reason alone, it would be a cause 
for grateful thanksgiving at this Convention of Synod, but the Lord has given us 
opportunity to extend the mercy of His Church to the guests throughout another 
year and He has brought us to the close of the year when the Board of Directors 
has extended a call to The Rev. O. W. Ebright, D.D. to become the first full-time 
Executive Director of the Home. Thus, this Convention marks the beginning of a new 
era for the California Lutheran Home for the Aged, under a new full-time pastoral 
Executive Director. Your President requests that we give to this new fellow-laborer 
with us, in Christ Jesus, our whole hearted support and our continued prayers. 


PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY: We have already made 
mention of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary Appeal. It is the wish of the 
President of Synod, at this time, to call attention to the tremendous steps that have 
been taken in the establishment of this Theological Seminary. Not only has the 
property been purchased, but a faculty called. The first President of this institution 
will be The Rev. Charles B. Foelsch, Ph.D., D.D., formerly President of the Chicago 
Lutheran Theological Seminary. We are most fortunate to have this scholarly and 
talented leader in the Church for our first President, as the Seminary opens its doors 
this Fall for its first classes. From every indication, at this time, we should have a 
sizeable student body and your President would encourage all of the pastors in the 
Bay Area to take advantage of the possibility of using student pastors in each 
congregation throughout the year. 


DIVISION OF CHURCH EXTENSION OF SYNOD: For the first time, we shall 
have a report from the Executive Director of the Division of Church Extension of 
The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, The Rev. Edward N. Spirer, D.D. 
Because of this I shall ask all of the delegates at this Convention to read the report 
of this Division of our Synod. A tremendous job is being done by this able and 
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devout pastor and his fellow laborers. I ask that we remember Dr. Spirer in our 
prayers and in the prayers of this Convention of Synod, that he may be strengthened 
to fulfill all of the demands that are coming upon him from so many directions. 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION: The members of our congregations have been so 
filled with the joy of sharing with those unfortunate individuals throughout the 
world, through the appeals of Lutheran World Action, that it has become a part of 
the life of our Synod to make this one of our privileges annually. I am sure that 
it is unnecessary for the President of Synod, at this time, to say a great deal about 
the demand for this ministry. I ask that each delegate return to his or her congrega- 
tion and place once more upon the hearts of the membership of the congregations 
of Synod this opportunity of service through Lutheran World Action—Love’s Working 
Arm. 


1952 APPORTIONMENT: There are times when congregations become somewhat 
confused by the number of financial appeals that are brought to them. It was for 
this reason that Synod in Convention two years ago took action that the first financial 
appeal io congregations should be for Apportionment. Thus, the first Benevolent 
funds coming from any congregation should be for the paying of its Apportionment 
in full. I am sure that each of us understands the necessity of carrying out the 
basic needs of the whole Church, both throughout Synod and The United Lutheran 
Church in America, through the full payment of Apportionment. I would ask that 
this be re-established and restudied as a very definite part of the life of each con- 
gregation of Synod, that each congregation might place first things first, knowing 
that all other things will be added unto us. 


THE AUXILIARIES: We are most fortunate in The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California to have three active auxiliaries: The Women’s Missionary Society, the 
Luther League and the Brotherhood. The Women’s Missionary Society is well estab- 
lished in all of our congregations and is playing a very vital part, not only in the 
development of the program nationally, but lending a hand to the Synod of Cali- 
fornia in its mission program. For all of these blessings received from the Women’s 
Missionary Society, Synod wishes to express its deep gratitude. 


The Luther League of America had for its appeal during the past biennium the 
establishment of a chapel for St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Honolulu, T. H. We are 
happy to report that the goal of $25,000 was reached and these funds are now 
being made available for St. Paul’s Lutheran Church of Honolulu. For the part our 
own Luther Leaguers played in this program and for the surpassing of the quotas 
for this Synod, again your President of Synod wishes to express his deep apprecia- 
tion, for not only the Synod but likewise for St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Honolulu. 


The Brotherhood of Synod has not been active as a Synodical force but there 
has been a very active group in the Southern Conference and a somewhat active 
group in the Northern Conference. It is the desire of the President of Synod that 
an approach might be made, both North and South, in spite of the distance, to 
establish an effective Synodical Brotherhood. Thus, he places this challenge upon 
the hearts of the men of our Church. 


BUSINESS SESSION OF JOINT LUTHERAN CONVENTION: As we meet in our 
Convention of Synod, the other Lutheran Bodies represented on this West Coast are 
likewise meeting and we shall have several Joint Sessions. They are listed as 
follows: Joint Women’s Meeting, Tuesday, May 6, 2:00 p.m.; First Joint Session, 
Tuesday, May 6, 8:00 p.m.; Second Joint Session, Wednesday, May 7, 2:00 p.m; 
Third Joint Session, Wednesday, May 7, 8:00 p.m. All Joint Sessions will be held in 
the First Methodist Church, 813 South Hope Street, Los Angeles. The Joint Convention 


pore will be held on Thursday, May 8, 7:00 p.m., at the Rodger Young Audi- 
orium.

: Your President of Synod would urge you to study the recommendations of the 
Se Committee of Synod so that when they are approved at this Convention, they 
may be likewise presented as such at the Joint Business Session. 
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These union meetings give us opportunities for fellowship among those of the 
Lutheran Faith on this West Coast. Let us make the most of our opportunity in 
showing our Christian love for one another and in encouraging one another in the 
Propagation of the faith that has been committed unto us by the Lord Jesus Christ, 
the chief Shepherd and Bishop of Souls. 


THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA: It is the belief of 
the President of Synod that it is of the utmost importance that the pastors and 
delegates at the Convention, as it should be done annually by the pastors and 
delegates of each Convention returning from the Convention of Synod, re-explain 
to the congregations of Synod what Synod actually is. That we are a body of con- 
gregations, believers in Jesus Christ, our Saviour, walking together and doing His 
will in this area set aside as the territory of this Synod. Thus, Synod is not any 
individual or any group of individuals but a working force of all members, congre- 
gations working for the Kingdom. 


THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA: For the first time; The United 
Lutheran Church in America will hold its Convention on the West Coast in Seattle, 
Wash., October 8-15, 1952. It is a glorious opportunity for this Synod to have the 
privilege of seeing The United Lutheran Church in operation in a Convention so near 
to us and thus your President urges every congregation to make it possible, either 
for its own pastor or for a pastor and layman to attend this Convention, in order that 
the full impact of this Convention might be felt in the life of each and every one of 
our congregations on this territory. Moreover, it is an opportunity for The United 
Lutheran Church in America to see the California Synod, for many of the pastors 
and lay delegates will arrange their itinerary to travel, either before or after the 
Convention, through the territory of Synod. It would be very helpful if the pastors 
and members of our congregations knowing the delegates were to write inviting 
them to visit this territory and especially their congregations. We should make every 
effort to give opportunity to the delegates to see the Lutheran Church as it has been 
developing on this West Coast, in this forward and victorious march of the Living 
Word throughout California, Arizona, Nevada, and the Hawaiian Islands. Your 
President urges that the delegates returning to the congregations would take the 
opportunity to explain The United Lutheran Church, likewise, to the congregations, 
that all of our people might understand the government of our Church and its 
democratic form; how we are members of congregations, congregations are members 
of Synod, and Synods are members of The United Lutheran Church in America, and 
The United Lutheran Church in America is a member of the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion. This brings us to the point where we can announce again the Convention of the 
Lutheran World Federation, which is taking place in Hannover, Germany, the last 
of July and the first of August, during the summer of 1952. We should watch for 
every indication of actions coming from this Convention and pray for the delibera- 
tions of our world Church. God willing, the President of Synod, several pastors and 
lay people will be in attendance. 


OUR PASTORS: Once more, your President of Synod would like to bring to the 
attention of the lay delegates and the congregations of Synod the task and the 
burden of the pastors of our congregations. As we are all aware, each pastor has 
felt the call of Almighty God for full-time service in His Church and thus he has 
been called to a congregation cr a program of service in the Church itself. Because 
each congregation, the Synod, and the Church at large is a party to this call through 
which God brings His message, it is vitally incumbent upon each of us and each 
segment to bear our portion of love and responsibility to our pastors. In these days 
of fluctuations of the cost of living, the salaries of our pastors should be analyzed 
annually and increased where this is possible. The services for our pastors, parson- 
‘ages, and cars, and other allowances should likewise be studied so that our pastors 
might be more effective in their ministry. There should be no need for our pastors 
giving time and attention to the material things of this life but rather they should 
be able to give their whole-hearted attention to the spiritual, for which they have 
dedicated their lives. 


Your President of Synod would urge that congregations pray regularly, not 
only for their own pasior but likewise for the pastors of Synod, that they may 
remain faithful to the calling and be able to fulfill that ministry that has been com- 
mitted unto them, with earnestness and zeal. It should also be understood that in 
the Lutheran Church, we believe in the priesthood of all believers, that the lay 
members of each congregation are likewise called to minister. Thus, as pastors and 
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people, we should take very seriously the responsibility that is pi in aie 
out in that segment of the Church that has been committed unto us the nee? rs 
ment of our Lord to evangelize, as well as to show love and mercy, even as He 
in our midst, walking, talking, and serving in and through us. ; 

The pastors and lay members of our congregations make up the penne 
of Synod. Represented, as they are, by delegates at the Conventions of Be : me 
set up a working body by which the program of the congregations may : pene: 
out, as God has indicated it unto us through His most Holy Word. Your Presi en 
would call attention to the faithful service rendered by these whom the Convention 
has set aside, especially the Executive Committee of Synod. I know of no other ie 
during my incumbency, when the Executive Committee members have nies ae i : 
gently to study the whole program of the Church and to be guided by the - 
Himself in the actions taken. I know of no time when such unselfish service has 
been rendered and where each and every member has sought to give of his best 
to the Master in whole-hearted service for the cause of the whole Synod. Thus, I 
would like to express, as the President of Synod, my deep appreciation to every 
member of the Executive Committee. 


Moreover, through the Executive Committee other workers carry out the program 
of Synod, such as the staff members in the office of the President of Synod. During 
the past year and during the illness of the President of Synod, the Synodical offices 
were transferred to the property next door to the First English Lutheran Church of 
Los Angeles, where the majority of the rooms on the first floor were made available 
for the Synod of California. For this, we are grateful to the congregation of First 
English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles and its very faithful pastor, The Rev. Albert 
B. Schwertz, D.D. It is in this new place that this wonderful staff has been work- 
ing so faithfully during the past year in the whole program of Synod. It is not 
always possible for every member of every congregation to appreciate all that is 
done in a program like that of Synod’s, but there have been elected the officers and 
the Executive Committee to look over such matters and these have been able to see 
the sacrifices that have been made and the willingness on the part of those to give 
of their best to the Lord in service. As your President of Synod, I would like to take 
this opportunity to express to each and every one of them not only the deep 
appreciation of the President of Synod, but likewise of all of Synod, congregations, 
pastors, and people, in all the areas of our constituency. In order to make it very 
personal, I list here their names: Wayne Pfundstein, Miss Mary Gammill, Miss 
Beverly Field. There are a number of others who have served from time to time on 
a parttime basis or have been brought in for special purposes, to all of these we 
include this expression of appreciation. 


Moreover, during the closing months of the year, the Executive Committee 
made arrangements for the calling of The Rev. H. Paul Romeis to the office of 
Assistant to the President of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California. He did 
not wait until the beginning of his service at the first of the year but even during 
those trying days when your President was in the hospital he made himself available 
and gave himself unselfishly to the work of Synod while carrying his heavy tasks 
as pastor of one of our larger congregations. To him, likewise, must be given this 
word of appreciation, for it is extended in a sincere desire to convey to the con- 
stituency of Synod the consecration to service of this one whom you have arranged 
to have called to this high office. Since he has been installed during this Convention, 
let us not be unmindful of the need to hold up his arms and pray for him regularly, 
as ‘we encourage you to pray for all those whom God has called and we have 
been responsible for in the carrying forth of His ministry on the territory that is ours. 


There is one man that has been a glorious gift to the Synod of California. He 
is not an ordained pastor but I believe he has known more of the ordained pastors 
of Synod than any other layman in Synod. He is not an officer of the Synod, yet I 
am sure he knows more of the working of Synod over a period of years, than any 
man now living, for he has served as a member of the Executive Board for twenty-five 
years. I speak of Mr. Fritz C. Noel, who has given of himself in a glorious manner in 
the service of the Church over these years. Year after year, the Synod of California 
has elected him to this high office and expressed to him its confidence and he has 
lived up to it. Under ‘many occasions, he has given unselfishly of the means that 
God has placed at his disposal to make possible the on-going program of His 
Church. This has been done in no small manner, especially during the last few 
years when we have been undergoing such great expansion. Many of our missions 
are reaping the blessings that have come from this man, either directly or indirectly, 
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as he has made financial contributions. All during this same time, Mr. Fritz C. Noel 
has been active in the California Lutheran Hospital Society, which manages the 
California Hospital and the Santa Monica Hospital and is now underway in the 
development of a new $2,000,000.00 hospital in San Diego. For the last ten years, 
he has been the President of this Hospital Society and thus he has not only confined 
his activity to the work of the Church itself but has given himself unselfishly through 
the ministry of mercy of the California Lutheran Hospital Society. 


It is only fitting that as your President, I should call attention to the contribution 
that has been made by this great servant of our Lord, that we may not forget these 
deeds that were wrought and the seeds that were sown and ask God. not only to 
bless him but that which has been placed under his leadership in good soil that 
it may bring forth much fruit in the salvation of souls in the years to come, and 
bring added blessings to the home and household of this great leader of ithe Church. 


The recommendations of the President of Synod: 


Your President recommends the following program for the balance of 1952 and 
the year of 1953, based upon the theme: 


“A RESPONSIBLE CHURCH.” 


I. It is the Responsibility of the Church to teach that which Christ committed 
unto her, 

It is the suggestion of the President of Synod that a vigorous program of Chris- 
tian Catechetics be launched under the general program of the Synodical Committee 
on Faith and Life, and similar local committees to be set up in every congregation 
of Synod. 


II. It is the Responsibility of the Church to assist each member to understand, 
appreciate and be motivated in the extending of the Kingdom throughout the world. 

Since the auxiliaries of Synod are primarily Synodical organizations and since 
the Synod of California has a very active and consecrated auxiliary of women 
banded together in the Women’s Missionary Society, it is recommended that the 
Synod of California request the Synodical Conferences and local Missionary Societies 
to accept the special responsibility for this period of a Synodical-wide program of 
Education in World Missions and that Synod encourage every woman connected 
with every congregation to become an active member of a Missionary Society. 


Ill. It is the Responsibility of the Church to plant the Church in new fields. 

The Synod of California has engaged, for the past decade, in a vigorous program 
of Home Missions. It is nothing new for your President to suggest a continuance 
of this, but the purpose of this particular recommendation is to broaden the base of 
the understanding, interest, and activity. He suggests that it be made a subject of 
study and action at every Church Council meeting; a member of each Church 
Council of each congregation be designated as the Secretary of Missions, with the 
responsibility to transmit to the Church Council monthly the information which shall 
be forwarded by the Synodical office and that the Church Council as a whole decide 
the action that shall be taken, to transmit the same information or take such action 
as may be required by the congregation. 

IV. It is the Responsibility of the Church to evangelize. 


The continuing program of every congregation always is one of Evangelism. 
The purpose of this proposal is to bring to each congregation the benefit of concerted 
actions: 

a. If possible, that a National Lutheran Council-wide Crusade of Evangelism 

be set up. 

b. If the above is impossible or in supplementing the above, that two periods 

of Evangelism be set aside in Synod. 

1. The period December, 1952, be designated as a Synodical Jubilee Month, 
with special emphasis on every member attending every service every 
Sunday during that month; that: 

December 7, be designated for Roll Call Sunday. 

December 14, be designated as Visitors Sunday. 

December 21, be designated as New Members Sunday. 

December 28, be designated as Synodical-wide Communion Sunday. 

That a second period of Evangelism be set aside from the Season of Easter to 
Pentecost for a three-fold program: 

a. An active attendance crusade. 

b. A personal Evangelism effort. 

c. A Reconsecration program.

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REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


It is always difficult at the end of a year to determine with accuracy the be 
"state of the Church” in our California Synod or in any Synod. The true “‘state o 
the Church” is an inner, spiritual condition, which cannot be derived from any sta- 
tistical calculation, but rather must be sensed or felt. This is indeed an er: 
criterion, and depends upon a number of variable factors—the personal bias of Ee 
individuals making the report, the extent of their contact with the pastors of Synod, 
the breadth and depth of their knowledge as to the consecration and attitudes of 
the members of the congregations of Synod, as well as their ability to weigh their 
impressions and to express them accurately. Any report of this nature must be con- 
sidered in view of these conditions. 

Our Synod received a tremendous shock when our President, Dr. James P. Bea- 
som was suddenly stricken with illness. A wave of insecurity and bewilderment 
swept through the hearts of our pastors and people. Our leader, the man upon whom 
rested so much of the responsibility for the integrated working of our Synod, the man 
whose enthusiasm had so often lifted us beyond the barriers of timidity, the man 
whose dynamic personality had continually challenged us to see the greater vision, 
was confined to his bed in serious condition. There was, throughout the Synod, a 
feeling of uncertainty. 

However, as the first impact diminished and as Dr. Beasom improved, there 
was a determination evidenced in our churches, perhaps even stronger than before, 
to march forward and to accomplish those tasks set before us. This has been indeed 
wholesome, proving that as a Synod we are maturing, and that we are not only 
able to glory in triumph but to be strong in tragedy as well. 


At the special convention of Synod held in Berkeley there was expressed a 
real desire to carry through the program for establishing the Pacific Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary on a firm financial basis. No one was unaware that this would be 
a large task and would require the sacrificial effort of all our congregations, yet the 
feeling was that “this must be done!’ Especially did the laymen present indicate 
their progressive spirit. It is a good sign that at times it appears that the lay dele- 
gates are not following, but rather leading, their clerical brethren. The feeling that 
we are just beginning to do the work God has given us to do in this expanding 
territory is indeed a healthful indication. 

The increased Activity of the Faith and Life Committee under the able leadership 
of Pastor Frank Clutz points to the fact that we are becoming more and more con- 
cerned about the inner life of our Synod. Self-examination is good for the soul, and 
that applies to a Synod: as well as to individuals. The constructive criticism and 
the helpful suggestions of this committee point to an awareness on the part of our 
Synod that above all it must be strong on the inside. 

The Report of the Statistician shows that we have grown measurably in num- 
bers and in stewardship. In these gains we should rejoice, and give thanks to God 
for His strength and guidance. The figures tell us that our Sunday Schools are moving 
forward. However, in the matter of communing percentage we notice a slight drop. 
This should be of real concern to all pastors. We dare not be satisfied when less 
than three-fourths of our people are coming to the Lord’s Table during the year. The 
gap between communing membership and confirmed membership should be closing 
rather than widening, and we cannot rest when we know that 7,001 individuals in — 
our Synod failed to receive Holy Communion.

BASIC RULES GOVERNING THE USE OF THE 
DIVISION OF CHURCH EXTENSION OF THE 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA OF THE 
UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA 


It shall be understood that no work shall be performed without the written 
Tequest for the use of the Division by a congregation or a church council at 
which a quorum is present, in which request there shall exist a statement that 
these rules have been read and are understood and that the congregation is 
willing to abide faithfully by them during the period of construction. 


. Should there exist at any time during the period of construction a desire by the 


congregation to be released from this written understanding, it shall be the 
duty of the congregation to give written notice to the President of Synod at 
least two weeks before such shall take effect; a copy of such written notice shall 
be sent to the Director of the Division of Church Extension. 


. The Division agrees to erect the church building, buildings or parsonage, ac- 


cording to plans and specifications. Any deviation from these shall have the 
written approval of: 

1, The Chairman of the Building Committee 

2. The Pastor of the Congregation 

8. The Supervising Architect 

4. The Director of the Division 

5. The President of Synod 


Such apeiten notice must be filed with the President of Synod before the change 
is made. 


. A copy of all correspondence relative to the building or buildings during the 


period of construction must be sent to the President of Synod, as well as the 
Director of the Division.

There shall be set up a Building Escrow account from which payments are to 
be made to the Synod as follows: 
1/6 of the amount set up for construction (including the unforeseen extra 
funds) to be paid upon the breaking of ground; 1/3 of the same fund to be 
paid when the foundations are completed; 1/3 of the same fund to be paid 
when the building or buildings are enclosed; the balance needed to com- 
plete payment when the building is accepted and the congregation is given 
the use of the structure. 
In the computation of costs of construction the following shall be accepted: 
a. For all building or buildings under $50,000 in estimated cost by the Division 
a $500 fee will be charged for the use of the Division plus 10 per cent of the 
actual cost of construction, verified by invoices or labor statements. 
b. For all building or buildings over $50,000 the 10 per cent charge will be made 
as above, but no fee for the use of the Division will be made. 


Should the relationship with the Division terminate before the construction has 
been completed, then there shall be a fee of $500 charged and 10 per cent of 
all costs based on invoices and labor statements. 


It shall be understood that no agreements exist that are not in writing and filed 
in the office of the President of Synod. All verbal agreements, no matter how 
or when made, shall be considered void unless followed by a written agreement 
filed with the President of Synod and approved by him. 
It shall be agreed that no funds may be expended from the Building Escrow 
Account other than those for the construction of the building as directed above 
unless they have the approval in writing of either the President of Synod or 
the Director of the Division and such agreement filed in the office of the Presi- 
dent of Synod. 
It shall be understood that there will be an additional charge of 10 per cent on 
all charges unpaid within two weeks of notice given to the congregation that 
payment is due, unless there is a written release for such payment given by 
the President of Synod. 
Synod agrees to cooperate with the congregation to make such savings as may 
be possible by the use of gifts, donated labor, special discounts, etc., as long as 
these are in conformity with the plans and specifications or may be in accord 
with such agreements as listed in Rule No. 3. 
Synod agrees to fulfill its part by the erection of a building according to plans 
and specifications or covered by agreements of Rule No. 3 within the funds 
set aside for construction in the building escrow, including the funds for the 
unforeseen extras, or covered with funds found in the agreement on Rule No. 3, 
upon the understanding that these funds are at least sufficient to cover the esti- 
mate made by the Division. 
It shall further be understood that Synod will make such repairs as may be 
necessary, due to faulty material or workmanship, providing such items are 
listed and sent to the President of Synod, with a copy to the Director of the 
Division, within sixty days after the buildings have been accepted by the 
congregation. 
A formal letter of acceptance of the building or buildings must be sent to the 
President of Synod prior to the use of the building or buildings by the congrega- 
tion, unless covered by a further written agreement with the President of Synod.

Director was called and an office established. 

It is the recommendation of the Finance Committee that every pastor and 
congregation give the Seminary Appeal an opportunity to present itself and the full 
program to every member. : 

Your Finance Committee asks your careful and serious study of the final results 
of receipts and expenditures as shown elsewhere in this bulletin, for the year of 1951. 
While there is much to be thankful for there still remains the continued needs of 
Synod particularly as it pertains to the Mission program. 

This committee urges all pastors and lay leaders to keep before their people 
the benevolence program in order that they might understand more fully its true 
meaning. Properly understood this report is not merely dollars and buildings but 
means the carrying out of God’s Command to build His Church.

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S FELLOWSHIP OF THE 
CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME 


The Women’s Fellowship is entering its fifth year of service for the California 
Lutheran Home. As we look back upon a year of wonderful progress and attainment, 
we gratefully acknowledge the blessings and guidance of our Lord and Saviour in 
all our efforts. 

The membership of our Chapters, Los Angeles, Bay Area, San Diego, Valley and 
Fresno now total over one thousand. All chapters work under a unified program, 
that of bringing spiritual and material aid to our needy aged, and to render helpful 
service to the California Lutheran Home. The Synodical Director correlates the work 
of the Chapters and promotes its extension. The congregational Key Women exercise 
«m active and important part in promoting the work in all the congregations of Synod. 
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Mrs. Carsten N. Alm, Los Angeles, was appointed to the office of Synodical 
Memorial Chairman and will supervise the department of memorials for the entire 
seeds eee made in the building of the new Infirmary was the greatest event 
of the year. The cornerstone was laid on October 7th, presided over by The Rev. 
Edward N. Spirer, D.D., who also brought the message. All chapters participated in 
a special Christmas gift ingathering for the completion of the building and furnish- 
ings. To this Infirmary Fund project the Chapters have made a total contribution to 
date of $3,336.31 with a goal to have it dedicated debt free.» 

A Thanksgiving ingathering of canned foods was again promoted this year, and 
approximately 2,600 cans and packages of food were received. 

The Los Angeles Chapier continues to maintain a $500.00 emergency fund and 
has increased its maintenance contribution to the Home from $100.00 to $150.00 
per month. 

Many new names have been recorded in our Memorial Book of Remembrance 
at the Home. The total received from Memorials of all Chapters this year was 
$1,342.35. This has been given to the Maintenance Fund for the Home. Many other 
gifts for the Home have been received and are gratefully acknowledged. 

This year the ‘Sunset Herald” was established as the official organ of the Home. 
To Mrs. Charles Izenour, Editor, the Fellowship acknowledges a grateful and heart- 
felt thanks. 

Several hundred people enjoyed a memorial Open House and Spring Festival of 
Song at the Home on May 30th. The Rev. Orval Awerkamp led a ‘Singspiration.” — 
Chaplain, the Rev. Wm. Blough, brought the Memorial message for the day. 

Many societies and organizations held their meetings at the Home during the 
year. The Los Angeles Fellowship through its fine Promotional Chairman, Mrs. J. P. — 
Beasom, encourages societies and organizations to hold their meetings at the Home 
for the pleasure of the guests. They are urged also to remember the guests on holi- 
days with special favors and treats. 

The Los Angeles Chapter held its annual membership luncheon on February 22 
at Salem Lutheran Church, Glendale, with 289 present. The Valley Chapter held its 
annual membership luncheon on January 22 at Trinity Lutheran Church, Riverside 
with a fine attendance. Bay Area had its annual membership meeting on March 9 
at St. Matthew's Church, San Francisco with 200 present. San Diego has set its 
annual meeting date for June 26. 

I have had the joy and pleasure of attending all these meetings and have wit 
nessed the spirit of interest and love in furthering His Kingdom, in this particular 
field. I am humbly grateful that I have been permitted to serve the Lord in this 
capacity. 

May God continue to bless the work of the Women’s Fellowship.

During 1951 The Lutheran Synodical Plan was in effect during the three month 
period of October, November, and December. During this time the yearly subscription 
rate was reduced from $3.50 a year to $2.00, To qualify for this $2.00 rate a parish 
needed to submit a minimum of ten subscriptions on its original order. 
ee The last report received, dated January 15, 1952, shows 54 congregations par- 
ticipating with a total of 2148 subscriptions received. This represents thus far an ~ 
increase of more than 40 per cent over the previous year when 38 congregations — 
participated and 1523 subscriptions were received, Final reports will, therefore, show 
S ca 16 new congregations participating with at least 625 new subscriptions 

eceived. 


Seven churches reported 100 per cent. This means that every family in these 
churches is now receiving The Lutheran.

REPORT OF HAWAII PASTORS’ COMMITTEE 


At the suggestion of the president of synod, the Hawaii Pastors’ Committee was 
formed in April, 1950. Composed of the four pastors serving in the Islands and Dr. 
Arthur Hormann, pastor emeritus, the purpose of the committee, because of the 
isolated situation of Hawaii, has been four-fold: a. to supply synod with accurate 
information and data concerning the work in Hawaii; b. to correlate, integrate, and 
implement the projects of the Synod and the ULCA among the Island churches; 
=, to foster and develop a church-wide outlook among the existing congregations; 
J. to seek and develop new avenues and areas of furthering the Kingdom of God 
=mong the countless unchurched peoples of varied ethnic groups in Hawaii. 

During 1951 the Committee held six meetings, one of which was a three day 
conference with Dr. Beasom, This was held at Lihue on the Island of Kauai, the 
te of the first Lutheran Church in Hawaii. For your information, the following is a 
=-ief resume of some of the Committee’s major accomplishments during the year 
ast: 
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1. A very successful 10 day Bible camp was conducted at Kokee, Kauai, under 
the direction of Pastor Allport. This first attempt at an island-wide Lutheran 
camp was attended by 88 campers and was so well received that plans 
have already been completed for a 2 week camp for 150 campers. With a 
grant of $100 from Synod, contributions from members and organizations of 
the local congregations, gifts of food and other supplies, and the coopera- 
tion of a staff of volunteers, the total cost of the camp was held to $1517.73. 
A deficit of $62 was underwritten by the Committee. ; 

2. A joint Reformation service was held in Honolulu. Pastor Swanson, who 
arrived in June to assume leadership of the mission congregation in Kaimuki, 
was the speaker. 

. 83. The committee surveyed the Halawa Heights area of suburban Honolulu and 
plans are now nearing completion for the opening of a Sunday School there 
which will operate as a branch of the work at Pearl Harbor. 

4, During the Christmas holidays a young peoples conference and Bible camp 
reunion was held in Honolulu. Out of this first island-wide meeting of 
Lutheran young people came the organization of a Luther League conference. 


5. Several church leaders and missionaries stopping over en route to and from ~ 


the Orient were entertained while here. They include Dr. Franklin C. Fry, 
Dr. Paul White, secretary of the N. Y. Synod. 
At the first meeting of 1952 the committee made detailed plans and arrangements 


of the Bible camp, made tentative plans for further survey of potential fields of © 


branch Sunday schools, discussed the possibility of developing a “circuit rider” 
ministry to care for Lutherans on the outer islands, investigating the possibility of 
joint meetings and conferences of young people, women of the church, and church 


councils. 

The final disposition of these planned joint activities will depend largely upon 
the meeting of a tentative budget. Therefore we ask the executive committee to give 
earnest consideration to this report and the tentative budget appended hereto.

For the information of Synod, the Executive Committee brings to the attention of 
Convention the fact that there will be received at this Convention the largest number 
of new congregations in the history of our sixty-one years of service on this territory. 

There will be received, at this time, eight congregations as listed in the report, 
which brings the total of membership in organized congregations of Synod to eighty. 

It is likewise of interest to Synod, I am sure, that we recognize there are three 
unorganized congregations: Gloria Dei Lutheran Church, under the organizational 
leadership of The Rev. R. Waldo Hansen at Naples, Calif.; Shepherd-of-the-Hills Lu- 
theran Church in Berkeley, Calif., under the leadership of Seminarian John Steinhaus; 
as well as the Trailer Ministry which we are carrying under the name of Mt. Olive 
Parish of Sutter Creek, in the Mother Lode country under the leadership of The Rev. 
Charles J. Clark. Besides these unorganized congregations, we have a preaching 
mission at Ajo, Ariz., where The Rev. George Spindt has been serving; and the 
Sunday School and mission at Little Shasta where The Rev. Kenneth Linton has been 
serving. If we add all of these fields together, we will note there are at the present 
time, eighty-five organized and unorganized congregations and services being 
tendered by our Synod at this time. These do not take into account the number of 
additional fields being served in Sunday Schools and preaching points on the Island 
of Kauai, under the pastoral leadership of The Rev. Thomas Allport. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. It is the recommendation of the Executive Committee that The Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California discontinue its support of and relations with the Central 
Lutheran Theological Seminary as a supporting Synod. That this Synod express to the 
faculty, board and student body of Central Lutheran Theological Seminary the grati- 
tude of this Synod for all that Central Seminary has done during the years we have 
been associated with this institution and for the pastors who have been educated 
at Central and Western Seminaries for the work of the Church in the West. 

Be it further recommended that we ask the Resolutions Committee to bring in 
proper resolutions to be sent to Central Seminary regarding the above in explana- 
tion as we take up our new relationship with the Pacific Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary at Berkeley, Calif. 

2. It is recommended that the officers of Synod be the trustees of Synod. 

3. In conformity with the action of the Sixtieth Annual Convention of The Evan- 
gelica]l Lutheran Synod of California, the Executive Committee has, upon recom- 
mendation of the Examining Committee, taken action for the reception of The Rev. 
Ragner Kjeldahl, $.T.M. and transfer from the Ministerium of Pennsylvania. 

4. That the Executive Committee of Synod be granted the power to authorize the 
President of Synod to ordain Seminary graduates ad interim when they have been 
approved by the Examining Committee of Synod and have received a call. 

5. Because the constantly rising cost of living has made the pension to be realized 
under the present pension system inadequate, we recommend that the Executive 
Committee be instructed to approach congregations being served: by pastors of the 
Synod now enrolled in the Contributory Pension Plan and recommend that the congre- 
gations seriously consider increasing their contribution to the Pension Plan to 8 per 
cent and that they further recommend to the pastors that they reconsider the matter 
of increasing their own contribution to the plan. 

6. It is the recommendation of the Executive Committee to this Convention of 
Synod, that travel allowances be given to the delegates coming from a distance who 
use the railroads as stipulated in the Constitution; those who come by car to be 
semunerated at the rate of seven cents per mile; those who come by airplane to be 
-emunerated at the lowest scheduled air rate between the point of origin and 


destination. 
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7. It is recommended that the 1953 Synodical Budget be prepared by the Execu- 
tive Committee for presentation to the Fall Conferences and for final approval at the 
January Convention of 1953 and that Apportionment be based upon this mete 
January 1, 1953, and that the congregation be apportioned on this budget as o 
January 1, 1953. 

The motion was made that the report be adopted. The motion was seconded. The 
motion prevailed that the recommendations in the report be considered seriatim. 

Items 1, 2 and 3 were adopted. PaO. 

Item 4 was referred back to the Executive Committee for clarification and resub-

1, The Rev. Oak W. Ebright, member of the Pacific Synod, and newly elected 
Executive Director of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged. 

2. The Rev. Franklin H. Schott, member of the Pittsburgh Synod, recently 
assigned as Board Missionary to the East Phoenix, Ariz. field. 

MOTION PREVAILED that Pastors Oak W. Ebright and Franklin H. Schott be 
recommended to the Ministerium for acceptance into Synod upon signing the Con- 
stitution of Synod. 

MOTION PREVAILED that since Pastors Oscar D. Kleinbergs had signed docu- 
mentary proofs of their ordination and clerical memberships, they be accepted as 
members of Synod upon signing of the Constitution. 

MOTION PREVAILED that upon approval of the Examining Committee, the 


Executive Committee be given power to ordain Seminarians who have been called to 
congregations or mission fields on this territory.

mended them for their continuous record of 100 per cent benevolence paid to the 
United Lutheran Church in America. He spoke further on the work of the United 
Lutheran Church comparing it to the body of Christ; the mind of Christ represented 
by the work of the Boards of Publication and Education; the voice of Christ repre- 
sented by the Boards of Evangelism and Social Missions; the hand of Christ repre- 
sented by the Board of Pensions and the Boards of mercy such as the Diaconate; and 
the feet of Christ represented by the Boards of American Missions and Foreign 
Missions. All these are fed by the heart of Christ expressed in our giving and prayers. 


The Report of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged was adopted. 


REPORT ON THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


Five years ago, the keys to the property and buildings of what is now the 
California Lutheran Home for the Aged were turned over to the Board of Directors 
of the Home by Dominic Jebbia, who had sold the property and made it available 
to The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California for a sum of $75,000. The simple 
ceremony of the turning over of the keys followed many months of prayerful struggle 
to obtain the necessary funds and leadership to make possible the development of a 
Home for the Aged under the direction of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Cali- 
fornia. 


There were many who came to the aid and assistance of the leaders of Synod 
at that time, one of whom was Mr. J. Hartley Taylor, who gave us a loan of $25,000, 
for which the Synod of California gave a First Deed of Trust and Note for five years at 
4 per cent interest. The close of 1951 brought that First Deed of Trust on the property 
and its Note due and payable. Your Board is happy to report that the whole amount 
of the loan has now been paid and the property is clear of any mortgage indebted- 
ness. Your Board is grateful to Mr. J. Hartley Taylor for making possible the loan and 
to the host of friends and donors who have carried on so faithfully through the inter- 
vening difficult days and months. 


The Board of Directors closes the year of 1951 with many accomplishments and 
with all bills paid and the Home in a strong financial position considering its short 
life of five years. 


After the property became the possession of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California, extensive repairs were necessary to meet not only the needs of the 
development of the Home but likewise all the governmental agencies that have the 
care and protections of Homes for the Aged in Alhambra, County of Los Angeles, 
the State of California, and the Federal Government of the United States. There were 
many inspectors and inspections but the Home finally passed all of these and was 
open for guests and their care in the Fall of 1946. 


During its first year of existence as a Home for the Aged, a serious fire broke 
out in the main building which might have caused a real tragedy except for the 
valiant service rendered by the Fire Department of Alhambra and the staff of the 
Home. During the days of repair, many of the guests and staff members remained at 
the Home and finally the buildings were repaired and put in exceedingly fine con- 
‘dition, much better than they were originally. They were re-dedicated and opened 
for the real service of the Church. All of the requirements for fire prevention were 
taken as directed and additional protections were brought into existence during the 
time of these repairs. 

Since that time, three cottages have been erected upon the property of the 
Home and the new infirmary, which will be dedicated in the Spring of 1952, was 
started and will be turned over to the Corporation of The Home as it appears at this 
time, free of debt when dedicated. 

For much of the repair and development of the material facilities of the Cali- 
fornia Lutheran Home as well as the prayerful guidance, Synod and the Corporation 
>f the Home is indebted to The Rev. Edward N. Spirer,.D.D., Director of the Division 
of Church Extension of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, along with a 
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host of willing pastors and consecrated laymen, who served the Church with their 
many talents to bring about the fine institution we now have, with assets reaching 
close to $175,000. 

The Board for the Home for the Aged has taken an advance step for the future 
development of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged by calling The Rev. O. W. 
Ebright, D.D., formerly Superintendent of the Tabitha Home of Lincoln, Nebr., to 
become the ‘Executive Director of the Home in the Spring of 1952. Announcement will 
be made of his installation at the meeting of Synod. We are grateful to Almighty 
God for leading us to this able and consecrated paster and Home for the Aged 
executive. We pray God may grant His Holy Spirit to guide him and bring the 
whole of Synod and the host of friends of the Home into a new and determined 
unity to serve in this ministry of mercy with Christian love and fervor. 

The Board of Directors of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged wishes to 
express its appreciation to Mrs. Genevieve Lyon and her staff, who have served 
during the year so faithfully and have given so much of themselves to make possible 
the operation of our Home. In honor to each of these, we list their names here: Emma 
Boell, Mary Evans, George Garland, Dorothy Gustin, Marjorie Malone, Hazel Ballou, 
Edith Gunnerud. 

The Staff for the Home along with the Board of Directors have cared for 28 
guests during 1951.

May the Comforter come to her dear ones and the guests and staff at 
the Home in the loss of this dear one, with the knowledge she is now among the 
aints in the Church Triumphant, through Jesus Christ, our Lord and Saviour. 

During the year 1951 Our Saviour’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Alhambra 
made overtures to the Board of the Home for a portion of the property of the Cali- 
fornia Lutheran Home for the erection of a chapel. These overtures were finally con- 
cluded and there has now been erected on the lower portion of the property a beauti- 
ful chapel, where a number of the guests worship regularly and are members of 
the congregation. We are happy to have had this cooperative part with Our Saviour’s 
Church, its pastor, The Rev. Walter Stuhr, and its members. We pray that the years 
that are ahead will see the relationship between the Home and Our Saviour’s grow 
and much good abound to the blessings of those whom God has placed in our care 
and to the honor and glory of His most Holy Name. 

It must be borne in mind that regular services are held each Lord’s Day after- 
noon at the Home for the Aged under the direction of the staff for the Home by 
various pastors in the Los Angeles area. To each of these who have had a part and 
for all the congregations who have assisted as well as for all of those who have 
made possible another year of service, the Board expresses its sincere appreciation. 

There are many activities at the Home for the Aged but none of them are as 
strong as that which abounds in the Society of the Home of the Women’s Missionary 
Society, which is a member of the Synodical Women's Missionary Society. This 
Society has been extremely active and has given much, both to the Home and the 
Church at large through the Society's activities.

The cash received and disbursed during the year was traced to the bank state- 
ments and the amounts reported by the bank were reconciled with the amounts 
shown in the balance sheets. 

Notes and accounts receivable were inspected and verified as to amounts. 
Notes and loans payable have been verified and are current as to terms of repay- 
ment. 

The notes payable in the sum of $54,899.06 includes a loan from the Lutheran 
Church of Honolulu for $50,000.00. Synod is grateful to these grand people in Hawaii 
for this loan. Church Extension Division has been using $10,000.00 of this loan to 
increase its Working Capital for construction of Mission Buildings. The balance is 
being used in the extra Working Capital needed in the interim financing of Synodical 


Mission Development.

SYNODICAL MISSIONS 


Synod continued its Mission program all through the year similar to previous 
years. Monies are borrowed from banks, the Board of American Missions and other 
sources to provide capital for financing. Rent allowances and gifts are received to 
meet loan payments, pay taxes, interest, insurance and other mission assistance. 
When income from such sources is not sufficient, the balance is taken from the 
Home Mission Budget. The Budget for 1951 was $10,000.00. A statement of the dis- 
bursements against this budget is shown on page 31. The unused portion in the 
sum of $2,769.46 was transferred from this Budget to a reserve designated as the 
Home Mission Reserve. In addition $350.00 was transferred from a special mission 
reserve received in 195]. 


CAMP YOLIJWA 


The statement of the Camp Operations shows a net increase of $1,254.21 for the 
year. We assisted Pastor Foerster and the Camp Committee in the purchase of a 
new Camp Site near Yucaipa, a short distance from Redlands, Calif. We cooperated 
with the Camp Committee and legal counsel in the incorporation of a California 
Corporation for the Camp and on December 12, 1951 a charter was granted in the 


name ‘Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California.’ 
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CHURCH EXTENSION DIVISION 


Construction work continued through the year as it has in the past four years. 
This Division supervises, assists and cooperates with the congregation in the con- 


struction of the Church buildings. 


All costs of the construction are paid from this office, statements are submitted 
for which it receives a 10 per cent of actual cost fee. This income is used to pay 
all expenses of the Church Extension Division. The statement of Construction Costs 
shows the jobs handled and the jobs in process of construction at the end of the 
year. Of the jobs handled, two were for the Augustana Synod—Sunset Lutheran in 


San Francisco and St. John’s Lutheran in Norwalk.

While Midland’s enrollment followed the general trend among colleges and 
universities of the country being somewhat lower this year than last, the drop was 
considerably below the national average of about 11 per cent. Midland’s total en- 
rollment for the first semester of this year was 373 as compared with 390 a year 
ago. Evaluated in terms of full-time students the decline amounts to less than 6 
per cent. The reason for the decline is the smaller number of high school graduating 
seniors, the sharp drop in G. I. enrollment, and particularly the draft and military 
enlistments.

REPORT OF THE FAITH AND LIFE COMMITTEE 


The committee on Faith and Life reports two meetings held simultaneously with 
the Executive Committee of the Synod in Los Angeles and a meeting at the Pacific 
Seminary on October 3, 1951, following the special convention of Synod. 

At the first meeting, the Rev. E. Dale Click was chosen secretary for the com- 
mittee. An extended and earnest discussion centered on the various areas of the 
life of the church which would be the concern of this committee. 

A preliminary report was given the Executive Committee, indicating that the 
immediate consideration would be in Evangelism, Stewardship and Education. The 
committee presented this Introductory section in its report, setting forth the general 
approach to its responsibilities: 

1, From the 1948 convention of the U.L.C.A. recorded in the 1950 minutes, page 
514, “The report and recommendations indicate (the) conviction that significant and 
permanent advancement in attendance, education, stewardship, evangelism, social 
action, etc., can be hoped for as the Church succeeds in invigorating the inner faith 
and life of its members. The entire plan is ‘person-concerned’." 

2. The Basic Recommendation of the U.L.C.A. in convention 1951, page 602, 
‘That the United Lutheran Church in America intensify its emphasis upon the cultiva- 
tion of the faith and life of the local congregation.” 

3. The basic doctrine of our Lutheran Church is that the Word of God is the 
sole source and power of faith and life, and it is the chief concern of your committee 
that this Word motivate the total Christian experience of the Synod, the local con- 
gregation, and the individual member. 

4. In view of the above, your Committee desires to make an honest analysis 
of the spiritual status of Synod, and in the light of these findings we propose to 
recommend certain specific, immediate, and long-range steps. 

5. At the present time we limit ourselves to preliminary considerations in tke 
fields of: 1) Evangelism; 2) Stewardship; 3) Education. 

The Executive Committee gave careful study to the report and advised your 
committee to approach the entire work with the idea of making definite contribu- 
tions in any category of church life. Recommendations will be assigned, after their 
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approval, to specific synodical committees for implementation. The committee was 
asked to continue its work along the lines proposed and several additional needs 
were indicated. 

At the special meeting of the Synod at Berkeley, October 1, 1951, the committee 
submitted the following recommendations, which were adopted:

That each congregation strive to deepen the devotional life of its members by: 


A. Placing in each home a daily devotional booklet. 

B. Demonstrating before the congregation the Family Altar. 

C. Providing each member with a copy of the pocketsized picture of our 
Lord Jesus Christ “I am with you alway.” 

D. Arranging for weekly Bible study and prayer. 

That all pastors of Synod be asked to preach a series of four sermons on the 

Sundays of January, 1952, on the theme, “Steps On Redemption’s Road.” 


January 6, "Our Condition of Need” (Alienation) 

January 13, Our Birth of the Spirit'’ (Regeneration) 
January 20, “Our Salvation by Faith’ (Justification) 
January 27, Our Growth in Grace” (Sanctification) 


That rallies of Senior Confirmation Classes be conducted between Easter and 
Pentecost in the following geographical areas of Synod: Phoenix, Los Angeles, 
Oakland, Hawaii, and that the Conference presidents be responsible for 
making the necessary arrangements. 


On January 17, 1952, the committee presented to the Executive Committee a report 
including a summary of the responses to the “Questions For Study” circulated among 
the pastors of Synod. Agreement was general on the following:

REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP TRAINING 
CORPORATION OF THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 
OF CALIFORNIA 


The year 1951 will go down in the history of the California Synod as one which 
marks great strides in the educational program of our Church, and Camp Yolijwa 
is proud to have been able to share in this progress. Because of the splendid coopera- 
tion of Pastors and people in our Synod, this year was by far the most successful 
to date in our program of summer camping for our Lutheran young people. It was 
also a milestone for us as a Synod, for we were fortunate in having the services of 
our first full-time Camp Director in the person of the Rev. John D. Foerster, S.T.M. 
His experience, enthusiasm and capabilities as a director of Youth Leadership 
Camping were major factors in the progress achieved. 

The camping period for 1951 consisted of six weeks of camping and a total 
registration of 327 campers. An excellent corps of faculty members and counsellors, 
plus a permanent staff, served faithfully and most cooperatively. 

During the year the following objectives were realized: 

(1) The Synodical Committee on Camping incorporated under the laws of the State 
of California, as, "The Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of California.”” 

The following statement of purpose was adopted: The purpose of the Lutheran 

Leadership Training Corporation of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 

shall be to establish and maintain a camp or camps on the territory of the 

Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California for the purpose of discovering leader- 

ship, training leadership, and linking that leadership to the Church by a 

program of religious education, recreation, and counseling of young people 

and adults; and to promote and establish training sessions in or through the 
churches of Synod for the purpose of augmenting Leadership Training. 

(2) Property has been purchased or optioned for a new camp site at Oak Glen, 
Calif. This proposed new site will cover an area of approximately twenty-six 
and one-half acres, at an elevation of 5000 feet. Plans call for the opening of 
the new site in 1953 if at all possible. 

(3) Initial plans have been laid for the Special Synodical Appeal in behalf of 
Youth Camping for 1953-54. 

(4) Overall plans for the development of the new camp site have been started and 
are currently in the preliminary stages. ; 

(5) eee study is being given to Synodical Camping needs on a geographical 

sis. This is especially necessary in view of the tremendous spread of our 

Synodical territory. 

(6) Plans have been made for the 1952 camping season which will make it the

The motion prevailed that the report be adopted with the substitution of the 
name of the Rev. H. Paul Romeis for the name of the Rev. R. Bertram Reed as a 
member of the committee. 

The Rev. Quentin Garman presented Lt.-Comdr. George Brosius, Chaplain in 
the U.S.N. 

Chaplain Max Gilmer appealed to the Convention concerning the desperate 
need for Lutheran Chaplains in the Armed Services to care for the spiritual life of 
our young men in the services. 

The Convention was recessed and was followed by meetings of the Northern 
and Southern Conferences. 

The Rev. Luther Weibel of Trenton, New Jersey, a member of the Pennsylvania 
Ministerium, was introduced and welcomed to the Convention. 

Dr. Paul Empie, Executive Director of the National Lutheran Council, was intro- 
duced to the Convention and spoke on the magnificent work which the Lutheran 
World Action is doing throughout the whole world. 

The Rev. Carl V. Tambert presented the Report of the Board of Directors of the 
Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


RETROSPECT—When six representatives of the California and Pacific Synods met 
in Eugene, Ore., as appointed commissioners to study the matter of Theological 
Education on the West Coast, it is doubtful if they realized just what might materialize 
from their work. Certainly they never realized all the problems that would enter — 
into the development of the institution which has now become established. The first 
meeting was held on September 1, 1948. Within three months from this day, both 
Synods had agreed to cooperate in the development of a Seminary to be known as 
Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary to be located at Berkeley, Calif. At the 1949 
conventions of both Synods, a constitution for the Seminary was approved, and 
members were elected to the Board of Directors. On May 31, 1949, the Board held 
its first official meeting in Berkeley, at which time it adopted the Constitution pre- 
viously approved by the cooperating Synods. Actual incorporation of the Seminary 


took place May 18, 1950, and the Articles of Incorporation were filed with the Sec- 
retary of the State of California on August 23, 1950. 
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PROPERTY—From the time of its first official meeting, the Board began to look 
for suitable property. Many fine properties were investigated, among them the 
Williams College property, which seemed most desirable. After a long series of 
fruitless negotiations with the owners of this property, God opened a real door of 
opportunity which resulted in the purchase of two adjoining properties “high atop 
the Berkeley Hills.’ These properties consist of two large seventeen-room houses, 
with approximately seven and one-half acres of land. Total price paid was $144,500. 
Purchase of the first property known as the Clark home took place on June 21, 1951. 
The deal for the second property known as the Dobbins home was consummated 
on September 7, 1951. Present indebtedness on both homes is $59,000. Both homes 
can be used for the present with little or no alteration. However, the Board recently 
employed an architectural firm to prepare a master plan of the whole property taking 
into consideration the best use of present buildings and location of possible addi- 
tional buildings, such as a dormitory for single men, a combination chapel-library 
building, also outdoor recreational facilities for students. 


IMPROVEMENTS—Both homes have been completely redecorated, exterior and 
interior, at a total cost of $8,575.00. Some furnishings have been purchased for the 
President's suite. Electric stoves and refrigerators have been placed in both homes. 
To accommodate the many conferences and group meetings held at the Seminary, it 
was necessary to purchase steel folding chairs and some tables. Tables and desks 
for class room purposes are now being purchased. Beds and bedding will be pur- 
chased for dormitory rooms. A Consonatta Electric Organ costing $2,169.00 was 
placed in the large reception room in Dobbins Hall, which room will be used for 
chapel purposes for the present. 


INTERIM DIRECTOR—Because of the need of having someone on the property, 
as well as to have someone care for the needs of the institution and to supervise 
a program of activity looking toward the opening of the Seminary this Fall, the 
Board of Directors called The Rev. Mark A. Getzendaner, D.D., to serve as Interim 
Director. Dr. Getzendaner has played a very important part in current developments. 
He and his good wife have been very gracious hosts to the many people who have 
visited the grounds and to groups which have used the buildings for conference 
meetings. 


DEDICATION—Official dedication of the Seminary property took place on January 
27, 1951, at 3:00 p.m., with proper services conducted by the officers of the Board. 
The Service of Dedication was held in Dobbins Hall. The Rev. Gould Wickey, Ph.D., 
Executive Secretary of The Board of Education of The United Lutheran Church in 
America, a man to whom the Board owes a great debt, was the guest speaker. His 
subject was ‘Lutheran Theological Education on the West Coast.” 

A second service of jubilation was held on the same date at 8:00 p.m. in the 
First Congregational Church, Berkeley, with pastors of the California and Pacific 
Synods participating. The Rev. Paul H. Roth, D.D., President Emeritus, Northwestern 
Seminary, Minneapolis, Minn., guest speaker, had as his topic, “The Church’s Glorious 
Teaching Tradition.’’ At this service, combined Lutheran choirs of the Bay Area, under 
the direction of Mr. Howard Harrisville, presented special music. The organist for 
both services was Mr. Hugh_ Brown, organist of St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, 
Berkeley, Calif. Greetings were read from Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President of the 

LCA, and from The Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., President of the California 
Synod. Personal greetings were given by The Rev. L. H. Steinhoff, D.D., President of 
the Pacific Synod; Dr. Gould Wickey in behalf of The Board of Education of the 
ULCA; Mr. Alvin Randall, lay representative of the Seminary Board; and by The 
Rev. Laurance Cross, Mayor of the City of Berkeley. It is estimated that a total of 
fifteen hundred persons from seven states and Canada attended the Dedication Day 
services. It should be noted that among this number were many pastors, pastors’ 
wives, and lay representatives from the Pacific Synod, who were in the city to hold 
a pre-Lenten retreat on the Seminary grounds. 

Two special gifts were received by the Board on Dedication Day. The first was a 
gift of $300 from the student body of Northwestern Seminary for the Library Fund. 
The second gift was a copy of a sketch of Martin Luther by Louis Cranach sent 
from the Kirchliche Hochschule in Berlin, the only Lutheran theological seminary 
behind the Red Curtain in Germany. 


FACULTY—The Rev. Charles B. Foelsch, Ph.D., pastor of Holy Trinity Church, 
New York City, and former President of Chicago Lutheran Seminary, has accepted 
the call of the Board of Directors to become the President of the Seminary. Calls 
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have been extended to professors for the chairs of Church History and Biblical 
Theology, but acceptances have not been received at the time of preparation of this 
report. Induction of the President and Installation of the Faculty will take place on 
October 17, 1952, with Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President of the ULCA, as guest 
speaker. Other prominent church leaders will participate in the service. 


STUDENTS—At the time of the preparation of this report, nineteen students have 
filed applications for entrance this Fall. Twenty-two other persons have requested 
application forms or information as to courses to be given. Registration of students 
has been set for September 11-12, with classes to begin on September 15. 


WOMEN'S AUXILIARY—On January 29, 1952, the Board of Directors approved 
the constitution of a proposed women’s auxiliary, and authorized the development 
of said organization. The permanent organization of this body took place on March 
26, at the Seminary with Dr. James P. Beasom as guest speaker. The purpose of the 
organization is to solicit the support of the women of the church through the medium 
of organized chapters in the various congregations on the territory. 


FINANCIAL—Both the California and Pacific Synods now contribute $1.25 per 
Communing Member toward the operating expense of the Seminary. The Board of 
Education of the ULCA made a grant of $7,500.00 for the years of 1952-53. The 
Seminary received $32,000.00 from the Special Aid Fund of CHEY, and to date has 
received seven distributions of CHEY funds amounting to $60,178.00. The California 
Synod is now in the process of raising $250,000.00 for the Seminary. The Synodical 
Board of the Pacific Synod has approved a special campaign for additional funds 
for the institution. 


At a recent meeting of the Executive Committee of the Board, a study of the 
current and future financial needs was made. This report will be available by the 
time of the Convention of Synods.

1) Continued use of Synod’s 20 copies of 10 teacher-training filmstrips and 

records. 

2) We are hoping to conduct Vacation Church School Workshops in Synod in 
the Spring. 

3) In the Fall, we shall have the best treatment ever from the Board's field 
representative. His time in Synod will be doubled over previous years and 
his efforts will be designed to go deeper down into our parish education 
life. Time of the project is October 19 - November 17. The man will be 
the Rev. George Ammon, Associate Secretary of the Board in charge of 
Audio-Visual Aids. He will conduct: 

A) 21—8:00 P.M. area meetings (calling together several churches) to present 
the 1952 Board—ULCA emphasis upon the Bible; he will preview four new 
filmstrips on the effective use of the Bible for four age-levels. 

B) 19—12:00 Noon meetings with individual church’s Workers’ Conferences, to 
discuss their problems and needs first-hand. 
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C) 21—6:00 P.M. meetings like the 12:00 Noon meetings above. 
4) During 1952 we shall plan for at least two Leadership Training Schools te 
improve our teachers. 

At the 12 area meetings led by the Rev: Harner Middleswarth last Fall, 56 con-. 
gregations sent 462 laymen and 46 pastors, or an average of 38.5 per meeting. 

Mrs. Edward N. Spirer, Synodical Treasurer of Children of the Church, reports 
that $188.98 was forwarded to Synod in 1951 from the 3 Children of the Church 
groups of St. John’s, Sacramento, North Hollywood, and San Bernardino. 


Your committee recommends highly: 
1. The use of the Parent’s Quarterly and “PTA” emphasis in the Church School. 


2. That every church hold a first-class Vacation Church School during the 
Summer to maintain high interest when things are expected to be at low ebb; that 
churches consider scheduling their VCS for the last weeks of the Summer, when 
there are no other such schools, possibly, and when such a schedule will afford a 
beautiful tie-in with the September Church School “revival.” 

3. That Church Schools supplement any teacher-training program they may have 
with the monthly showing of one of the ten teacher-training filmstrips distributed by 
this committee through Mrs. Epple. 

4. That Church Schools give gift subscriptions to "The Parish School’’ to every 
teacher. 

5. That Church Schools make September a real revival time in church school 
activities, heading it all up on the last Sunday in the month by inducting officers 
and teachers at the church service on that day, and by holding Rally and Promotion 
Day on that Sunday. 

INFORMATION: Since the U.L.C.A. is giving special emphasis to “The Bible in 
Daily Living” in 1952, the P. & C. S. Board is also placing special emphasis on the 
same and will be furnishing a number of resources for the churches: 


a. In January you received a Resource Book, Posters, and tracts. 


b. A 32-minute motion picture, 45 Tioga Street. a motivation picture to help 
people see what intimate fellowship with the Bible offers to those who live 
with the Bible. 

c. Four filmstrips on how to teach the Bible, prepared by the Board of Education — 
of the ULCA, ELC, Augustana Synod, and Missouri Synod. 
1. Teaching the Bible to the Pre-School Child 
2. Teaching the Bible to Children, age 6-11 
3. Teaching the Bible to High School Youth 
4. Teaching the Bible to Adults 


These filmstrips will be available to congregations free through the Synodical 
Committee on Parish Education. 

ENLISTMENT: Statistics for 1950 show an increase in enrollment in every edu-— 
cational agency in the congregation except for Children of the Church. The Sunday 
School enrollment increased from 836,818 in 1949 to 860,761 in 1950. This is by far 
the largest Sunday School enrollment in the history of the ULC, but there is still a_ 
great field for growth by way of the nursery roll, vacation church school, weekday © 
church school, and home department. 

SPECIAL CAMP COURSES: Special camp cources for Juniors, Intermediates, and 
re have. been prepared. All of these will emphasize "The Bible in Daily 

iving. 

THE VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL: Texts for 1952 will be distri

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Dr. Frederick R. Knubel addressed the Convention and discussed important 
business and questions to come before the U.L.C.A. Convention next October. 


Mr. Howard Logan presented the Report of the Committee on Student Work. He 
introduced The Rev. Clyde Grimsvedt, Western Regional L.S.A. Director; The Rev. 
George A. Spindt, in charge of organizing L.S.A. work in Southern Arizona; Miss 
Jean Gringle, L.S.A. Director in Northern California; and The Rev. Oscar Ice, Director 
of L.S.A. work in Southern California, who spoke briefly on the work being done. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


The Committee on Student Work has held no meetings during the year. This is 
not, however, any indication of the progress, interest or developing plans for student 
work on the territory of our Synod. A number of major changes have occurred 
during the year and we note them here for the record. 


First: The Division of Student Service, for the first time established an office for 
the Western Regional Secretary at Berkeley. The Rev. Clyde Grimstvedt, E.L.C., 
accepted the call to this work succeeding Miss Norma Arneson and has his office in 
the new student center at Berkeley. Rev. Grimstvedt travels in the Western states 
giving counsel to Foundations and interpreting the student ministry to congregations. 
Also located at the student center in Berkeley is Miss Jean Gringle, counselor for 
students at the University of California. 


Second: The long needed student center at Berkeley was dedicated this past 
year and provides a building well equipped to provide the ministry to students in 
that area. The building is worth your inspection the next time you visit Berkeley. 
It is unusual in its appointments and functional in design. 


Third: The first International Work Camp held in the U. S. was held on the 
territory of our Synod at Mt. Cross Bible Camp. These work camps have been held 
in Europe before and this year a number of foreign students assembled at Mt. Cross 
to undertake a work project as well as to study the Bible and discuss their religious 
problems. 

Fourth: The Lutheran Student Foundation of Southern California has a new 
Executive Director. Rev. F. J. Schenk resigned to accept a call to home mission work 
for the E.L.C. The Rev. Oscar Ice, A.L.C., formerly of El Cerrito, Calif., is the new 
campus pastor in Southern California. He was installed in November, 1951, with 
the Rev. Carl Tambert preaching the sermon. 


Fifth: There is a growing need for work in other areas of our Synod which must 
be met. The San Diego area, for example, is anxious that some permanent work be 
established there. The number of schools in the area between Los Angeles and Red- 
lands indicates that some permanent arrangements will be needed out there. The 
Lutheran Student Foundation of Southern California is giving attention to placing 
graduate assistants in some of these areas as well as replacing full-time counselors 
with graduate assistants in the Los Angeles area. 


‘Conclusion: It is a rather strange situation in which our Synod finds itself, as 
relates to Student Work. Strange, because Synod has no official representation in this 
work. Our congregations, people, and auxiliaries are making contributions, and part 
of our U.L.C.A. apportionment goes to the Foundations, but the people who serve 
as U.L.C.A. representatives, at least on the Board in Southern California, represent 
no one unless their congregations are members and appoint them as representatives. 
This matter should commend itself to Synod if for no other reason than for the 
stewardship of funds coming from our congregations. It seems to the Chairman of 
this Committee at least, that we should act to make possible official recognition of 
his work, Further, we should also examine what the other Lutheran bodies are 
joing in these areas so far as financial support is concerned and make some attempt 
oO provide an appropriation for this work.

The Committee presents the following resolutions: BE IT RESOLVED, 


1. That the Synod express by rising vote its grateful appreciation to The Rev. 
Albert B. Schwertz and the members of the congregation of First English Lutheran 
Church of Los Angeles for entertaining so graciously this Sixty-first Convention. 


2. That we extend our President, Dr. James P. Beasom, Jr., our profound gratitude 
for his consecrated leadership and vision; that we assure him of our thankful prayers 
that God has supported and comforted him in his illness and of our continuing 
petitions that our Heavenly Father will bestow His mercy on him that he may be 
fully restored to his normal and needed services in the work of the Kingdom.

COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


As we examine the President's Report for 1951, we become immediately aware 
of the fact that in the guidance of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
of the United Lutheran Church in America there has been a constant awareness of 
Christ's living presence and the power of the Living Word In A Responsible Church. 

We thank God for the marvelous and victorious march of the Living Word and 
that our President has never flagged in zeal but has always pointed us toward 
even greater attainments for Christ and His Kingdom. 

In spite of a sudden illness which compelled our President to stop momentarily 
in his arduous life for hospitalization, God has opened a new avenue for restudy 
of the Church’s program during his period of convalescence. We are deeply grateful 
that the Living Word continues to march forward as others step forward to assist 
our President in the molding of a Responsible Church under God. 

In order that every pastor and congregation understands the spirit and emphases 
of the President's Report, we make the following recommendations: 

1. That the President have prepared a statement explaining what Synod actually 
is for each delegate to take home and present as the first item of his report to the 
Church Council and congregation. 

2. That the Faith and Life Committee be instructed to launch a vigorous program 
of Christian Catechetics to carry out the theme of The Living Word In A Responsible 
Church. 
| 8. That in order for A Responsible Church to become an informed Church: 


A. That Synod confer with the Women’s Missionary Society about a special 
period for a Synodical-wide program of education in World Missions. 

B. That we cooperate with the Women’s Missionary Society in a special enlist- 
ment period to encourage every woman in every congregation to become an active 
member of the Missionary Society. 

C. That the Synod express its approval of providing a monthly news bulletin 
for the members of the congregations disseminating information about the missions 
and stewardship. 

D. That the Men’s Brotherhoods be encouraged in providing great mass rallies, 
workshops and summer retreats so that our laymen continue their fine interest in 
the Church. 

4. That each congregation attempt at least two concerted Synodical efforts of 
Evangelism emphases each year and that the Executive Committee make proper 
preparations for the same. 

A. The period of December, 1952, be designated as Synodical Jubilee Month 
vith special emphasis on every member attending every service every Sunday 
¢uring that month. 

B. The period from Easter to Pentecost be set aside with a reconsecration service 
en Easter Sunday stressing soul-winning and every Sunday attendance to Pentecost. 

5. That we continue to deepen the benefits of a dynamic program of Christian 
© ewardship by 
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izi i ibili benevolent funds from our 
A. Recognizing that the first responsibility of our 
congregations should be allocated to meet our 1952 Apportionment goals in full. 


B. Placing upon the hearts and consciences of our people the compassionate call 
of Christ to consider as a privilege our service through Lutheran World Action in 


meeting the needs of the world. Bae eS setae Bes: 

Cao izing Church Councilmen’s Rallies to be held throughout synod auring” 
the Fall of 1982 Gs the Fall of 1953 on a Christian Stewardship Workshop basis 
to give to the congregations the help and methods to meet their own Stewardship 


needs. 


D. Providing subsequent to the Church Councilmen’s Rallies, Congregational 
Rallies to be held in each congregation, in which Christian Stewardship Workshops 
will be set up, based upon the information gathered at the Church Councilmen’s 
Rallies. 


6. That, since for the first time the United Lutheran Church in America will hold 
its Convention on the West Coast in Seattle, Washington, October 8-15, 1952, and in 
order that the full impact of this Convention might be felt in the life of each and 
every one of the congregations on this territory, we instruct the Executive Committee 
to write to each congregational Secretary urging that every congregation make it 
possible for their pastor to attend and provide a portion of his expenses. 


7. That we recognize the tremendous job that is being done for Christ by the 
Division of Church Extension of Synod under the tireless direction of Dr. Edward N. 
Spirer, and special prayers be made in his behalf that God will continue to grant 
him strength for the demands of his ministry. 


8. That, because of the great efforts already made on behalf of the Pacific 
Seminary Appeal, we pledge our congregations to further unswerving loyalty and 
devotion to the gathering of these funds to insure the future of this most vital work. 


9. That, as indicated by our President's Report, the salaries and allowances for 
our pastoral family should continue to be of vital importance to our President, and 
since congregations appreciate his understanding counsel on this matter, we urge 
him to again guide our congregations, preferably in August, September and October, 
before the 1953 budgets are completed. 


10. Recognizing the President's emphases for a Responsible Church that Synod 
instruct the Conferences for their meetings to provide a time for the exchange of ideas 
about effective techniques and methods which are now being successfully used on 
the territory of Synod for the training of laymen in Evangelism, Catechetics, Religious 
Education, Youth Work and Leadership Training. 


Thus, as we bring this report to a close, we are deeply mindful of the devotion 
and sacrifices which our President, the pastors and the lay members of Synod have 
made for our Lord and His Church. We urge that schools of prayer and the power 
of prayer groups be stressed in our congregations, that our lay delegates urge their 
fellow-members to pray regularly for the President of Synod, for others in authority, 
and for their own pastor. That under God this year, our Church may continue to 
become known as a Praying Church and that The Living Word may find an 
atmosphere of prayer encompassing A Responsible Church. 


Our final word is directed to our President that he know the concern, love and 
respect of the whole Church during this convalescent period. So he may know that 
we who are his intimate brothers in Christ have complete confidence in the Great 
Physician to provide the healing, victorious power for him to continue to move 
forward as our President, we recommend: 


A. That the complete confidence of the whole Synod be expressed as we pledge 
our Lord to “hold up his hands” by rising and having a few moments of silent 
prayer, when all may lift their petitions to God to consecrate us anew, President 


and congregations, pastors and laymen, as co-laborers with each other and with 
The Living Word in His Holy work. 


B. That the President of Synod be urged to take numerous or extended vacation 
periods for his complete recovery. 


C. That since our President's trip to the World Convention of the Lutheran Fed- 
eration for 1952 has been cancelled due to his illness, we recommend that the 
President of Synod be instructed to take a summer vacation in Europe for 1953 and 
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that Synod will go on record that it will pay his and Mrs. Beasom’s transportation 
and that the Executive Committee will work out an arrangement whereby the affairs 
_ of the Synod may be taken care of during his absence.

PROCEDURES TO BE FOLLOWED WHEN THERE IS A 
VACANCY IN THE PULPIT OF A CONGREGATION 


1. As soon as a pastor has made a decision to accept a call, subject to the 
acceptance of his resignation from his present pastorate, he shall submit his resigna- 
tion to the Church Council of his congregation. He should follow the same procedure 
should he decide to demit the ministry or retire from the ministry. He should, thus, 
submit his resignation to the Church Council of the congregation he is serving. 

2. The Church Council shall immediately: 

a. Inform the President of Synod of the resignation of the pastor. 

b. Call a congregational meeting for the action upon the resignation submitted 
by the pastor and inform the President of Synod of such a congregational 
meeting. 

3. As soon as a congregation has accepted the resignation of the pastor, the 
Church Council or a Pulpit Committee of the Church Council or a Pulpit Committee 
appointed by the Church Council shall meet as early as possible with the President 
of Synod er someone appointed by the President of Synod for the purpose of receiving 
the advice and counsel of Synod regarding the filling of the pulpit. 

The Pulpit Committee should never recommend to the Church Council and the 
Church Council should never recommend to the congregation the name of any pastor 
to be called without first consulting with the President of Synod or his appointee 
concerning the man’s qualifications for the office. 

5. After the Pulpit Committee of the congregation has come to a definite decision 
fegarding the calling of a pastor, this decision shall be presented to the Church 
Council and the Church Council shall make the recommendation to the congregation 
for action by the congregation. 

6. As soon as the time for the congregational meeting has been set for the calling 
of a pastor, the President of Synod should be notified of the date, time, and place of 
this meeting and he may or may not be present and represented. 

7. The congregation in calling a pastor should vote by ballot. No pastor can be 
ealled to be the pastor of that congregation unless action has been taken by the 
songregation involved. 

{ 8. The congregation may give consideration to and act upon the calling of only 
‘ene individual at a time. 
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9. If the congregation is a mission congregation, either with Salary Aid or w 
a Board loan, or both, then the Church Council should receive the approval of T 
Board of American Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America befc 


submitting the name to the congregation for the call. 


10. A congregation of Synod cannot extend a call to a pastor without first cc 
sulting with the President of Synod or the Executive Committee of Synod concerni 
his qualifications necessary to fulfill the requirements of the constitution of t 


congregation and the constitution of Synod. 


11. If the congregation is a mission congregation on Salary Aid at the time 
the calling of a pastor, four Salary Aid application forms must be filled out @ 
the resolution acted upon. All four forms, after being acted upon and signed, shou 
be returned to the President of Synod. 


12. The regular Call’ form that will be supplied by the President of Synod 
the congregation should be used in the calling of a pastor. In the case of the missi 
congregation, four forms should be filled out. The original should be seni to 1 
pastor called; the second should be kept in the files of the Secretary of the cong! 
gation; the other two copies should be sent to the office of the President of Sync 
In the case of a self-supporting congregation, three copies of the ‘Call should | 
filled out. The original sent to the pastor called; the second kept in the files of tl 
Secretary of the congregation; the third sent to the office of the President of Sync 


13. As soon as the congregation has heard from the pastor whether he w 
accept or not, this information should be transmitted to the President of Syn 
immediately. If there has been a favorable reply, the Church Council should arran: 
with the President of Synod for the time of the pastor’s installation. The pastor 
not the official pastor of the congregation until he is officially installed by the Pre 
dent of Synod, or someone appointed by him. 


14. Should the reply from the pastor be negative, the procedure, as indicat 
above, should be followed again. 


15. Any problems involved with the calling of a pastor should be discussed wi 
the President of Synod or his appointee. 


16. The foregoing procedures should be understood as being helpful both to tl 
congregations involved and The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, th 
things might be done in an orderly fashion, thereby protecting both the congregatic 
and the Synod of California. 


17. It is understood that the power and authority to '’Call” reposes within 1 
congregation and only at such times as a Board or Synodical Missionary shall } 
sent to the congregation, at the request of a congregation, shall there be any varian 
in the procedures indicated. 

The Executive Committee recommends the foregoing procedures in the case 
vacancies of pulpits within congregations be followed and that a list of the: 
procedures be sent to the pastors and congregations immediately and submitt 
to the May Convention for approval.

REPORT OF SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


The Social Missions Committee met five times during the year 1951. The meet- 
, ings were well attended and a spirit of interest prevailed. The main themes and 
| projects for the year were as follows: 
| 1. EVANGELISM—In March we were privileged to have on the territory of 
‘Synod the leaders of the Evangelism program of the U.L.C.A. The Rev. Royal E. 
| Lesher, The Rev. Peter Dexnis, and the Rev. Clifton M. Weihe outlined in detail 
@ six point program to be followed in all of the congregations. These workshop 
“meetings were well attended in all three areas of the Synod. Our heart-felt thanks 
“is extended to these faithful men of the Church. 


2. SPECIAL MEETINGS—The Rev. Arthur Alm was commissioned to attend 
“the School on Marriage and the Family at Wittenberg College, sponsored by the 
Board of Social Missions of the U.L.C.A. Pastor Alm also attended the Yale School 
of Alcoholic Studies at New Haven, Conn. He was one selected by the N.L.C. to 
attend this interdenominational school. Pastor Alm reported his findings at the 
convention at Berkeley and also at several of the auxiliary meetings of Synod. 


if 3. PREACHING MISSIONS—It was agreed that Preaching Missions are a 
MUST for every Church of the Synod. In October Dr. Franklin Koch and the Rev. 
Peter Dexnis of the Board of Social Missions conducted Preaching-Mission Workshops 
in the synodical area for the benefit of the pastors of Synod. Several of the Churches 
have already conducted the preaching mission with a good measure of success. 
Other Churches are planning them for the future, and those who have made no 
‘Tesponse are urged to follow through on this vital program. 


4. COOPERATION WITH OTHER AGENCIES—The committee has been working 
‘with the Northern and Southern Welfare Councils of the area; the California Lutheran 
Home for the Aged; the National Lutheran Council; and the California Lutheran 
Hospital. We receive reports of their activities through the committeemen who are 
active in the respective fields. The Rev. John Stump presented the six goals of the 
National Christian Teaching Mission which he highly endorsed through his work in 

the Berkeley area. He recommended it for other Churches. 
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5. The Committee expresses its appreciation for the cooperation which is received 
from the pastors and laymen of Synod, the Executive Committee, President Beasom, 
and the visiting leaders of the Lutheran Church who worked with us.

If it were possible to place on our 
budget a salary for one who would not only visit each society, but remain with each 
society to help train the leaders, explain and make live the many departments of the 
work, I am sure the increases in worship, membership, and stewardship would cause 
every Christian to rejoice. Are we brave enough to even think of such a possibility? 
Won't you dream of this plan, pray about it—seriously—then work for it?

. Special emphasis in 1951 for Special Aids was warm clothing and knitted 
articles for Japan and layettes and dispensary supplies for India. Many boxes of 
clothing were sent for European relief, and the Mission at Rocky Boy Indian Reserva- 
tion also received numerous boxes of clothing and supplies. 

It is encouraging to report an increase over 1950 in both box work and cash 
donations. The total number of boxes in 1951 was 553 as against 364 in 1950—an 
increase of 189. Donations for Rocky Boy exceeded the amount set up in the budget 
by $71.01, and general contributions to the Special Aids fund increased from $123.57 
in 1950 to $135.03 in 1951. However, there is constantly increasing need in the fields 
assisted through Special Aids, and our response must double and triple if we are 
to continue to meet the challenge.

The 62nd Annual Convention of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
was opened in Grace Evangelical Lutheran Church, Richmond, Calif., on January 
26, 1953 with devotions by The Rev. Frank H. Clutz, Chaplain of Synod, on the theme 
“The Spirit's Presence” followed by the use of the prescribed order for the opening 
of Synod, led by The Rev. James P, Beasom, Jr., D.D., President of the Synod. 


The Rev. G. Elson Ruff, Litt.D., Editor of ‘‘The Lutheran,’’ then presented the 
first in a series of lectures on The Church and State on the theme "Search For 
Sanctions” 


FIRST SESSION 


The service of Holy Communion was held on January 26th beginning at 7:30 
p.m. with the following participants: Homilist, The Rev. Frank H. Clutz, Chaplain of 
the Synod; Liturgist, The Rev. Paul H. Wolpert, Secretary of Synod; Lector, The Rev.

Report of the Pacific Lutheran Seminary Appeal to follow the Report of th 
Pacific Lutheran Seminary Board during the Sixth Session and the U.L.C.A. Con 
vention Delegates Report to follow the Report of the Committee on Faith and Life i 
the Seventh Session. 

The Rev. Lawrence A. Vosseler, Chaplain in the U. S. Navy was welcomed t 
the Convention and addressed it briefly. 

The Motion prevailed that we express from this Convention to every pastor o 
the Synod serving as a Chaplain, the greetings of the Convention and assure hi 
of our continued prayers.

Church in America, was welcomed to the Convention.

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The President of Synod presented his report. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 


“Beloved in God the Father and kept for Jesus Christ; mercy unto you, and 
love be multiplied.” Amen. 


“This priceless treasure we hold, so to speak, in a@ common earthenware jar— 
to show that the splendid power of it belongs to God and not to us. We are handi- 
capped on all sides, but we are never frustrated; we are puzzled, but never in 
despair. We are persecuted, but we never have to stand it alone; we may be knocked 
down but we are never knocked out! Every day we experience something of the 
death of the Lord Jesus, so that we may also know the power of the life of Jesus in 
these bodies of ours. We are always facing death, but this means that you know 
more and more of life. Our faith is like that mentioned in the Scripture: 


I believed and therefore did I speak. 


For we too speak because we believe, and we know for certain that He Who 
taised the Lord Jesus from death shall also by Him raise us. We shall all stand 
together before Him.” II Corinthians 4:7-14 (J. B. Phillips Translation.) 


Your President of Synod does not mind explaining to the Church, and especially 
to this Convention, that he has felt the burdens of the office of the Presidency of 
Synod; that at times, he has felt quite alone, only to feel the real presence of the 
Saviour; that he has seemingly been knocked down, but that there have been hands 
that have lifted him up; that he has walked through the Valley of Darkness, even 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death, but that there has been a resurrection from an 
inexhaustible source of Power, inexplicable to himself except in the name of Christ 
Jesus. In much that same fashion, he writes to the Church now in this report because 
he has felt the arms of the Church lifting him up, even as the Convention has been 
brought together in prayer and in supplication on his behalf. He wishes to express 
to the whole Church his recognition of this Act of God in the lives of the Church, and 
to assure the Church that even as God has lifted him up through those who minister 
‘in the Church, he will seek with renewed power and effort to march forward even 
in the same spirit as he was confident that God had called him and installed him 
in this office. He wishes to assure the Synod that he recognizes his habitation of 
the common earthenware jar in which this priceless treasure of the Lord in love 
has entered, and that he continues to be grateful for this privilege and honor thus 
bestowed upon a humble servant as he seeks truly to remain humble and as he 
prays faithfully for the Grace of God to be upon him, that in no manner shall his 
ministry in this office bring harm or injury to anyone, and least of all upon the 
Church of Jesus Christ. 


4 He is confident that God has wrought within him a resurrection, even as each 
day he feels the throes of death and the resurrection in the Saviour. So he is confi- 
dent that if we move forward in this Faith there shall be a renewed spirit and a 
lively hope and a confident assurance of a real resurrection as we see a resurgent 
Synod on this territory. We move forward in the Power and Grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ to fulfill the God-given task that is ours. To this end, your President will 
seek, by the help of God, to be used of Him and Him alone. 


Perhaps the most distinctive factor in the Constitution of the early Christian 
Church, is found in its confidence in the abiding presence of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Yes, He had died, but: “He rose again, He ascended unto heaven, and is now 
seated on the right hand of God, the Father.” In this dynamic way, these early 
followers in the train of faith confirmed their faith in a living, powerful, and ever 
present Lord, in the person of Jesus, the Christ. 

Long before the sacred Scriptures of the Old and New Testament were gathered 
together in what we now have as the Holy Bible, Christians were administering the 
Sacraments, confident of the real presence and the assurance of His grace in the 
forgiveness of their sins and the strengthening of their faith, as well as the impart- 
ing of life and life eternal. 

T am confident that the real presence of the Christ has been with us and is with 
us today as we begin this Convention. It is His Church and not ours, for where the 
tord is, there is the Church. Let us therefore do everything as we would in His 
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presence. Let our decisions be made in the same manner as we have been called 


together. 

To the many individuals whom God has called to serve with the President of 
Synod during these years, both in the Synod and in the Church at large, as well 
as those who have gone before and who have planted the seeds, your President 
expresses his deep gratitude, for this binds his people together in a true relationship. 
In the body of the larger Church we have been given the responsibility of the terri- 
tory which we call the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, which covers the 
states of California, Arizona, Nevada, and the Hawaiian Islands. To many individu- 
als it means many different things and for that reason, I take this opportunity to re- 
present to the Synod in Convention, that it might have’ wider circulation, that which 
I gave to the Pastors of Synod in one of my Pastoral Letters on the Synod. 


“OUR SYNOD” 


One of the oldest terms in Christian literature, fraught with the life and death 
of martyrs, steeped in the faith and tradition of the early Church, and filled with 
meaning beyond modern explanation, is the Greek word “ODOS,” THE WAY. Jesus 
used the term in describing Himself to His disciples when He called Himself “THE 
WAY.” 

“SUNODIA” which is a combination of two Greek words “SUN” and "ODOS” 
is used in the New Testament (Luke 2:44) in explanation of the historic incident in 
the life of Christ when He was twelve years of age and His parents believed that 
He was "“SUNODIA,” that He was in the company of the travelers associated to- 
gether on the journey northward from Jerusalem. Thus, there has come down through 
years of usage in the Christian Church a magnificient word, "THE SYNOD,” which 
has carried the import of those who were associated together as they journey in 
"THE WAY” with JESUS. This beautiful expression gives to each a double relation- 
ship: one with our blessed Lord, the chief Shepherd and Bishop of the Church; and 
second, the glorious company of the saints who journey together through life, doing 
His will both in and through His Church. 


In the Church of our day, the term "SYNOD" has come to be understood as the 
association of Christians in a group of congregations in a particular area, who are 
banded together to follow in "THE WAY” with Christ to accomplish that which He 
commanded and committed unto those who believe in Him. 


As we study‘the history and development of the early Christian Church, that 
which we seek to understand as "THE SYNOD” was used in sacred scripture to 
mean THE CHURCH. As an example, we might suggest the Church at ROME. This 
was not a single congregation, as we think of the organization of a congregation, 
but an association of congregations located geographically in the area of Rome. In 
e cae manner, the other Churches cf the early centuries of Christianity might be 

escribed. 


When one begins to appreciate this meaning of the term used in the Church, 
"THE SYNOD,” one can readily understand the affection that develops for its use 
for here are those who have been called together by the Holy Spirit and who, under 
the constraining influence of Christ's love, are associated together as they journey 
through life along "THE WAY” with JESUS, their Lord. 


Of course, the Church has always had to fight against the powers of wickedness 
and these forces of the Devil always seek to confuse the believer that "THE SYNOD” 
is some individual human or group, when we must always remember that ‘’THE 
SYNOD is the glorious company of the saints who are walking in "THE WAY” 
with JESUS. If any individual is to be seen when speaking or thinking of ‘THE 
SYNOD" that Individual Person must always be JESUS, for He is “THE WAY.” 


As we look through sacred scripture, we learn much of that which was done 
within the Church, which might be characterized by the Word that has thus been 
brought to us through centuries of service in the Kingdom and find some practical 
illustrations of that for which "THE SYNOD" itself stands. 


Primary among the items for which we might list the meaning of "SYNOD" is 
the fellowship of the faith in Christ Jesus as Lord and Seviour. Thus, we must always 
understand that we are the fellowship of faith and that when we belong to “THE 
SYNOD" it is our confession of that fellowship of faith in Christ. 
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Second, our confession of the fellowship of faith must not be merely lip service 
but must enter into every activity of that which was given to His people to perform 
as His Church. 

. To see that things are done decently and in order. 
. For examination of the faith of the Church and those who serve in the Church. 


. For the ordination of those who are called and set aside for the Gospel 
Ministry. 


. For general oversight in Christian love and understanding of the pastors 
and congregations. 


. As instructed by the Lord and Saviour, the chief Bishop of the Church, the 
gathering of funds for the Benevolent causes of the Church, and the distribu- 
tion and administration of these funds as directed by the Synod in Convention. 

F. To be of service in every manner and means of doing the work of the King- 

dom through: 

(1) Evangelism 

(2) Planting the Church 

(3) Stewardship 

(4) Works of Mercy 

(5) Christian Education 

(6) Declaration concerning the Faith and Life of the Church. 


G. Finally, in this brief statement: to permit the Holy Spirit to call us together 
and to lead us while we are in “THE WAY” with Him to know through His 
Word that He speaks to His Church and through His Church and to be ready 
and willing at heart to do everything within our power to implement that 
which is given to us to bring His will to pass and His Kingdom to come, as 
we walk with Him in "THE WAY” journeying together in the Godly fellow- 
ship. 

This, then, is our beloved SYNOD, and we pray that we, The Evangelical Luth- 
eran Synod of California, shall always remain faithful and shall always be found 
in the goodly company of that fellowship of faith as we walk on the journey with 
our Lord. 

In previous Reports of the President of Synod, he made many recommendations 
to Synod. He has asked that these recommendations come to this Convention, 
through the Executive Committee of Synod and thus they are not found in this Re- 
port.

During the last Convention of Synod, The Rev. H. Paul Romeis was installed as 
the Assistant to the President of Synod and during such time as was available for 
him to serve in this capacity, he has helped the President of Synod in many ways, 
‘but especially in caring for many of the official acts of the President of Synod. Thus, 
lhe expresses his gratitude to Pastor Romeis for this fine Christian cooperation and 
at the same time, presents a record of the official acts of the President of Synod’s 
Office.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE DIVISION 
OF CHURCH EXTENSION 


By the grace of the Lord, your Division of Church Extension has been permitted 
to labor on eleven churches in 1952 as follows: Our Saviour’s, Alhambra; Rest Cot- 
tage, California Lutheran Home for the Aged, Alhambra; Transfiguration, Los Angeles; 
St. Paul’s, Globe, Arizona; Trinity, Manhattan Beach; Trinity, Pomona; Good Shep- 
herd, Reno, Nevada; Grace, Richmond; Bethany, San Jose; and Trinity, Alameda; St. 
John’s, Norwalk of the Augustana Synod. The cooperation of congregations and 
‘Pastors has been splendid. More than $250,000 has been handled in the execution 
of this work. In the course of this work, the Director was required to travel approxi- 
mately 95,000 miles by air; 9,000 by bus and street car, and 7,000 by auto. 

While thousands of dollars were saved the Church at large by the function of 
this Division, it is the earnest hope of this Department that it has made itself felt in 
@ spiritual way. It is our purpose to lead each congregation we enter to give witness 
in the Community that they are a family of God, building Him a place of worship. 
Your Director has tried to leave no other impression and prays that God may forgive 
him in his failure to reach men with the message of consecration of self and service. 

Sand and rock no matter how fitly put together will not truly erect ‘an House 
unto the Lord” and all of us are aware that “except the Lord builds, they labor in 
Vain that build it.” 

Under our present program of operation, due to the necessity of practicing rigid 
economy, it requires a longer time to complete the work than under a sublet to an 
outside builder. However, we feel the saving warrants the delay in occupancy. 
While in the California area it is possible for our Churches to be constructed under 
an outside program, we are satisfied none of the out of state Churches could have 
been built without this Division's service. 

The Church Extension Division is grateful for the privilege of serving the Church 
and will feel amply repaid as these new edifices render greater services to the Lord 
whom we mutually love and serve. 

Under God we have endeavored to do our best and trust we have been faithful 
in the discharge of our stewardship.

of our beloved co-workers in the church. “Come unto me, all ye that labor and are

OY of several of them, as follows: 


_ REV. OTTO BECKER 


The Rev. Otto Becker, retired, passed to his eternal home August 24, last. He 
was 76, Born in Hannover, Germany, in 1876, he was educated in Hildesheim College 


‘ and Goettingen University. He came to America in 1910, was ordained by the then

“Manitoba provinces in Canada, and in the United States at Bathgate, N. D., and 


Joint Synod of Ohio in 1912 and served pastorates in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and 


Sanger, California. Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Ida Bergmann Becker, and a foster 
daughter. The funeral service was conducted in Bethany Church, Los Angeles, his 
pastor, Dr. Henry Irving Kohler, officiating. 


REV. CHARLES W. MAGGART, D.D. 


Charles W. Maggart was born in Cromwell, Ind., July 4, 1862. After receiving 


his elementary education in the Cromwell grade and high school, he took a short 


course in Teachers College, Columbia, Ind., then taught for two years. Called to the 
Ministry, he entered Wittenberg College in 1880, graduating in 1884, and from the 
seminary there in ‘87. With his bride, Mary Miller, daughter of a United Brethren 
Minister, he went to his first parish at North Manchester, Ind., then became a home 
missionary in Oberlin, Kans., where he finished the erection of a church, and built 
a new church in nearby Norcatur. Called to Salina, Kans., he remained but a short 


- time, resigning to come to San Diego upon call of the Hone Mission Board. Here he 


led the people in the building of the present edifice of First Lutheran Church, dedi- 


; ‘cated in 1894. His next pastorate was in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where he served for

nineteen years, and built a new church. He next served again at Oberlin and Topeka, 
Kans., and St. Louis, Mo. Coming to California he was called to the pastorate of St. 
Mork’s, Los Angeles, January 1, 1926 and served until 1929 when failing sight necessi- 
tated his retirement from the active ministry. He died Nov. 5, 1952, aged 90. Rev. 
_L, A. Harshman conducted the burial service, and President Beasom delivered a short 
eulogy to Dr. Maggart as a pioneer Pastor of synod. Burial was in Forest Lawn 


Memorial Park. 


REV, RICHARD WARREN MOTTERN, Litt.D. 
Dr, Richard Warren Mottern, pastor emeritus of First Lutheran Church, Glendale, 
departed this life on Christmas Day, 1952, aged 83. One of eleven children, Dr. Mot-

rn in Danville, Pa, At the age of 10 he began work in the coal mines at 
0 cua. rae At 12 he was a mule driver on a Pennsylvania Canal, and later was 
a clerk in a grocery and hardware store. He did his college work at Susquehanna 
University and Gettysburg College, and was graduated from Gettysburg Seminary 
with an A.M. degree, and later was awarded A.B. and Litt.D. degrees from Gettys- 
burg. He served churches at Holly Springs, Salona, Punxsuatawney and Williams- 
town, Pa., before coming to be pastor of Trinity Church, Riverside, in 1909. In 1915 
Dr. Mottern was called to be missionary pastor of the small and struggling congrega- 
tion in Glendale, which worshipped in the Odd Fellows Hall and later in the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church, until a small church structure was erected. Dr. Mottern re- 
signed in 1920, and later served for 10 years as a member of the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Civil Service Commission. He is survived by his daughter, Elizabeth Mottern, and 
a son, Jerry, and one grandson. Funeral rites were held in the Glendale Church, 
President Beasom and Pastor Carl Tambert, officiating. Interment was in Forest Lawn 
Hollywood Hills. 


MARTHA A. NOEL 

Martha A. Klove was born at Leland, Ill., Aug. 10, 1871. In 1895 she was united 
in marriage to Fritz C. Noel, publisher of a newspaper in Leland. Life long Luther- 
ans, when they came to California in 1911, they at once became active members of 
St. Mark's, Los Angeles, later moving to Santa Monica and then Glendale, where 
Mrs. Noel was a faithful and active member alongside her husband, a lay leader in 
synod, as she was in the synodical and local missionary societies, and in many con- 
gregational activities. Besides her husband, Mrs. Noel, who passed away Oct. 3, ‘52, 
is survived by two daughters, Mrs. Myra Nielsen, Mrs. Gladys Zimmerman, and one 
son, Frederick A. Noel, and several grandchildren, and great grandchildren.

This is my ninth annual report to you. These have been years in which God has 
blessed our Synod richly. We give Him all the glory and pray that He will still go 
before and follow after us, that all our growth that may be indicated outwardly 
will remain and continue to be a mere outward indication that we are growing in 


our souls—that men and women, boys and girls, are being won and held for the 
Kingdom of God. : : 
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Report forms did not reach my desk until January 8 from New York, and were 
in the mail to you that same day. Despite their tardiness, you were almost uniformly 
prompt and gracious. Some men even sent reports in advance on personally prepared 
forms to speed my task. For your graciousness, my thanks.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


_ The Executive Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Californio, in 
fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions, held three regular meetings, and one 
special meeting since the last Convention of Synod. In addition to overseeing the 
mission development and regular work of the Synod, your Executive Committee this 
vear also was active in promoting the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary Appeal. 
: In seeking a solution to a problem concerning the construction at St. Andrew's 
lutheran Church, San Mateo, your Executive Committee made a grant of $750 to the 
mgregation, and’ recommended that they secure a construction loan from the Board 

«4 American Missions for an amount not to exceed $3000. 
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Your Committee made an additional grant of $500 to the Lutheran Student Found- 
ation of Northern California. 

Approved the trading of the Plymouth sedan owned by the Department of Church 
Extension for the station wagon owned by the Home for the Aged: 

Approved the following resolution regarding relationships of the Synod with 


Inter-Synodical Bodies: 

“No Inter-Synodical or other Church Body shall be permitted to place a quota 
either upon the Synod of California or upon its congregations without first secant 
the approval of the Executive Committee of Synod or receive favorable action by the 
Church, the Synod in Convention.” It shall be understood by the above action that 
this does not prohibit such groups as have been approved by the Synod of California 
in making direct appeals to congreations of Synod for either contributions or to be 
placed on the budget. 

Approved the following “Procedures in the Recognition of Inter-Synodical Bodies 
on the Part of the Synod.” 

In order to clarify the situation regarding constitutions that are brought before 
the Executive Committee for approval, it might be well for us to list the following 
procedures: 

1. Groups or pastors seeking the approval of constitutions of bodies, either inter- 
Synodical or non-Synodical, of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California should 
have presented two copies of the constitution to the Executive Committee of the Ev- 
angelical Lutheran Synod of California. These copies shall be sent, one to the Presi- 
dent and one to the Chairman of the Committee on Constitutions of the Executive 
Committee. 


2. Upon the approval of the Chairman of the Committee on Constitutions of the 
Executive Committee, the constitution shall be presented to the Executive Committee 
for its approval and recommendation to the Synod in Convention. 


3. Prior to the presentation of the constitution to the Convention, it would be 
well for the constitution to be presented to the Chairman of the Committee on Inter- 
Synodical Relationships of the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church for his 
consultation and recommendations. 


4. Upon the approval of the constitution by the Convention, the action should 
be taken that The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California in convention approves 
the constitution subject to the approval of the Executive Board of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 


Thus, the Executive Committee should immediately transmit the constitution to 
the Executive Board of. the United Lutheran Church in America, along with the action 
of the Convention and the Executive Committee. 


5. Upon the approval of all Bodies: (A) The Executive Committee; (B) Chairman 
of the Committee on Constitutions of the Executive Committee; (C) The Executive 
Committee; (D) The Convention of Synod; (E) The Executive Board of the United Luth- 
eran Church in America, then the Executive Committee shall declare the Body in 
relationship to The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California as provided for in the 
constitution and carry out such actions as may be determined by the Convention or 
the Executive Board, to make the Synod conform to these actions. : 


(Prior to the approval of any constitution of any body, other than the constitution 
of Synod, the Executive Committee should determine what responsibility and what 
financial relationship The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California will have by the 


acceptance or approval of the constitution so that it shall not be bound by any action 
that it cannot fulfill.) 


(Provision should also be made that ihe Body to which approval of the constitu- 
tion is being given shall transmit to the Executive Committee of Synod annually a 


fea for the Convention of Synod as well as a copy of its budget for the coming 
year. 


Authorized the President's office to prepare the illustrated pamphlet "El Camino 


Real" for distribution to the delegates at the ULCA Convention in Seattle, and to the 
membership of our own Synod. 


Authorized the President's office to charter a bus or make other arrangements to 


ae transportation for the pastors of Synod to attend the ULCA Convention in 
eattle. 
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Authorized the Board of Directors of the Home for the Aged to secure a loan for 
$75,000 for the erection of a dormitory, and made arrangements with the Executive 
Director of the Home for the Aged that they be permitted to bring their plans and 
needs to the congregations of Synod throughout the year, but that a direct appeal 
for funds be made each year only during the month of November. 


In accordance with the action of the 1951 Convention of Synod your Committee 
granted a leave of absence to the President of Synod for three months following this 
convention and recommends to the Synod that he be given a grant of $4000 to enable 
him to make the trip abroad as formerly voted by the Synod. 


Requested the Board of Directors of each agency affiliated with the California 
Synod and receiving support from the Synod to have a representative make a written 
report of the accounts and finances of the organization and present it to the Executive 
Committee, and further, that the Synod office be notified of every official meeting of 
the agency, and mailed a copy of the minutes following the meeting. 

Gave tentative approval to the Constitution of the Northern California-Western 
Nevada Council of Churches, and submitted it to the Committee on Constitutions of 

the ULCA for their approval, and took action to enter into a consultative relationship 
with the said Council of Churches until the Constitution has been approved by the 
-ULCA Committee, and finally accepted by the Executive Committee of Synod. 


Made an additional grant of $300 to the Church Films Library. 


| 

Took action to increase to 8% the pension payments of synodically employed 
pastors, and urged all congregations and Boards of the Synod to take the same action 
for the year 1953. 


Approved the sale of the lot in Richmond purchased originally for use by St. 
James’ Lutheran Church. 


| Made an appropriation of $1,000 to the Camp Committee to cover the 1952 deficit 
| in operation of the camp. Gave authorization to the Camp Committee to continue at 
the old camp site in the year 1953, and gave instruction to the Committee to continue 
immediately in the development of the new site. 


Authorized the President and Secretary of Synod to continue to secure short term 
_loans in an amount not to exceed $50,000 to be used in the purchase of mission prop- 
erty on a short term basis until long term loans can be secured from the Board of 
| American Missions. 


Appointed the following committee to carry out the Lutheran Leadership Training 
Corporation Appeal campaign: The Rev. H. Paul Romeis, Chairman; Mr. Leo Johnston, 
. Mr. Carl Bell, Mr. Luther Vestergard.

CONSTITUTION OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP 
TRAINING PROGRAM 


ARTICLE I-—The Corporation

The name and title of this corporation shall be: The Lutheran Leadership Train.

and to make them available to the corporation. 

38. To take charge of and manage all the property of the corporation and the affairs 
and temporalities thereof. 

4, Its aim shall be: To discover leadership, to train leadership, and to link tha 
leadership to the church, | 


Section IJ]—Place | 


It shall operate at any place on the territory of the Evangelical Lutheran Syno¢ 
of California. 
2. The County in this State where the principal office for the transaction of the bus 
ness of the corporation is to be located is the County of Los Angeles, Californi 


ARTICLE I]—Meetings 


1, An annual meeting shall be held each year in December. 

2. Special meetings shall be called at the request of the Executive Committee ¢ 
the Corporation, or upon the written request of three or more members of thé 
Board of Directors. They shall be called by the President and shall have the pur 
pose of the meeting stated in the call. 

3. A majority of the members of the Board shall be considered a quorum. 


ARTICLE II—Membership 


1. The authorized number and qualifications of the members of this corporation} 
the different classes of membership, if any; the property, voting and other right 
and privileges of each class of members, shall be such as are set forth in th

4. Vacancies occurring within the terms of the nine members elected by The Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of California shall be filled by ad-interim appointments 
by the Executive Committee of Synod. Vacancies occurring within the terms of 
the three members elected by the Board of Directors shall be filled with ad- 
interim appointments of the Executive Committee of the Board. 


5. The President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California shall be ex-officio 
| member of the Board of Directors. 


_ ARTICLE V—Officers 


1. The officers of this corporation shall be a President, a Vice President, a Secretary, 
and a Treasurer. These officers shall be the trustees. 

2. Officers shall serve for one year. They shall be elected at the annual meeting of 
the corporation and shall take office on January 1 of the following year. They 
shall be eligible for reelection. 
| 3. Vacancies occurring among the officers of the corporation shall be filled at the 
first meeting of the Executive Committee of the corporation, following the vac- 
ancy for all offices except that of President. A vacancy occurring in the Presi- 
dency shall be filled at a specially called meeting of the Board within sixty 
days of its occurrence. 

4, The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to their offices and as

_ ARTICLE VI—Executive Committee 

'1. There shall be an executive committee composed of the officers of the corpora- 

tion, and one member elected by the Board iteself. 

'2. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to represent the corporation and 
to carry out its resolutions; to conduct the business of the corporation and ad- 


minister its affairs in accordance with its constitution. 


ARTICLE ViII—Duties and Powers 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to plan, promote, conduct and main- 

| tain an extensive program of Leadership Training throughout Synod. 

(2, In cooperation with the Executive Committee of Synod, it shall establish such 
leadership programs and training courses, as well as a camp or camps, as may 
be deemed necessary. 

3. It shall have the power to employ such part or fulltime workers as meet the 
approval of the Executive Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Cali- 
fornia, and to include in its budget such sums as may be necessary for this 


purpose. 


ARTICLE VIII—Residual 

In the event that this corporation should be dissolved, all assets, real or person- 
al, shall automatically revert to and become the property of The Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California. 


ARTICLE 1X—Amendments 

i. This constitution and its by-laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors, or at any special meeting called for that purpose. Written 
notice of such a meeting, together with a copy of the proposed change, shall be 
mailed to all members of the Board by registered mail not less than 30 days in 
advance of the date for which the meeting is called. 

%. Proposed changes in this constitution and by-laws may be voted upon only after 
such change has been studied and approved by the Executive Committee of 
Synod.

REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP TRAINING 
CORPORATION OF THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 
OF CALIFORNIA 


The year 1952 exceeded all previous years in the scope of the camping pro- 
gram in Synod which up to this time has been the sole emphasis of the Board. Under 
the consecrated direction of the Rev. John D. Foerster, 8.T.M., a clear and positive 
: program has been carried out in this field in order to provide a measure of leadership 
training for our young people through a week of Christian camp life. 

Meeting for the fifth year at the familiar but poorly accessible Camp Yolijwa at 
Seven Oaks, Calif., seven weeks of camping were conducted with a record total at- 
tendance of 365 campers and a grand total of campers and staff of 547. The junior 
boys’ camp was the largest with 78 youngsters in attendance. Junior girls’ camp was 
next with 77. Two weeks of the program were set aside for senior girls with a total 
including some duplications, of 7I campers. 

Over 12,000 tasty and ample meals were served at an approximate average 
cost of 29 cents per meal. 

Plans are being made to conduct the 1953 camp at the same site. However, de- 
terioration and inadquacy of the existing property have reached the point that it is 
only by the grace of the Forestry Service that we may thus continue for another 
season without a large outlay of funds for improvements. 
oe The camp dates for 1953 are: Junior Boys—June 29-July 6, Intermediate Boys— 

july 6-July 13, Junior Girls—July 13-July 20, Intermediate Girls—July 20-July 27, Senior 
High Boys—July 27-August 3, Senior High Girls—August 3-August 17. 
. The Rev. Thomas A. Allport who is a member of this Board directed a successful 
“short term "Camp Yolijwa” in Hawaii in 1952 using a program comparable to the 
ene used here. It is of interest to note that the Rev. Albert Alsop of this Synod con- 
ducted a Camp Yolijwa” in his mission field in Argentina. 
F It should be recognized that a number of congregations in the Northern Confer- 
lence participated in the inter-Lutheran Mt. Cross Camp in that area. At the request of 
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the Board of Mt. Cross, our Board authorized Pastor Foerster to give direction to the 
1953 Mt Cross Camping program instituting courses and activities according to the 
Yolijwa plan. The Rev. George Flora is chairman of the Mt. Cross Board. 

Property has been purchased by your Board at Oak Glen for a new camp site 
and other property to complement this is under option. Here at an altitude of 5000 
feet and in choice surroundings an all-year type of program may be conducted. Over- 
all plans for the development of the site have been started. Plans are currently under 
way for a funding effort in 1953 to give substance to the plans. 

The Board is deeply appreciative of the contributions and efforts of the many 
in Synod who have furthered the program in various ways. It is earnesily conscious 
that this is service for the Kingdom of our Lord. 

The following served as members of the camp Board in 1952: The Rev. J. Ben- 
ner Weaver, (president), the Rev. R. Bertram Reed (secretary until his leaving the 
Synod in April when he was succeeded in this office by the Rev. David E. Robison), 
Mrs. Robert R. Inslee (treasurer), the Rey.

THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 
EVANGELISM CRUSADE 


Implementing the action taken at the 1952 Synodical Convention (President's 
Report, page 25 Minutes of Synod 1952) ‘That a (second) period of Evangelism be 
set aside from the Season of Easter to Pentecost for a three-fold program: a. An active 
attendance crusade; b. A personal Evangelism effort; c. A reconsecration program; 
ee eer the following Evangelism Crusade for the period from Easter to Pente- 
cost, : 


I. A Church Attendance Campaign seeking every member attendance at the 
Sunday worship services in each congregation. That Easter Sunday be a 
Commitment Sunday in each congregation, at which time each member and 


friend be given the opportunity to register his sincere promise to strive for 
perfect attendance during this period. 


II. A Personal Evangelism Effort seeking to marshail the entire membership of 
the congregation in a program of soul-winning by personal witnessing, and 
Personal lay visitation, for the purpose of winning new members and Te- 
enrolling the inactive ones. That likewise on Easter Commitment Sunday every 
member be asked to enroll in this effort and to promise the use of his time 
and talent for evangelism during this period. 


Ill. A Reconsecration Effort on the part of all of our people to find that privilege 
of walking with our crucified and risen Lord, so that we may in a very real 
way understand how He shared His life for us that we might know the joy 
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of sharing our lives with Him in His Kingdom. Thus, during this particular 
period, we shall give to our people the opportunity for sharing a part of their 
lives in this Reconsecration effort through a crusade in giving for the Lutheran 
leadership training program of Synod, in order that we might discover boys 
and girls, young men and young women, who will give their whole lives in 
consecrated service to the full time program of the Church, and in order that 
the youth of the Church might rise within our congregations to bring to our 
people a new sense of Lutheran leadership as they have received this assist- 
ance from Him who is our Lord and crucified King. (This implements the action 
of the Executive Committee of Synod in designating the period from Easter 
to Pentecost 1953 to the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation for a 
Synod-wide appeal for funds.)

As I make my first report to the Synod as Executive Director of our Synodical 
aome for the aged, I am happy to be able to say that there is abundant evidence 
-hat God's blessings rest upon this work and that He is blessing my labors in this 
field unto which He has called me. For, “Except the Lord build the house, they 
Labor in vain that build it.” 


| The Home Family 

| Of the twenty-four guests whose names were recorded in last year’s report, 
twenty are still with us today. Only one of this number, Edward Meyer, has departed 
this life. Our register now lists twenty-nine guests, five more than last year. Last 
year's report names seven staff members other than the superintendent. Four of 
these seven are still with us. Our family is thus composed of twenty-nine guests, 
Zz helpers, the Director and his wife; thirty-eight in all. 


Activities and Health 


Our aged family has enjoyed unusually good health. The Home is now served 
yoy Dr. D, L. Stokesbary of Alhambra. He takes a real interest in the physical wel- 
are of these aged folks. The response of the Churches in the Fall in gathering has 
exceeded any other year. Hundreds of quarts of good canned food has been given 
fo us. This will help a great deal this year in our effort to balannce the burget. We 
care very grateful to the pastors, laymen and laywomen who gathered together this 
farge contribution and brought it to the Home. 
The program of activities for the guests has been full. We have had spiritual 
fainistration through the evening devotional services with regular worship on Sunday 
‘afternoons. Communion is administered quarterly. The Home has a Missionary So- 
Hiety that compares favorably with that of any congregation. Our Thankoffering 
“mounted to $136. At the annual meeting five Life memberships were presented. 
Members of Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church, Alhambra, the Rev. Walter Stuhr, pastor 
and St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Monterey Park, the Rev. D. W. Endter, pastor, have 
Israciously furnished transportation each Lord’s day for any of our guests who cared 
6 worship with either of these congregations. Many individuals and organizations 
have given of their talents for the edification and entertainment of our guests. Es- 
secially has this been true during the Christmas. season. The Women of Our Saviour’s 
Church once a week take shopping any of our guests who care to go over to the 
stores in Alahmbra. This solves the problem for those who believe we are too in- 


aecessible to the world.

Use of Infirmary 


ie On May 25th the new infirmary of the Home was dedicated. It is a beautiful, 
well constructed, ‘easily heated building. But among the guests there has been so 
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little sickness that would warrant confinement in an infirmary, and there have been 
so many requests for entrance into the Home, the Board authorized this building to be 
used as increased capacity of the Home. This made possible care of five more 
guests. But our crying need is still more room that we may serve the many aged 
people who need and desire care in a Christian Home. 


Expansion Plans 


The Board of the Home has approved the building of a $75,000, twenty-six room 
addition to the main building. The plan has also met with the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Synod. This will mean the borrowing and raising of this amount. 
The Board believes this to be an absolute necessity if the Home is to be maintained 
economically and if we are to serve the Church in any way commensurate with the 
needs of our aged folks and others who appeal to us for Christion love and care. 


Finances 


Although the new infirmary was dedicated last May free from mortgaged indebt- 
edness, the Home has been carrying approximately $10,000 indebtedness. Part of this 
is based on current expense and part on the infirmary. This money is owed to the 
Synod and to the Church Extension Division. By more economical management and 
with increasing gifts of love from the Church we are endeavoring to balance the ex- 
pense budget. Our monthly income today for care rendered our guests is $625 great- 
er than the average of last year. Our payroll is but $20 more per month than the 
average of last year. But an exceedingly bright spot in this picture is that our Home 
was named in the will of an Amanda Doering. Our attorney believes that we may 
receive as much as $9,000 from this estate. This will approximately clear our indebt- 
edness. Surely something for which we should thank our Heavenly Father. 


Appreciation and Appeal 


Representing this work of Christian love of our Synod I wish to express my ap- 
preciation to the women of the Fellowship who shouldered so much of the financial 
responsibility in the building and furnishing of the infirmary and have so faithfully 
contributed to the current expense of the Home and to the pastors, congregations and 
organizations who have permitted me to come to them with the challenge of this 
work. And to the others, I beg of you the privilege of presenting the appeal of a 
fast growing number of unhappy people in our American Society who look to the 
Church for refuge. With the able guidance of the Rev. Paul E. Valentiner we pre- 
pared an attractive brochure containing pictures and information concerning the 
work. This is for free distribution among the families of our Church.

MIDLAND COLLEGE REPORT 


Fremont, Nebraska 


~ 


One of our favorite hymns begins, in its second stanza, with the words: ‘'Bless 
Thou the Truth, dear Lord.” It is this blessed Truth which we seek to make the 
foundation of the work at Midland College, your college in Fremont, Nebraska. We 
earnestly pray that our efforts may be successful. 


The selective service situation and a gradual decrease in the number of veterans 
of the second World War attending college, reduced the total number of students 
from 373 in 1951 to 351 in 1952 in spite of the fact that the freshman class is the 
second largest in the school’s history. The proportion of Lutheran students in the 
college is 68%, of which number 70 are preparing for full-time Christian service. 
The California Synod is represented by 16 students. If every pastor in the supporting 
synods were to induce even one member of his parish to come to Midland College 
our enrollment would be doubled—and we would not need to worry about future 
enrollments. We earnestly plead for this helpful interest on the part of our pastors. 


A major capital item entered the plant and financial picture during this past 
autumn. A refurnishing and refurbishing program was begun on the Gymasium- 
Commons Building and Beegle Hall (girls’ dormitory). Both buildings had been sadly 
neglected and were in dire need of new roofs and major repairs. This caused an 
expenditure of $40,000, which is being repaid by special donations from individuals 
and congregations. Those who live and work on the campus are keenly conscious 
of the great boost in morale which has come through these improvements. 

The Board of Trustees at its last annual meeting adopted the following ‘‘’seven- 
year” program: (1) a balanced budget each year; (2) a general increase of 5-25% 
in the salaries of the faculty and staff personnel; (3) a continuing program of refurb- 
ishing and refurnishing of all campus buildings; (4) a sizable increase in the Endow- 
ment Fund; (5) repayment of the debt on Men’s Memorial Hall ($133,200) and to 
Central Lutheran Theological Seminary ($21,539); (6) erection of an addition to Beegle 
Hall; (7) conversion of North Hall into a Fine Arts Building; and (8) erection of a 
Library Building. It is anticipated that ground will be broken this spring for the Libr 
ary Building to be erected with CHEY funds now on hand for this purpose. 

Midland is the college of the U.L.C. west of the Missouri River. Midland is grate- 
ful for the help which the Californi Synod has given. This gratitude is beyond the 
power of words to express and in effect must be understood rather than explicitly 


stated. The college is mindful of this great source of strength. It is proud to be o 
church college. 


As such, however, Midland as an arm of the church must do exceptionally wel 
those things which by its very nature are demanded of it. In order to do its job in c 
way of which both the church and the college may be proud, Midland must have 
greatly increased gifts for current expenses, for capital funds and for endowment 
The standards in equipment, faculty and services demanded of an accredited college 
today preclude any possibility of operating successfully without substantial gift and 
endowment income. In the case of colleges like Midland, the federal and state gov 
ernments cannot be of direct help, we must seek our help among our constituencies 
But equally important is the fact that the supporting synods must help in bringine 


students to the college. Midland wants and needs more able boys and girls from 
Lutheran homes.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


This report could well be titled "A Dream Come True” for what was but a 
} desire and a dream in 1948 is now a reality. Our Seminary is now a functioning 
) stitution with a fine faculty and a good student body. The Board of Directors owe 
Hor great debt of gratitude to the Rev. Gould Wickey, Ph.D., Executive Secretary of 
‘whe Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church, for his wise counsel in the 
+ -aatter of securing faculty members. Likewise the Board is indebted to the Rev. 
i Merk A. Getzendaner, who, serving as interim director until May 1, 1952, did much 
=f the work in securing the present student body, keeping the property in shape, 
t amd generally guiding the affairs of our infant institution. 

i Through the generosity of the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church 
| m America, the Rev. Karl Jacobsen, Ph.D., of St. Paul, Minnesota, came to the Sem- 
“*nary to catalogue books that were arriving and to set up the library on the basis 
of the Congressional Library system. Dr. Jacobsen spent over two months at this 


With the arrival of President-elect, the Rev. Charles B, Foelsch, Ph.D., about 
August 15, 1952, the Seminary became a beehive of activity. Complete furnishings 
J weve secured for class rooms, professors’ offices, boy’s dormitory, as well as addi- 
be ial furnishings for the president’s apartment, and for the apartment of a guest 
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professor. In this connection it is to be noted that the Women’s Auxiliary presented 
over $500 worth of linens for the dormitory and dining room. A six car garage was 
converted into a class room on the first floor and three professor's offices on the 
ground floor. 

The service of formal opening was held on the campus September 21, 1952, with 
over two hundred persons present. The Liturgical service was conducted by the 
Rev. Phillip Ellman, pastor of Bethany Lutheran Church (Aug), of Berkeley, and 
President of the Lutheran Pastoral Association of the Bay Area. The sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Charles B. Foelsch, Ph.D., president-elect of the Seminary. 
Greetings were brought by the Rev. Paul Romeis, Assistant to the President of the 
California Synod, and representating the Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., President 
of the California Synod; and by the Rev. J. L. Sawyer, D.D., President of the Board 
of Directors representing the Rev. L. H. Steinhoff, D.D., President of the Pacific Synod. 
Members of the faculty and student body were introduced by Dr. Foelsch. Refresh- 
ments were served at the close of the service by members of the Women’s Auxiliary. 


Class room work began on September 22, 1952, with a student body of twenty- 
five, consisting of five seniors, seven middlers, twelve juniors and one special student. 
It is interesting to observe that of this group twelve students are married, and 
thirteen are single. 

Another step toward making the dream a reality was the inauguration of the 
president-elect and the induction of the faculty at a special service held in St. 
Michael's Church, Berkeley on October 17, 1952. The liturgical service was conduct- 
ed by the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, Vice-President of the Board, and representing the 
Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., president of the California Synod. The Scripture 
lessons were read by the Rev. Gould Wickey, Ph.D., Executive Secretary of the 
Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church in America. The sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Franklin Clark Fry, D.D., LL.D., President of the United Luth- 
eran Church in America, speaking on the subject "The Seminary, The Lord, and The 
Church.’ Presentation of the President-elect and professors-elect was made by Mr. 
Howard Logan, Secretary of the Board of Directors. Rev. J. L. Sawyer, D.D., President 
of the Board, conducted the official service of induction for professors-elect, and in- 
auguration of the President. Upon the proper declaration of faith as set forth in the 
Constitution of the Seminary, and promises thereto, the following were declared in- 
ducted as professors of the Seminary: The Rev. E. Theodore Bachmann, Ph.D., De- 
partment of Church History; the Rev. Charles B. Foelsch, Ph.D., Department of New 
Testament Interpretation; the Rev. Harry J. Mumm, Ph.D., Department of Biblical 
Studies, and the Rev. Gerhard Lenski, Ph.D., guest professor in the Department of 
of Systematic Theology for the year of 1952-53. Following the induction service for 
professors, the Rev. Charles B. Foelsch, Ph.D., was inaugurated as President of the 
Seminary. Prayers were offered by the Rev. L. H. Steinhoff, D.D., President of the 
Pacific Synod. Special music for this service was provided by the Lutheran choirs 
of the Bay area under the direction of Mr. Howard Harrisville, with Mr. Hugh Brown 
at the organ. Official delegates and representatives from educational institutions of 
our own church body and other Lutherann bodies, as well as other church bodies, 
from universities, synods and boards, attending this service totaled over sixty. At 
the close of the service an informal reception was held in the social rooms of St 
Michael's Church with members of the Women’s Auxiliary as hostesses. This marvel- 
ous service was a real high spot in the dream which began in 1948. 

The Board of Directors is made up of men who see a great future for the Semin- 
ary. With proper financial support, and with members of synods busy recruiting men 
for the ministry, Pacific Seminary could soon be a leading seminary in the Church. 
In the planning for the future the Seminary faculty is arranging a summer schedule 
in order that pastors may do post graduate work. It is also hoped that in the near 
future we may be able to announce courses for young women interested in certain 
types of full time service in the Church. Also included in the planning for the future 
is the matter of a dormitory building for men, increased library facilities, and a presi- 
dent's home. After this year’s operation and experience the Board will be in a better 
position to determine a long range program and policy for the institution. 

The Board is most grateful for the wonderful cooperation given financially and 
otherwise. It pleads for a continuation of this cooperation, and for the prayers of all, 
that under God's guidance we may have an institution properly staffed and ade 
quately equipped to meet the ever-increasing demands of our vast territory for 


ministers who have a pioneering spirit and are properly trained to serve in our 
Lutheran Church on the west coast. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1, “That Article II, Section I of the Constitution of the Seminary be modified by 
substituting a period for the comma after ‘United Lutheran Church in America’, thus 
deleting the clause ‘and such other Lutheran bodies as agree to enter into corporate

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 


Three hundred pastors and churches in the ULCA have found one way to help 
their people become better informed Christians; namely, by starting a Book Corner. 
A few of our California Synod churches have regular book corners, but far too few. 
The congregation which starts a book corner will find that more and more of its 
members will begin turning to it as they seek gifts for special occasions, want new 
reading material for their children, and desire a book for family reading. One of our 
congregations which started six years ago with just a few books on a table in the 
narthex now has a large rack of all types of religious books, which members and 
visitors patronize regularly. Why don’t you, pastor, layman, start a Book Corner when 
you receive the Lenten Book Corner mailing from The United Lutheran Publication’ 
House in a few weeks? ; 

If you are not yet acquainted with the new Week-Day Church School materials, 
we recommend that you send to the publication house immediately for some samples, 
Even if you are not able to start a week-day school now, you will be pleasantly sur- 
prised to see what our Parish Education Board is offering us in this important field 
of week-day education. The Board is spending almost $100,000 on this material which 


is now available for four grades: 3, 5, 7, and 10. Four more grades will be added 
in the fall of 1953 and four more in 1954 }

The United Lutheran Publication House has expanded its Los Angeles branch 
to accommodate the rapidly-growing business of this store under the capable man- 
agership of Mr. Howard Logan.

With the seminary here each pastor and congregation will have the better op- 
portunity to present the work of the Ministry as well as the diaconate. Every congre- 
gation should be sending men and women into full time service.

During 1952 the committee on Ministerial Education met with Dr. Gould Wickey 
and the same committee from the Pacific Synod in Berkeley. All members were pres- 
ent. This conference considered at length five items. 


1—The Background and present status of Ministerial Education. 
2—Recruiting for the ministry. 

3—Selection and certification of ministerial candidates. 
4—Counseling and guidance of candidates. 

S—Subsidization of the needy. 


At this meeting it was recommended that steps be taken to systematize the pro- 
cedure of the committees on Ministerial Education of the two synods. 


Since both are supporting the same seminary and college this was deemed wise. 
This will be more carefully realized this next year. 


We also accepted the offer of the Board of Education to provide counseling serv- 
ice for the ministerial students of our Synod. 


Official action was taken by the Board of Education during the year to withdraw 
its support of travel expenses for any new students for the ministry from the Califor- 
nia and Pacific Synods while attending Eastern seminaries. The Board also consider- 
ed travel expenses to colleges and decided to limit travel allowance to the needy 
only to Midland College. 

The Board of Education has been of invaluable help in the past in assisting both 
college and seminary students, The committee extends its thanks and appreciation. 

During 1952 this committee has assisted many students both in College and 
seminary. Due to the large number of requests for help and the limited budget to 
work on we had to limit our ability to help. 

Two of our men who had been preparing for the ministry notified the president's 
office and thruogh it the Committee on Ministerial Education that they are not con- 
tinuing to plan on the ministry but are considering teaching. These men are Ray 
Nassen and James Grant.

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


First priority on our budget as a Synod is the apportionment of The United 
Lutheran Church in America. Again this year, as for many years past, this appon 
tionment has been met in full and ahead of time, payments being on an elevery 
month basis thus guaranteeing 100% of apportionment. Also, as in the past, oul 
Lutheran World Action quota was oversubscribed, but not all congregations met thei 
congregational quotas and some contributed not at all to this world-wide need cH 
relief and rehabilitation. Synod almost returned to the 100% column for the Synodicag 
budget (99%) plus; only a few missed meeting their full apportionment and severat 
went beyond the minimum goal. Only a continuous, year-round program of Steward 
ship education, using every material and tool available, can lift our people to the 
total commitment of all of life, all that they are and have, to the work of our Lord 
which is Christian Stewardship. In addition to the regular budget our congregation 
gave over $96,000 to the Pacific Lutheran Seminary Appeal this year. 


Throughout the year your Stewardship office miade available and distributed 
the Bible in Daily Living film: ‘45 Tioga Street’’ to congregations free of charge. All 
former films produced by our Church were likewise available and distributed ‘4 
congregations on request, and in 1953 all six U.L.C.A. films will be available and 
can be secured from the Publication House in Los Angeles by any congregation d ‘ 


siring them. A new film on Christian Tithing is promised for 1953. 


The annual Stewardship Conference of the U.L.C.A. was held in June at No 
western Seminary, Minneapolis; besides the Synodical secretaries and the Stewardy 
ship leaders there were present faculty represenatives from all of our seminaries 
Your Secretary attended the two day meeting and participated in the progra 
speaking on ‘What the Stewardship Secretaries Expect from the Seminaries.” 


Between September 18 and October 6 Church Councilmen’'s Institutes for Steward} 
ship were held throughout Synod, holding 16 meetings in 19 days, your Secretary and 
The Rev. Paul E. Valentiner presented the cause of Stewardship, Evangelism and) 
the Seminary Appeal to Councilmen and Pastors of almost all of our congregations 


The Institutes were very well received and some such program is planned for the 
fall of 1953. 


During the first half of the year the Stewarship Secretary gave much time to th¢ 
planning and promotion of the Pacific Seminary Appeal. In November he served thé 
National Lutheran Council as resource speaker at four PostHannover Conference 
in Oregon and Idaho. 


Again we express our thanks and sincere appreciation to the Lutheran Laymen’ 
Movement of the U.L.C.A. for supplying, without cost, the finest materials for use it 
every congregation and we urge all congregational Stewardship Committees to mak« 
full use of these materials and helps so that every congregation may have a yea 
round program of Stewarship education. We remind you again of the major emphase 
of this program: Proportioned Giving with the tithe as the reasonable first step; thi

PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


Pastors and congregations continued to make generous use of teacher-training 
filmstrips and records in 1953, and fair use was made of the filmstrips designed to 
teach various age-levels how to use and study the Bible. 

For the first time in our Synod, Vacation School Workshops were held—one at 
Grace Church, Alhambra, and one at First Church, Los Angeles. A fine staff of in- 
structors took care of about 150 teachers of our various churches. 

Quite the best attended conferences with a representative of the Board of Parish 
Education were held this year in our Synod. The Rev. George Ammon held 22 eve- 
ning conferences on Bible teaching; to these evening conferences 65 of our cogrega- 
lions sent 636 of their members. In addition to the evening conferences, Pastor Am- 
mon conducted 18 informal meetings with church school staffs of specific congrega- 
tions at dinner or supper meetings. 

Plans for 1953 call for possibly as many as twelve 2-day Vacation Church School 
Workshops distributed at key points throughout Synod, under the personal direction 
of a specialist of the Parish Education Board. 

The regular Fall itinerary of a Board Representative calls for his visiting perhaps 
15 of our congregations which will have indicated their desire to have him come 
there for the purpose of evaluating what their congregations are now doing in Parish 
Education, and working out steps for improvement of the same. In other words, the 
Sattern followed in the past several years will not be employed this year, but em- 
phasis will definitely be upon help for specific congregations in the field of Parish 
Education. We welcome the change. 

Three congregations of the Synod are carrying on the Children of the Church 
Srogram. These congregations are: Faith, Phoenix; St. John’s, Sacramento; and St. 
Matthew's, North Hollywood. Together they have contributed $176.45 which amount 
was sent to the Office of Synod. Mrs. Edward N. Spirer is the Synodical Treasurer 
of the Children of the Church.

The California Synodical Luther League, under the aggressive leadership of 
Miss Beverly Forsberg, President, has shown both growth and strength in Kingdom

This program dramatized the importance o 
giving—and centered its emphasis on the giving of clothing to the needy and the 
donation of blood to our fighting forces.

COMMITTEE ON SPECIAL CHURCHES 


Your committee begs to report that to the best of our knowledge we have at 
present four congregations in our synod using both the German and the English 
language. Three of these congregations, St. Paul's, Fresno, Wartburg, Fresno and 
St. Paul's, Canger consist of members that are Wolga German people. They immi- 
grated into this country around the beginning of this century. St. Matthews, San 
Francisco deals with people of German origin. For the first three decades of these 
churches German was largely used. Since about 1925 the English language was 
introduced and regular services in German and English are held every Sunday. 
Sunday schools, Luther Leagues and all meetings with the younger generation are 
conducted in English. Three churches use the weekly duplex envelope system and all 
four congregations make their contributions to the benevolent purposes of the church 
at large. 

Pastor Claus, St. Paul's, Fresno offered his church to the displaced families in his 
area. Services are conducted there by D.P. pastors in their respective languages. 
St. Matthews, San Francisco reports a strong increase in attendance due to the fact 
that many German families came to this country after the end of World War II. 


Your committee suggests to commend these pastors for their fine work preaching 
the gospel to them that could not be reached otherwise and request them to give their 
fullest attention to the younger generaion so that a change will gradually be com- 
sleted and the English language used.

REPORT OF TRAILER MINISTRY 


The year 1952 was a fruitful one for this ministry. The following is a list of the 
activities and the progress made: 

1. Eight mountain communities were served, namely, Sutter Creek, Jackson, Wes 
Point, Pioneer, Foresthill, Applegate, Somerset and Yankee Jim's. 

2. A total of 715 different children were reached through Sunday Schools ana 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools. ~ 

3. From June to August in an extensive Vacation Bible School program, 456 
children were reached in four schools totaling 40 days of classes. Many of thesq 
children had never before attended either Vacation Bible School or Sunday School} 
Three Luther Leaguers volunteered to devote their summer to assisting in this prof 
gram. Our sincere thanks to Miss Joyce Lampe, Phoenix, Ariz.; Miss Ardyce Meye 
Scribner, Nebr.; and Mr. Norris Frohow, Fresno, Calif. 

4, This past year we brought the Gospel to a school of handicapped childrex 
in Applegate. Their problems included all manner of mental and physical handicap 
which required a specialized Sunday School and Daily Vacation Bible Schoo 
program. 

5. While carrying on this summer program, regular services and Sunday School 
were held weekly in three communities. 

6. The communities served are mostly isolated lumber camps and since thd 
lumber industry is seasonal, the people are almost totally migratory. In most com 
munities we have a seasonal turnover of close to 100% yearly. Permanent organizay 
tion under these circumstances is impossible. Therefore, this ministry cannot becom! 
self-supporting in the foreseeable future. However, plans are now afoot to relieve thd! 
Synod of some of the financial burden of this mission project. 

7. We have traveled on the average of 500 miles per week the past year 
bringing the total mileage since the beginning in August, 1951, to 55,400 miles. | 

Our sincere thanks to the Synod and Board of American Missions for the financiat 
support of this ministry.

REPORT OF THE U.L.C.A. CONVENTION DELEGATES 


The 18th Biennial Convention of The United Lutheran Church in America wat 
held in Seattle, Washington, October 8-15, 1952. The sixteen elected delegates of tha 
California Synod attended all of the sessions; in addition, many of our pastors and 
laymen were present as visitors. Because so many from Synod were in attendanceé 
at Seattle and because the proceedings of the Convention were fully reported in “The 
Lutheran” and other papers, this report will highlight only the more significant action} 
in order to refresh your memory of them. 


A total of 623 official delegates (314 clergymen, 309 laymen) and over 50 
visitors attended this first convention West of the Rockies, plus representatives fro 
the affiliated churches of India, Japan, British Guiana and Liberia. A new Synod, th 
Caribbean, was received, making a total of 34 Synods now members of the U.L.C.Al 


Delegates returned to office by overwhelming majorities: Dr. Franklin C. Fry ai 
President and Dr. F. Eppling Reinartz as Secretary; due to illness Dr, Reinartz wa 
absent from the convention and his responsibilities were capably cared for by Dy 
Dwight Putnam. Also by great majorities Dr. Edmund F. Wagner was choset 
Treasurer and Dr. G. Elson Ruff editor of ‘The Lutheran.” Of special interest to ul 
of the California Synod was the reelection of our President, Dr. James P. Beasom, te 
the Board of American Missions; Dr. Theodore Bachmann, professor at Pacifi 
Lutheran Seminary, to the Board of Deaconess Work; and The Rev. Valentine 
Executive Director of our Seminary Campaign, to the Committee on Church Papers. 
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A great deal of debate and discussion, plus an informal public hearing, centered 
around the memorials from Synod on the use of the Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible in the stated lessons for the day. Finally by a vote of 343 to 198 the Common 
Service Book Committee was instructed” to request the Joint Commissions on the 
Liturgy and Hymnal to have printed in the new service book the text of the Revised 
Standard Version of the stated lessons for the day.” 


Two of the Boards had their legal names changed. The Board of Pensions and 
Relief will henceforth be known simply as the Board of Pensions; and the Parish and 
Church School Board becomes the Board of Parish Education. On the matter of pen- 
sions, two significant actions were taken; one insuring minimum annual pensions of 
$900.00 to retired or disabled pastors and missionaries, and $450.00 to widows; and 
the other raising the basis of Contributory Pensions from 4% to 8% of the total 
pastor’s salary given by the congregation beginning January 1, 1954, the pastor’s 
proportion remaining at 4%. 

A far-reaching forward step was taken when the Convention unanimously ac- 
cepted the thrilling and challenging opportunity for a new foreign mission field in 
Malaya. Thus our Church through its Board of Foreign Missions moves into an area 
inhabited by over 2 million Chinese at one of the world’s most dangerous crossroads. 


Celebrating its 25th anniversary, The Board of American Missions reported that 
in its first quarter-century it had helped to establish 1,060 congregations representing 
300,000 of the U.L.C.A. confirmed membership. During the past two years 173 home 
mission fields were surveyed and studied, and 107 were approved for immediate 
Occupancy; in addition, 20 older congregations were granted mission status. Fifty more 
new fiefds had been requested for survey this summer. During the biennium loans 
totaling over 3 million had been granted to assist in purchasing 78 lots and in building 
71 churches and 18 house chapels. One hundred eight congregations were helped in 
securing parsonages. The urgent, pressing need for church expansion moved the 
delegates to endorse a large increase in funds to be made available for this work; 
and also later in the convention a resolution was passed calling on the Board to 
expand the Church Extension programs, to stimulate benevolence giving through 
special literature, and to consider whether a special church-wide appeal for church 
extension funds was necessary. 


Budgets representing an annual increase of 14.7% over 1953 were adopted; 
$6,007,590 for 1945, and $6,013,090 for 1955. 


The Tuesday night session heard the reports of the National Lutheran Council 
ond the Lutheran World Federation. In emotion-packed addresses Dr. J. Igor Bella, 
Dr. Stewart Herman, and Dr. Paul Empie spoke on conditions in Europe, behind the 
Iron Curtain, in Latin America, in Palestine, and around the world. Mr. A. N. Luedders 
of the German Relief Agency, Hilfswerk, Hoyer, Krumholtz, Knubel, Wentz, and the 
U.L.C.A. Lutheran World Action director, The Rev. Frank Brown. Referring to L.W.A. 
President Fry said, ‘With discouraging regularity we of the UL.C.A. have fallen short 
of our L.W.A. goal. This year we have the opportunity to do our full share and to 
meet our goal. It is my deepest prayer that we shall not fail.” 


Other Board reports and actions included: The circulation of The Lutheran in- 
creased from 85,000 to 114,000. Deaconnesses are permitted to serve either with or 
without the distinctive garb of their calling and under either a ‘cooperative system’ 
or on a ‘salary basis’. Women’s Missionary Society membership reached 103,903, an 
increase of 12,000; receipts totaled over 114 millions, of which the U.L.C.A. Boards 
receive 87%. CHEY receipts stood at $6,400,000 of the 714 millions pledged. A com- 
mission of 16 to be appointed to survey and study the U.L.C.A. structural organization 
and report in 1954. Thorough study of participation of ordained men in Social Security 
was assigned to Board of Social Missions. Lutheran Laymen's Movement membership 
sassed the 1300 mark at convention, still shots from the Martin Luther film were 
reviewed, and a film on Christian tithing was promised for 1953. A statement on the 
Joctrine of the ministry adopted as a guide to the Church will encourage common 
standards for pastoral status among synods. Toronto, Canada, was selected as the 
site for the 1954 convention. 


As was to be expected, some of the most inspiring moments of the convention 
-yme during the services and the special events. The impressive opening Communion 
Service and Dr. Fry’s searching sermon on the text, “For God hath not given us the 
ssirit of fear, but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind”; together with the 
“aily devotional message of Convention Chaplain Harold R. Albert will be long 
-membered. The Lutheran Laymen’s Movement Banquet, attended by over 1100 
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delegates and vistors, heard Mr. Everett Mitchell, nationally known N.B.C. radio per 
sonality and prominent Lutheran layman, and cheered the announcement of the firs 
Everett Mitchell Stewardship of Life Award winners; Miss Eileen Kettler, of Mil 
waukee, Wisc., and Richard Shiffler, of Altoona, Pa. The Sunday afternoon presenta 
tion of the Parish and Church School Board, a dramatic musical parable “‘O Wore 
of God,” uniquely portrayed the Church’s emphasis on the Bible in daily living anc 
was witnessed by an overflow audience in the Metropolitan Theater. On Sunday 
night another overflow audience join ind a Youth night sponsored by the Luther 
League of America, and after a half-hour concert by the choir of Pacific Lutheran 
College, heard a panel of outstanding Lutherans representing labor, government, busi 
ness, church, education, home, and military, answer pointed questions from a grour 
of young people.

Those unable te 
pay the stipulated rental charge may secure the films for a free-will offering. Write 
for a folder of available films. 

The committee makes special appeal to the churches of synod to give the Epi- 
phany Appeal a better response than in 1952. Only 22 pastors ordered the excellent 
material made available for the asking. It is not too late for your church school te 
make a gift or receive an offering toward the 1953 appeal to assist in building chap. 
els in British Guiana. 

It is our hope that more of our congregations and church schools will consider 
the support of missionaries or parishes abroad in entire or partial support. There 
are also opportunities of assisting our overseas fields with special projects from 
twenty-five dollars or higher. It will bring a blessing to your church school to have 
a special foreign missions project on its budget. 

When was the last time you challenged one of your young people to consider 
full time work in one of our mission fields? The need is more critical than ever be: 
fore and our board urges you to assist them in answering the call to “come over and 
help us.’ There is opportunity for many talents in many fields. 

Call upon us for any assistance we can give you in keeping foreign missions 
work before your congregation. 

The Rev. Gene Vosseler, son of our own Pastor Vosseler in San Diego has 
accepted a call to serve as a missionary in British Guiana. ‘

It is recommended that the officers of Synod be constituted as the Trustees for 
the current year. 


It is recommended that the Convention of Synod reconfirm its action at the last 
Convention of Synod, setting aside the period from Easter to Pentecost as a period 
of Crusade for Evangelism. 

It is recommended that the calendar of causes be used in Synod and no funds 
shall be secured from congregations of Synod outside the period of the United 
Lutheran Church calendar of causes without special permission of the Executive 
Committee; that no agency shall have more than one month period in which to 
seek any funds from Synod. 


It is recommended that the Convention reaffirm its stand on Apportionment, that 
the first and primary call for benevolent funds of the congregations shall be the 
apportionment of Synod. 


It is recommended that the Synod in Convention express its sincere appreciation 
for the cooperation of the larger Church, especially the President of The United 
Lutheran Church, The Rev. Franklin Clark Fry; its Secretary, The Rev. F. Eppling 
Reinartz; and all others associated in the Boards and Agencies of the Church. 


It is further recommended that the Convention express its deep appreciation to 
the Editor of ‘The Lutheran,” The Rev. Dr. G. Elson Ruff and his staff, for their 
continued service to this territory, as well as the whole Church, through the 
editorial columns of ‘The Lutheran” itself; and that this Convention express 
itself in a determined manner to bring "The Lutheran” as the religious paper in 
every household of every member of every congregation of Synod, and that the 
Committee on The Lutheran be given every encouragement to make this possible. 


It is recommended that the Executive Committee be given the power to approve 
the minutes of the last session of this Convention, and a copy of such minutes be 
sent to each delegate, following the Convention. 

Due to the early date of the Convention of Synod, it was not possible to have 
the books of Synod audited for this Convention. It is therefore recommended that 
the Executive Committee be empowered to have the books of Synod audited and 
the President of Synod be authorized to send the statement of the Auditing Com- 
mittee to each Pastor and each congregation. 

It has been the history of this Synod for the Executive Committee to be em- 
powered to prepare the Budget for the coming year and present the Budget to 
the Conferences for study and to the Synod in Convention for final ratification. 
It is therefore the recommendation of the Executive Committee that Synod 
authorize the Executive Committee to prepare the Budget for 1954 for presentation 
to the Conferences of Synod, and for ratification at the 1954 Convention of Synod. 
Your Executive Committee recommends that the following be substituted for 
recommendation 6 in the regular Report of the Executive Committee: 


RULES GOVERNING PAYMENT OF TRAVEL EXPENSES OF DELEGATES 


1. Travel by train: 
(a) Laymen: Regular round-trip railroad fare. 
(b) Clergymen: Regular round-trip railroad fare at clergy rates. 


(c) Pull fare: Standard rates for both laymen and clergymen where over- 
night travel is necessary. Pullman fare allowed will not exceed the cost 


of lower berth. 
2. Travel by bus: 
(a) Laymen: Regular round-trip bus fare. 
(b) Clergymen: Regular round-trip bus fare. 


3. Travel by automobile: 


(a) Laymen and Clergymen: ; 
An allowance will be made for automobile travel equal to a laymen’s 


regular round-trip railroad fare plus pullman fare, or 7 cents per mile, 
whichever is the lesser amount. 


(b) Where two or more persons, whose travel expenses are to be allowed 
by the Synod, travel in the same automobile, the allowance of 7 cents 


per mile will be granted to only one person, 
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4. Travel by plane: 
(a) Laymen and Clergymen: 
‘An allowance will be made for airplane travel equal to a laymen’s 
regular round-trip railroad fare plus pullman fare, or the airplane fare, 
whichever is the lesser amount. 

13. In accordance with the action of the 1951 Convention of Synod, your Executive 
Committee granted a leave of absence to the President of Synod for three months 
following this Convention, Your Committee recommends to the Synod that he be 
given a grant of $4,000.00 to enable him and his wife to make the trip abroad, 
as formerly voted by the Synod, and that the Executive Committee be authorized 
to extend the leave of absence if the President of Synod should desire it.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


During the past year the Social Missions Committee of Synod has realized in- 
creasingly the value of the work being done by the Board of Social Missions of the 
ULCA as interpreted particularly through staff members Koch, Shearer and Letts. 

Literature made available through the Board include a quarterly paper edited by 
Dr. Koch. Also available for use in our Churches has been a list of inexpensive lit 
erature as announced on page 80 and 81 of the ULCA Year Book. Our Pastors are 
urged to make liberal use of these materials. 

A meeting of the entire Committee was held on May 5 at First Church, Los An- 
geles at which plans for the committee were outlined. The Chairman of your Com- 


mittee also discussed various phases of the program for the Synod with Dr. Koch and 
Pastor Letts while at the ULCA Convention in Seattle. 


Grants from the Synod of $300 for the Welfare Council of the North and $300 
for the Council in the South are much appreciated. We recommend that brief oral 
reports from these two organizations be heard in connection with this year’s Synod 
meeting. The Committee also recommends that the appreciation of the Synod be ex- 


pressed to the Board of Social Missions of the ULCA for again granting aid for these 
two organizations. 


The Board of Social Missions of the ULCA recently announced the holding of a 
School of Industrial Relations, June 8-12, 1953 on the campus of Muhlenberg College, 


Allentown, Pennsylvania. Your committee recommends that there be at least one rep- 
resentative from our Synod at this School.

Hospital at Oakland. 

Motion prevailed that the Synod instruct the Executive Committee to study the 
ossibility of raising the support of the Synod to the Welfare Councils of Northern and 
outhern California to $1,200 each in the 1954 Budget of the Synod.

| The Apportionment quota of Synod to The United Lutheran Church in America for 
1952 was $79,633.00, and it is to be noted that Synod was able to meet its quota

REPORT OF THE FAITH AND LIFE COMMITTEE 


The committee on Faith and Life held two meetings since the last convention of 
the Synod. The first meeting took place in the synodical office on June 9 and 10, 


1952, All members were present. The following important items were given consider- 
ation by the committee: 


. Confirmation rallies 

. Synodical youth director 

A pastoral retreat 

. Christian catechetics 

. Faith and Life committee in each congreation of the synod 
Evangelism and stewardship 


- The possible redating of the devotional booklet on behalf of the Pacific Luth: 
eran Seminary Appeal 


8. Family altar 
9. Lutheran League convention dates 


The committee reports that in regard to the confirmation rallies of 1952, fifty 
young people attended the rally in Phoenix. Approximately the same.number at 
tended the Northern conference rally at the. seminary, but the Southern conference 
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rally was canceled due to conflicting dates. The committee is in agreement on the 
1 worth of confirmation rallies and plans a more careful preparation for the 1953 
tallies to be held between Easter and Pentecost. 


The committee noted with appreciation the progress being made toward the 
securing of a full time youth director in the synod, and offered encouragement to 
the Executive Committee to continue efforts toward the completion of this project. 

After extended discussion, the committee decided to explore. the possibility of a 

; synod-wide pastoral retreat at Camp Yolijwa immediately following the regular camp 
_ period. Accordingly, cards were sent to all pastors soliciting their interest in a retreat 
to be held August 18-20. Cards were returned from fifty-eight pastors indicating a 
lively interest in the idea of a retreat, but the dates were impossible for a large 
Majority. Replies may be grouped as follows: 17 planned to attend; 35 were inter- 
“ested but unable to attend on the suggested dates; 4 were definitely interested but 
‘uncertain about attendance on the above mentioned dates; and two cards were 
blank. In the light of these results, plans for the retreat were canceled with the sug- 
“gestion to the conference presidents that the program at fall conference be set up 
/withm a strong spiritual emphasis. 

In connection with the study on Christian catechetics in the synod, the commit- 
‘tee developed a questionnaire which was sent to each pastor. The purpose of the 
“questionnaire was to gather information on which the committee could base further 
study and plans for action. Reports were received from 60 of the pastors and tabula- 
tions made of the replies to the various questions. Results are to be presented at the 
-1953 convention of synod in connection with this report. 


The secretary of the committee was instructed to address letters to the confer- 
“ence presidents expressing the committee’s desire to be of help to the Luther League 
‘and in the whole program of our youth, commending the Northern conference for 
‘holding the Luther League convention on Friday and Saturday, enabling pastors to 
attend. A suggestion was to be included in the letter encouraging both conferences 
‘to have their conventions regularly on Friday and Saturday so that pastors could 
‘attend. The committee also instructed that a letter be sent to the synod Luther League 

Advisor encouraging the synodical league to consider having its convention at a 
time other than Labor Day and, preferably, on a Friday and Saturday. 
Note was made of the fact that Pastor Paul Valentiner and Pastor Paul Romeis 
‘under the direction of President Beasom would be conducting councilmen’s rallies in 
December. The committee felt that the following emphasis would be helpful in con- 
nection with these rallies: 


1. Intensified study of councilmen’s installation services 

2. Implementation and use of standing committees 

3. Proportionate giving with a tithe as a reasonable first step 

The Faith and Life Committee met on October 29 and 30 at the Teris Hotel in 
Los Angeles. All members were present except Pastor Robert Romeis. 

Suggested for the agenda were the following items: . 

1. Synodical youth worker 

2. Structrual organization of the synod of California 

3. Acceleration of the laymen’s program 

4, A program of year around evangelism 

5. Convention rallies 

6. The feasibility of more conferences in the synod 

The committee presented these items to the Executive Committee for its consid- 


eration: 

| 1. That the Executive Committee consider the advisability of establishing a 
policy whereby the synod be responsible for planning and conducting the communion 
service at the opening of the Synodical Convention, and other services during the 
year in which the synod is officially involved. 

2. That the Christian's Devotional Life be the theme for the meditations of the 
chaplain at the next synodical convention. 

3. That the Executive Committee explore the feasibility of providing for our 
pastors and the pastors of the Pacific Synod a “Seminary Week” for inspiration, in- 
struction and fellowship. 

4, That the Executive Committee prepare, in addition to the regular synodical 
convention bulletin, a digest of major items of business and send the same to each 
‘ay delegate, aiding him to better understand contemplated convention business. 
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1. That in accordance with the change in the name of the “Parish and Chure 
School Board” of the United Lutheran Convention to the “Board of Parish Education, 
that the youth worker be called a "Synodical Director of Parish Education. Th 
committee also reiterated the hope that this office will be given continued consi 
eration and brought to fruition at an early date. 

2. That the conduct of the 1953 Confirmation Rallies between Palm Sunday an 
Pentecost be referred to the Parish and Church School Committee of the Synod. 

3. That in the interest of increasing the proportion of confirmed members wh 
receive the Sacrament of the Altar regularly, the following procedures be used: |

The committee presents to the synod the following recommendations: : 


a. A systematic follow-up of those who do not commune by special letter: 
personal calls by the pastor and/or Church Councilmen, as well as oth 
ways emphasizing the importance of the Lord’s Supper in the life of th 
Christian. 

b. Provision of more frequent opportunity to commune, such as addition 
services on communion Sunday and an increased number of communion 
Sundays. It was observed that many congregations offer communion 
eight times a year and others once each month. 

4. That each congregation of the synod be encouraged to appoint a Faith an 
Life Committee within its congregation. (The Faith and Life Committee of the syno 
contemplates providing a self study analysis sheet for each congregation to be use’ 
under the direction of the congregational Faith and Life Committee.) 

5. That in the interest of helping laymen know more fully the power of God a 
work in His Word, consideration be given the possibility of: 

a. Creating within congregations special interest fellowships of lay member: 
for the purpose of studying the Word of God at work in daily livin 
through stewdarship, evangelism, and Christian education. 

b. Providing area lay retreats for the same purposes.

REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON LUTHERAN STUDENT WORK 


The Synodical: Committee on Student Work held a meeting on Tuesday, Novem 
ber 10th. A general discussion of the student work on the territory of Synod wa 
discussed. Rev. Clyde Grimstvedt, Western Secretary for Student Work, Nationa 
Lutheran Council was present with the Committee and presented a report of th 
work of the foundations. Inasmuch as there were not a majority of the members pres 
ent, the Committee offers no recommendations. 


The Synod should be advised however, that the student work while being ex 
panded so far as program is concerned, continues on a very shaky financial basis 
It must be said again that our own Synod is not measuring up to its financial respon 
sibility for this work. The Foundations have striven to make their constitutions satis 
factory to the Synod. We have proportionate representation but we are not makin 
proportionate contributions on the local level. The National Lutheran Council throug 
jts Division of Student Work makes annual grants to the Foundations in our Synod 
These grants do not care for the salaries (at least in South) for the full-time Studen 
Executive Director. Funds must be secured from congregations, auxiliaries, individual 
and synods or districts to care for the operating costs of the programs. 


The policy of our synod seems to be that token grants may be made by Syno 
and the congregations should contribute generously to the Foundations, Frankly, thi 
doesn’t work. With a large number of our congregations in all Lutheran bodies bein: 
mission congregations there just aren’t the funds for grants to Student Work. Con: 
sequently the work suffers. It would seem wise for Synod to assess its interest i 
Student Work and to determine to more adequate support same. We ought not b 
willing to continue to let our Sister Lutheran groups do more than their proportionat 
share to bring a ministry to Lutheran students on the campuses of our Synod.

PACIFIC LUTHERAN SEMINARY APPEAL 
EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


Keenly aware of the need for substantial funds to improve property purchased 
in cooperation with the Pacific Synod for the establishment of the Pacific Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, the California Synod in special convention at Berkeley, October 
1, 1951 unanimously voted to conduct an Appeal for a quarter of a million dollars 
during the calendar year of 1952 on behalf of the proposed institution. 


In December 1951 arrangements were concluded whereby the Rev. Paul E. Val- 
entiner, Springfield, Ohio, National Publicity Director for the Christian Higher Educa- 
tion Year Appeal, was to move to California for six months to serve as Executive 
Director of the effort. The services of the Rev. Rees Edgar Tulloss, Ph.D., Springfield, 
Ohio, CHEY General Director, were secured (without charge, except for expenses on 
a brief survey trip to California) in a consultative and advisory capacity. 


At a meeting of the Synodical Executive Board on January 16, 1952 Headquart- 
ers for the Appeal were established in the Synod office in Los Angeles. The. Rev. 
James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., was selected as General Chairman of the effort. The Rev. 
H. Paul Romeis and Mr. Leo S. Johnston were selected as clergy and lay Synodical 
directors respectively. Shortly thereafter a guiding committee composed of the duly 
elected members of the Executive Board of Synod plus Dr. J. George Dorn, San Fran- 
cisco, and Dr. Albert Schwertz, Los Angeles, was appointed. 


The Synod territory was subdivided into 12 districts with a District Chairman for 
each area as follows:

On February 18 and 19, the members of the Guiding Committee and the District 
Chairmen met at the Synod office to acquaint themselves with the Plan of Action 
and to discuss various aspects of the Appeal. The total goal was divided into two 
parts: a congregational goal of $200,000 and a major gift goal of $50,000. To achieve 
the congregational goal, quotas were established for each congregation on the basis 
of $13.75 per communing member. 


Between February 18 and March 18, meetings with pastors and leading laymen 
were conducted in each of the districts with the exception of Hawaii. Between April 
20 and May 16 District Workers Rallys were held throughout the territory. 


In the meantime Appeal materials were prepared and published. These included: 
Plan of Action booklet, Solicitors Manual, Report Forms, Pledge Cards, ‘That They 
Might Hear’, "Tell Me”, “Our Congregation Said Yes’, Instruction Sheets, Workers 
Rits, Workers Report Envelopes, Master List Covers, Congregation Work Sheets, ‘Can 
You Help In This?”, Advance Gift Letters, Daily Investment Cards, Treasurer’s Re- 
port Forms, Receipt Books, Expense Vouchers, Speakers Materials, Clip Sheets, Letter- 
heads and Mailing Envelopes. 

A Major Gifts Committee was appointed, consisting of Mr. Gilbert Olson, Chair- 
man, Robert Bremmer, C. H. Bonhoff, and Dr. J. George Dorn. The Committee met 
“wice in Los Angeles. The members were instructed and given prospects to contact 
for major gifts to the Appeal. 

When the Rev. R. Bertram Reed resigned his pastorate at Hollywood Church 
«nd left Synod in April, the Rev. Henry Scherer accepted the District Chairmanship 
+f the Los Angeles district.

Advance Gift Subscription began on April 27 and the General Congregationo 
Subscription on May 18. The suggested solicitation period closed on June 1 with 
total of $119,818 definitely assured by the congregations. 


At the request of the Executive Committee of Synod, the Executive Directo 
agreed to remain an additional six months to carry forward the Appeal among the 
numerous congregations that had delayed their effort until later in the year, and ta 
assist the Synod in carrying forward its Stewardship and Evangelism program. Hada 
all the congregations of Synod been in a position to conform to the time schedule 
suggested by the Guidig Committee, this extra period of service would not have bee 
necessary. * 


During succeeding months congregations which had been late in starting the) 
effort reported additional assurances to bring the total on October 31, to $179,713 


In July and August, when Appeal activity was at its lowest ebb, the Executive 
Director, foregoing the major portion of his vacation, prepared the Suggested Falk 
Program for the Congregations of Synod including the Seventy Prayer-Powered Days 
material. He also wrote, edited and supervised publication of the California Synod 
Decade of Development booklet ‘El Camino Real’. He served as editor for the spring 
and summer issues of the Golden State Lutheran. His office handled the mailing of 
these four publications in addition to the mailing of all Appeal materials. At the 
Seattle Convention of the ULCA he unofficially represented the California Synod} 
while serving as editor of the ‘Daily Events’ publication and in the ULCA News) 
Room. He served the Executive Committee and the Camp Committee in a consultative 
capacity relative to ways and means of putting the Youth Program Appeal into qa 
tion. The Executive Director delivered 114 sermons and/or addresses during his} 
tenure with the Synod. 


From September 18 to October 6, the Executive Director accompanied the Rev¥ 
H. Paul Romeis, Assitsant to the President of Synod, on a visit to all territorial areas 
of Synod presenting the cause of Stewardship, Evangelism and the Appeal. 


The latest available report on the Appeal status will be presented to the Synod 
in a supplementary mimeographed form at the time of the Appeal presentation. 
addition to the present assured total, a conservative estimate of the amounts promise 
by pastors and congregations would seem to indicate that a total of approximately; 
$225,000 can be counted upon. When those congregations which have not yet made 
any response to the Appeal do their full share, the total will be substantially higher. 


It will be noted that the Appeal for the original congregational goal will be su 
cessful. On the other hand the Appeal for Major Gifts is far short of the goal. This 
should not be construed as evidence of a lack of effort on the part of the members 
of the Major Gifts Committee. It should be remembered that most substantial gifts 
come after a long season of cultivation and as a result of loyalties that develop 
over a period of time. Contacts have been made that may well produce sizable gifts 
in future days. 


The Executive Director desires to use this opportunity to express his deep ap 
preciation to the members of Synod for their splendid cooperation with him in this 
effort, for the cordial way in which he has been received into the fellowship of Synod 
and for the many, many evidences of affection and friendship accorded him by both 
pastors and laymen.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


As we meet together for the Sixty-first Annual Convention of the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the Synod of California of the United Lutheran Church in 
America it is my privilege to bring to you a report of our activities during 1952. 
Making such a report could be a dangerous thing, for it is all too easy to let the 
accomplishments of the past lull us into a sense of self-satisfaction. Any report on 
the work of the Church in this day must not be a recitation of how much has been 
done, but how little. It is perilous pride to spend time in congraulating ourselves on 
what we have done. We can, and should, have only a spirit of humble gratitude tha 
God has blessed our efforts and guided us to the attainment of any objectives we 
have reached. It is He who builds His Church. We are the instruments in His hands 
Without Him we can do nothing. With Him strengthening us we can do all things 
That's always our spirit. And there is much yet to do. 


The duties and activities of the President during the past year have beer 
numerous. Besides presiding over meetings of the Executive Board, I have represente< 
the Society before many groups with in our Synod. It was also my privilege t 
attend the Presidents’ Conference in Philadelphia in September, 1952, as well as th 
General Convention which followed and the meetings of our own Northern an 
Southern Conferences. Many miscellaneous problems and situations have presente 
themselves, and I have tried to care for them to the best of my ability. Not the leas 
of the responsibilities is a voluminous correspondence. But every hour spent am 
every mile traveled has added to the joy of serving. 


California was privileged to send nine delegates to the General Convention 1 
Philadelphia, September 20-24, 1952. In addition to our delegates were our forme 
national vice president, Mrs. F. P. Reiter, and four visitors. The sessions proved to b 
mountain-top experience in inspiration, information, and fellowship. Our Synodicc 


Society was significantly honored by the election of Mrs. James P. Beasom to th 
General Executive Board. 
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: As we review our year’s work we note progress along many lines and indica- 
ons of real spiritual—as well as material—growth. We welcome into our fellowship 
even new societies organized during 1952. They are: 

Wome of the Church, Lihue. 

Women of the Church, Faith, Fersno. 

Women's Society, St. Paul‘s, Honolulu. 

Women of the Church, Harbor Gate, Richmond. 

Women of the Church, Gloria Dei, Long Beach.

Missionary Friends, Salem, Whittier. 


A number of other groups are anticipating organization and affiliation with the 
ynodical Society in the near future. We now report 98 Societies with practically 
very church within our Synod having one or more organizations affiliated with our 
roup. We now number 3261 members—a gain of 257. However, this number repre- 
ents only a small portion of the women in the churches of our Synod, and because 
re feel that it is unfair that comparatively few women should enjoy Christian service 
rough the Women’s Missionary Society we cannot rest until every woman in every 
ongregation is reached through our program. 

A study of the reports of the officers and secretaries indicate a steady if not 
pectacular progress in many directions. Our women have responded splendidly to 
ee-will offering and will rejoice to hear that so successful has this plan been during 
1e¢ past triennium that at our General Convention it was voted to continue on this 
asis. On five of the budgeted items we have gone over the top. On Thank Offering 
re could have gone over the top, too, if each one of us had put a mere 1% cents 
lore per month in our boxes. 

Of great concern to all of us is the 40% shortage in our Synodical Missions 
und. Surely, we who live in the greatest mission field in the United States will want 
) contribute directly to this ongoing work of the Kingdom at our doorsteps. So con- 
Jent are your officers that you will rise to this challenge that for 1953 they have 
creased this item on the budget. This they felt called upon to do when, through 
ie efforts of our good friend and advisor, Dr. James P. Beasom, president of the 
ynod of California, copies of a fine brochure, entitled ‘El Camino Real,” presenting 
. graphs, charts, and pictures the growth of the church within our Synod during the 
1st decade, were made available to us for distribution through our congregation. We 
el sure that if these brochures are rightly presented our congregations will want to 
1are with us in a free-will offering to this wonderful cause. 

Our magazine subscriptions are climbing. At the General Convention we re- 
sived honorable mention for being among the top six synodical societies as far as 
‘eatest gain in subscriptions to LUTHERAN WOMAN'S WORK. Why not strive for 
e national goal—a magazine for every member’’? 

The filmstrip, "How Lutheran Women Work,’ has been made available to all 
ir societies during 1952 and has been well received. We pray that our societies 
ill continue to make use of the audio-visual aids offered us by the Church and its 
yencies. 

We express our gratitude to the Board of Deaconess Work for assigning Sister 
ary Jane Jessen to promote the work of the diaconate within our Synod for six 
eeks during 1952. It was a blessed privilege to have her in our midst, and we pray 
at more of our young women will feel called to follow in her footsteps and those 

our present candidate for the diaconate, Sister Patricia Chafin, now enrolled at the 
iladelphia Motherhouse. 

We rejoice in the opening of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary at 
rkeley, and we pledge our continued prayers and interest to its program. As 
gible evidence of this interest we were able to turn over to th Board of Directors 
the Seminary the sum of $2217.73 for books for the library. 

With worship, membership, and stewardship continuing as challenging objec- 
es for us we look now to a new Triennial Emphasis—’’Making His Way Known 
rough the Ministry of Mercy, the Ministry of Teaching, and the Ministry of 
angelism.” It is an emphasis the success of which cannot be measured so much 

enlarged figures as by an informed, dedicated membership. Our task, therefore, 
ting the triennium will be primarily one of education, and good education will 
ult in budget support. When you have become informed you will want to give, 
d when you give be sure to send your funds to projects included in the Women’s 


ssionary Society budget.

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As your president, I am thankful to God for faithful co-laborers on the Executi 
Board and in the local congregations who have given themselves unselfishly that th 
work of Jesus Christ might go on. I am grateful to all who counselled and guid 
my thoughts and activities as I tried to pursue the policies of the Women’s Mission 
Society.

_ “Moreover, we know that to those who love God, who are called according to 
His plan, everything fits into a pattern for good.” Romans VIII, 28. (J. B. Phillips 
translation.) 


Four times the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California has elected and called 
me to the Office of the President of Synod: Twice as Pastor-President and twice as 
full-time President. Thus, four times I have been installed in this office of the 
President of Synod. Four times I have taken very seriously every portion of the 
Service of Installation and I have felt sincerely and consciously that all of Synod 
was praying for me in that prayer of Installation which contains five petitions to 
Almighty God. 


I. The first petition: ‘The Lord direct you in all your ways.’ I am frank to con- 
fess that in many of my ways in this Office God must not have been well pleased, 
but I have sincerely felt that the Lord was using many means to direct me so that 
His people numbered in this Synod might be privileged to do His Will in the building 
of His Kingdom, both on the territory of Synod and beyond its borders through its 
benevolences. I am confident that much of what has been accomplished during this 
period in this Office would not have been accomplished had not He been the force 
in the direction of it all, for even that which seemingly I did not want to do that 
He brought me to do. 

II. The second petition: ‘Strengthen you by His Grace.” How grateful I am for 
our loving and merciful Saviour, Who has seen fit to show me in no uncertain man- 
ner His power to strengthen me in body, in mind and spirit, even though I deserved 
his chastisement alone. How can I thank the Church for this petition in this prayer, 
for I say with St. Paul that by the grace of God I am what I am. 

Il. “Enrich you for your ministry.” On so many occasions He has opened my 
eyes to see His miracle: The salvation of souls, the birth of congregations, the 
ministry of the word and sacraments, the ministry of mercy, the calling of souls to 
service, the creations of institutions of love and learning, and in so many and so 
varied ways. For all of these, I can only thank, praise, and seek continually to serve 
Him as He may see fit to use me. 

IV. “Fill you with faith and love.” Time and again I have told you that I did 
not know where we were going, only did I know that He was leading, leading us 
onward and onward. In a very real way we were given strength in your prayers to 
stand on the promises and believe that He would go with us if we would but serve 
in His Name, in love. In this way, He has shown us fields and congregations have 
come into being. He has shown us plans and money has been made available and 
men have been willing to enter into the fields and serve. He has laid upon our hearts 
needs and strange as it may seem, those needs have brought into being through His 
Church the institutions which are a part of our Synod and others in various areas of 
the whole Church the world over. How wonderfully He has done it all. 

V. “Give you all joy in believing.” As I now review these years which you have 
permitted me to serve, I sincerely and truly can say: “I count it ‘all joy in believing,’ 
that He has been willing to use, yes, even me.” And strange as it seems to me, He 
could use me, for it appears to me that by the power of His Holy Spirit, His very body, 
the Church of Jesus Christ, is here manifest in the works and life of the Kingdom. 

The Installation Service was not just a ritual those four times I was inducted into 
this Office, but a service of the Church of our Living Lord and the prayer of Installa- 
tion was offered and the above petitions uttered by believing souls within the Church, 
this Synod, with the sincere hope: That I might fulfill the Office to which I was elected 
and called to the honor and the praise of Almighty God. 

As I now once more return the Office of the President of Synod to this Convention 
of Synod, I would make:no judgment or comments on that which has transpired over 
these period of years. Instead I place them upon the Altar of our Lord and God and 
before the Synod, with the prayer that they may be acceptable in His sight and that 
what has been done may be used in the continuing years to come in an ever-increas- 
ing manner to His praise and honor and to the extension of His Kingdom. 
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As we begin the sessions of this our Sixty-Third Annual Convention, may we be 
guided by the Holy Spirit alone, that we may learn His plan for us, for, “we know 
that to those who love God, who are called according to His plan, everything fits into 
a pattern for good.’ Thus that we might have a good Convention,, let us one and all 
pray for guidance for His pjan for us. 

As the reports are given, there will be revealed to each of us, if we will but seek 
the help of the Lord, the way in which we shall both act and vote that all may be 
pleasing to Him. A few of the items that shall come before us, your President now 
presents to you: 


> 


THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED. We have now had a full 
year of the ministry of Dr. O, W. Ebright as the Director of our California Lutheran 
Home for the Aged. Under his understanding and able leadership the Home has 
moved forward to the place where it is now an outstanding institution of our Church 
and self-supporting in its program. Your President of Synod requests that each pastor 
and each congregation make provision for Dr. Ebright to present the appeal of the 
Home and the information regarding the Home to the congregations of Synod. We 
must not withhold this ministry of mercy and all the joys therein from our people. All 
must feel a part of, and having a share in, its every experience. 


THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. Far beyond our highest ex- 
pectations the first year of our Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary came to a close 
in the Spring of 1953. Many of its graduates are now pastors of our Synod, leading 
the work of the Church in a magnificent way. We have all felt the strengthening of 
our congregations and of our Synod by this institution of higher education on our 
territory. We are truly grateful for the leadership of our Seminary in its President, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles B. Foelsch. 


THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP TRAINING CORPORATION. I am sure that there is no 
question in any of the minds of our people or our pastors that our greatest need is 
found in our guidance and our leadership training of our youth. We shall always owe 
a great debt of gratitude for the work that is being done for our young people under 
the excellent ministry of the Rev. John Foerster. The year 1953 has been a year in 
which we have sought to give emphasis in a Youth Crusade. The report will be given 
to the Convention of Synod, but the report should not end at this Convention, for this 
shall be in the days of our immediate future a need which shall demand our sincere 
prayers and our every assistance. 


THE MARCH OF MISSIONS. The year 1953 has been another year in the great March 
of Missions of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California. A number of new congre- 
gations will be received at this Convention of Synod, a number of other congregations 
are coming into being under the leadership of Board Missionaries and mission pastors. 
To ali of the mission developers your President of Synod would extend, through Synod, 
a word of deep gratitude and to each congregation, a sincere Christian welcome into 


the fellowship of Synod. Let us go forward into the year ahead with continuing en- 
thusiasm in our March of Missions. 


THE BUDGET OF SYNOD. In the presentation of the Budget of Synod your President 
has a sense of deep responsibility to his Office, for he recognizes that the plan of our 
Lord and the extension of His Kingdom is found in almost every item that is involved 
in the Budget and thus he would place it upon the heart of the Church so that each 
delegate, pastor and lay present, and each congregation of Synod might rise up not 
only to accept the apportioned quota assigned, but might begin the New Year of 1954 
with a definite determination to go the second mile and to pay in apportionment to 
the Synod of California for the Causes of the Church, 110% or 120%. This can be done 


if we all, in prayer, will present honestly before cur people the tremendous task that 
lies ahead. 


When one studies the Budget of Synod, one must recognize that the Synod is a 
constituent part of The United Lutheran Church in America and thus approximately 
50% of the Budget of Synod should be allocated for the apportionment of The United 
Lutheran Church in America and all the Causes of the Church. That which we con- 
tribute in benevolence for The United Lutheran Church in America does not only give 
us opportunity to participate in all of the Causes of the whole Church, but likewise in 
that which comes back to this territory to assist us to enter fields and to go on the 
continuing March of Missions. We shall always be grateful to the Board of American 
Missions of our United Lutheran Church, which at this present moment has invested 
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over $1,000,000.00 in loans to our congregations, making it possible for many of our 
people to worship in houses dedicated to the honor and glory of Almighty God. There 
are many other of our congregations that are still unhoused. We must still seek, 
through the Church, for assistance for these congregations. Besides the material build- 
ings, the Board of American Missions assists in salaries and other grants to congrega- 
tions to make possible the ministry of our mission pastors and makes possible all of 
the salary of our Board Missionaries for the developing fields. If it were only for this 
Cause alone, we should go the second mile or more and grant to The United Lutheran 
Church more than 100% of its benevolent budget from ‘Synod. Because of this 50-50 
proportion for our Budget that we might insure and protect the needs of the larger 
Church, it is difficult for Synod to place in its Budget all of the demands that come to 
our congregations and come to Synod. Thus it is necessary for Synod to find other 
ways and means to give assistance to these activities. 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION. The year 1953 found the greatest difficulty in 
Synod in raising our Lutheran World Action, while almost every other Synod of The 
United Lutheran Church and every Church of the National Lutheran Council found it 
easy and raised 100% or more of its benevolent goals for Lutheran World Action. I 
can only, as President of Synod, place more heavily upon the hearts of the Church 
this dynamic need throughout the whole world: Here is our opportunity for wider 
giving and truly showing the Christian spirit to the needy areas of the Church. Plan 
early for the Lutheran World Action appeal. Be sure that all of the materials available 
are given to the people of our congregations. 


LUTHERAN WELFARE SERVICES. We are fortunate to have upon our territory 
a Lutheran Welfare Service of Northern California and a Lutheran Welfare Service of 
Southern California. As you will note from the Budget, we can only place in the 
Budget a token payment to these Services, showing our aproval of them and our de- 
sire to cooperate. Thus we would ask that the congregations of Synod give opportu- 
nity for presentation of the cause of these Services to our membership or to our. 
Church Councils so that an adequate support can come from our people commensu- 
rate with the needs that are being met by these welfare agencies of our Church. 


LUTHERAN STUDENT FOUNDATIONS. Upon the territory of Synod we have some 
of the strongest and finest institutions of higher education in our land, but most of 
these are State institutions without a religious ministry. To assist the Church in the 
guidance of her youth in these institutions, we have founded a Lutheran Student Foun- 
dation — North and a Lutheran Student Foundation — South. These too need our 
assistance and these too have been given token payments in the Budget of Synod. 
Thus I, as President of Synod, would request our congregations to give opportunity for 
the presentation of the needs of these Foundations, so that there shall arise a con- 
stituency within Synod of support for the Foundations. 


As I bring this report to a close, I do so with a deep sense of gratitude, gratitude 
to all of Synod for making possible the privilege of serving in this Office during 
this term; gratitude to all of Synod for the kindness shown to Mrs. Beasom and 
myself in making possible our European Adventure this past Summer; gratitude 
to all those who are working on the staff of the Synod or on the staff of the in- 
stitutions or agencies of the Synod, to all our mission pastors and pastors of self- 
supporting congregations who have so faithfully endeavored to fulfill their ministry 
to which God has called them; grateful to all of the organizations of Synod, our 
Synodical Women’s Missionary Society that has helped us in our mission program of 
Synod year after year, the Brotherhood that has given to us the leadership of our 
men in so many ways, our Luther Leagues that have strengthened our congregations 
by their dynamic energy; gratitude to all of our congregations and all of our mem- 
bership for the magnificient way that Synod has moved forward over the years to 
accomplish that which God has put upon our hearts to perform. 


My closing prayer is one of thanksgiving unto Almighty God and one of petition 
that He shall grant to each of us the ability to open up our eyes to see the fields yet 
white unto the harvest and the Lord calling us to enter into this harvest, that the Lord 
will open up our ears to hear the word of our Lord and our God as He calls through 
the needs, to come over and help, that as we move into a new year of service, we 
should never lose sight of our Jesus, that we shall see Him in everything that we may 
do or plan, knowing that if we continue in His love and conscious of His calling, He 
shall work everything out for good and that we shall not only have had a good Con- 
vention and that we shall have gone away from this meeting of our Church feeling 
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the goodness of our Lord, but we shall walk in the confidence that the days ahead 
shall work into a complete and perfect pattern for good for each and every one of 
us who believe in Him and who are confident in the calling that He has granted unto 
us by the power of His Holy Spirit.

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REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 
December 31, 1953 


Fathers and Brethren: 


This has been a happy decade for your statistician. With this tenth report he 
makes to you, he wishes to record his thanks for the honor you have paid him in 
returning him so often to this office; and his gratitude for the uniform courtesy and 
kindliness you have shown. Accuracy and promptness of reporting has grown with 
the years, The latest report for 1953 would have been prompt for 1948 and the most 
faulty would have been quite accurate for that same year. 


The greatest thrill of all has been in watching how God has blessed the work 
of the pastors and congregations for the past ten years in our Synod. The next page 
tabulates some of the gains, so far as figures can indicate them. We pray that the 
Holy Spirit may continue to go before and follow after us, that our sowing the seed, 
which is the Word of God, may be faithful; and the harvest may continue to be 
lavish. 


Two chief indications of inward growth also keep going upward: the average 
number of confirmed members taking communion grew from 72.96% to 73.74%— 
average giving per confirmed member increased from $62.51 to $66.92.

LUTHERAN REPORT 


During 1953 The Lutheran Synodical Plan was in effect during the three month 
period of October, November, and December. During this time the yearly subscription 
rate was reduced from $3.50 a year to $2.00. To qualify for this $2.00 rate a parish 
needed to submit a minimum of ten subscriptions on its original order. 

As of December 16, 35 lists were received with a total of 1,651 subscriptions as 
compared with 1,175 from the same congregations last year. This represents an. in- 
crease of 40%, which is really remarkable. 

‘ Six of the lists are 100%, four of the 100% lists are in that category for the first 
me. 

There are five congregations which are participating this year, which did not 
send in lists last year. This is a healthy sign, and it looks as though we have a 
good chance of achieving close to 100% participation this year.

REPORT OF STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


It is gratifying to be able to report that the apportionment to The United Lutheran 
Church in America has been met again 100% and ahead of schedule. This is due to 
the fact that the U.L.C.A. has priority in our budget and payments are made on an 
eleven month basis, thus guaranteeing the full apportionment. The Lutheran World 
Action quota was met 100% but not all congregations did their full share and some 
contributed nothing to this world-wide need. At this writing it is: doubtful whether 
Synod will reach 100% of its Synodical budget. The trend in Stewardship throughout 
the whole Church is steadily upward, and likewise in our Synod, but it will take a 
continuous, year-around program of education to lift our people to the total commit- 
ment of all of life to the work of our Lord, which is Christian Stewardship. In addition 
to the regular budget our congregations gave over $49,000 to the Pacific Lutheran 
Seminary Appeal and over $22,000 to the Crusade for Youth. 


All six Stewardship films are available for your use from the United Lutheran 
Book Store in Los Angeles. The nationwide success of the film “Martin Luther’ which 
spearheaded our 1953 Stewardship activities, was evidenced in our Synod with record 
tuns and large attendances reported. It is not likely that this film will be available 
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for congregational use for another year. A new Stewardship film, probably on tithing, 
is scheduled to be made this year. 

Your Secretary attended and participated in the program of the annual confer- 
ence of Stewardship Secretaries, held on the campus of the Philadelphia Seminary in 
June. Faculty representatives of all our Seminaries were in attendance. The 1954 Con- 
ference is scheduled for Central Seminary at Fremont, Nebraska. 

We express our thanks and appreciation to the Lutheran Laymen's Movement 
and the Stewardship office of the U.L.C.A. for supply, without cost, of the fine ma- 
terials for use in every congregation, and we strongly urge all congregational Ste- 
wardship Committees to avail themselves of these materials and helps to make pos- 
sible a year-around program of Stewardship education in every congregation. 

We call to your attention again the major emphases of this program: Proportion- 
ate Giving with the tithe as the reasonable first step; Stewardship of all of life; the 
50-50 budget; Child and Youth Stewardship; Christian vocation, and Christian Wills.

For example, recently the cover page carried a picture of 
two Pacific Lutheran Seminary students making a survey in the Walnut Creek area, 

The Reporter is always anxious to have news from our churches. Some are send- 
ing us their weekly News Letters and monthly publications. This is good. Through the 
Synod office we are able to secure much information on what is happening but we 
would appreciate it if you would send us the news directly. ; 

Let us remind you again that not always is the event which happens in your 
church news for a magazine of national scope. Confirmation classes, for example, are 
not news unless some unusual things occur in connection with the class. A class pic- 
ture without some unusual things about it could not be printed without having to 
print one for all of our four thousand congregations. And too, for some reason, articles 
which we feel are NEWS are not always considered so by the Editor. The reporter 
has sent in articles which we felt were very unusual, but they were never printed. 
Keep sending them anyway and we shall keep forwarding them to the Editor. 

For all who have helped in making it possible to keep our Synod’s activities be- 
fore the Church through THE LUTHERAN, we say “thanks!

The: Women’s Fellowship is entering its eighth year of service to the Californi 
Lutheran Home and can look back upon a year rich in the blessings of our Lor 
and Saviour. 

Interest in this vital work of our Church has gained momentum this year ix 
growth and service, as is noted in increased memberships and the multitude of gifts 
and memorials that have come in through the Chapter activities in this particula: 
service. Through the efforts of the Fellowship at largé a total of $6,269.55 was con! 
tributed to the maintenance and New Building Fund of the Home this past year 
through memberships, memorials, gifts, special projects and the Fall Ingathering, al 
of which is gratefully acknowledged. Mrs. Carsten N. Alm, Synodical Memorial Sec 
retary, reports 403 memorials this year, which total $1,776.50. 

The Fall Ingathering, under the sponsorship of the Fellowship, with Mrs. Ebrigh: 
as General Chairman, was the largest in the history of the Home. It is evaluatec 
that $1,759.00 in food items and $655.00 in cash was given. This generous stocking 
of the Home’s larder by our churches helps to “balance the budget” in a grea 
measure. 

The Los Angeles Chapter held a festival gathering on September 20th, through 
the courtesy of the Jebbia family, on the spacious grounds of their estate. This tool 
the form of an Old Fashioned Ice Cream Social. Mrs. L. A. Failing as General Chair 
nan planned a most entertaining program and a highly successful affair attended 
by over 800 people, representing all area churches. The net proceeds, including the 
Patron gifts, amounted to $1,324.55, which was turned into the “New Building Fund.’ 

On October Ist Dr. Ebright, Director of the Home, announced to the Fellowshi 
the good news that the Home was now “balancing its budget’’ and maintaininc 
itself with the help of a generous fall ingathering, and that the added support it hac 
been receiving from the Fellowship for maintenance could now be channeled intc 
the new expansion building fund program. The planning for a new $75,000 wing is 
now in progress to house an additional 24 guests at the Home. Knowing the grea 
need for more room, with the increasing numbers of aged that beg to come into c 
Christian home—the Fellowship wholeheartedly agreed to direct its support to this 
program. 

Bay Area Chapter has had a wonderful year in growth, and under its new 
President, Mrs. Blanche Dalziel, held a Harvest Luncheon in St. Mark’s Church, Sar 
Francisco on November 11th, attended by a large number, representing all their arec 
churches. Dr. Ebright was the speaker. Mrs. Dentman presented Fellowship work. 

The Valley Chapter under its able leader, Mrs. A. C. Gilker, held a fine Sprinc 
meeting of its Chapter on May 28th in First Lutheran Church, Riverside. Dr. Ebrigh 
was speaker. Valley Chapter will hold its annual spring luncheon meeting on Febru 
ary llth at First Lutheran Church, Riverside. 

The Los Angeles Chapter will hold its annual luncheon meeting on February 
23rd at St. Matthew's Church, North Hollywood. Bay Area Chapter will hold it 
annual meeting in February, the date has not yet been set. 

This past year we mourn the death of a dear friend and Chapter President, Mrs 
Nan Kramer of the Bay Area, who was called to her Heavenly Home on August 9 
1953. Widely known and beloved, tireless in the service of her Master. We bow ou 
heads in silent tribute. 

The “Sunset Herald” with its able Editor, Mrs. Charles Izenour, continued to give 
the Fellowship a fine service. Through its pages we have the opportunity to publish 
and acknowledge all memorials, gifts and Chapter news, and thus promote ou 
work throughout Synod.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, in 
fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions, held six regular meetings since the 
last Convention of Synod. Your Committee has helped to guide and promote the gen- 
eral work of the Church throughout the territory of our Synod, and submits the follow- 
ing report of particular activities during the year: 


Authorized the President of Synod to make the change in the name of the Synod 
in the charter of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, and in the seal of 
Synod, as instructed by the 1953 Convention, subject to the approval of the 1954 Con- 
vention of Synod. Commended to the congregations of Synod the following program 
approved at the Seattle Convention of the U.L.C.A. 


a. To urge all pastors and congregations to join the Contributory Pension Plan 
and the Family Protection Plan. 


b. That the 8% required amount for the congregation in the Contributory Pension 
Plan as of January 1, 1954 be put in operation earlier, if possible, in all of our 
congregations where pastors are enrolled in the pension program. 


c. That we request all congregations to inform the Board of Pensions as soon as 
possible of their commitment to the 8% contribution, if this is done. 

d. That we give to all of our pastors the information that those who are past 51 
years of age on July 1, 1947 may be eligible for the annual grant of $300 by 
joining the Contributory Pension Plan in making retroactive payments with in- 
terest from November 1, 1947 and continuing the payments to the Contributory 
Pension Plan currently until retirement. This condition also applies to those 
pastors who retired after November 1, 1947 and were not members of the 
Contributory Plan. And that after January 1, 1954, the requirement for mem- 
bership in the Contributory Pension Plan will be 4% by the pastor and 8% 
by the congregation. 

Approved the granting of Student Aid as indicated in the report of that Committee, 
and adopted the following as a policy for the granting of Student Aid “beginning with 
he fall of 1954; those students who are beginning their Seminary work and seeking 
tid from the Synod must be enrolled in the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary in 
Berkeley in order to receive such aid; that we will continue to extend aid to those 
students in other seminaries who, at this time, have completed one or more years of 
heir training in the institution, but that after the year 1956, no such aid will be given 
io students not enrolled in our Seminary.” 

Arranged for the bonding of the ninety congregational treasurers of Synod and 
he nine persons in the Synodical office in the amount of $15,000 per person for a 
hree-year period at a total cost of $1,315.40, and sent a letter to each congregation 
nforming them of the pro rata amount per congregation.

Authorized the purchase. of properties, and approved plans of financing for mis- 
sion churches and parsonages as contained in the Missions report. 
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Gave authorization for the borrowing of $10,000 on an unsecured note from the 
Bank of America to enable the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation to take up 
the option which is held on the property for Camp Yolijwa.

The President of Synod shall pre-register, register the student, or recommend 
the student for registration at the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, 
Berkeley, California. 
Students requiring ministerial aid should make application to the chairman of 
the Committee for Ministerial Aid of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Cali- 
fornia. 
Students attending Midland College and preparing for the Gospel Ministry 
should make application for transportation allowances with the Committee for 
Ministerial Aid. 


Received the recommendations from the Southern and from the Northern Confer- 
ences and took action to include the resolution concerning the adoption of the grace 
system as a recommendation of this report. 

Authorized the purchase of the filmstrip, Share Christ Today.” 


Approved a recommendation from the Committee on Faith and Life that the Com- 
on Service of the Convention be restored to the proper order as contained in the 
ymnal. 


Studied the Convention dates of Synod in accordance with action of the 1953 
Convention, and presents the following advantages of the January date over the May 


date: 
1: 


It is held when there are few other Conventions of Synods of our United 
Lutheran Church being held, and thus we have a great advantage in publicity 
in the Church paper. 


Because of the above, likewise, it is vossible for the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of California to have a choice of representatives at the Convention of 
Synod, due to the fact that during the May date there are so many conventions 


held that we would have to accept the one that might be available among 
the many who are being sent to the various Synods. 
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3, The January date locally has the advantage in that the reports are fresh and 
interesting and thus have an inspirational character which brings about a 
more active program for the coming year. 


4. A May convention takes action which must be held in abeyance until January 
Ist of the following year and thus some of the inspiration and motivating 
forces are lost in the interim. 


5. The January date makes possible a pre-Lenten inspiration and spiritual retreat 
for all of the pastors and delegates of Synod, so that Synod takes on not only 
a business session, but likewise a spiritual experience. 


The only disadvantage of the January convention date is the matter of reports. 


Those making reporis, such as the Report of the Statistician, have great difficulty get- 
ting all the material in time, but our experience has been such that we have found 
that it is possible to get such reports in in spite of the heavy responsibilities involved.

ANNUAL REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


for the School Year 
1953-1954 


President Paul W. Dieckman says: 
GENERAL STATEMENT 


This has been a significant year in the history of Midland College. The magni 
cent way the supporting synods responded to our needs has given rise to a new op 
mism which characterizes every department of the College. At the beginning of tt 
report we want to express our gratitude to the officers and members of the Californ 
Synod, together with their representatives on the Midland Board of Trustees, for the 
support and continued interest in the work of the College. 


CAMPUS MORALE 


Campus morale has been good during the year. There have been more encol 
aging indications of a deepening religious attitude on the part of Midland College s' 
dent body. In this regard it is to be noted that the Student Council this year request 
the administration to set aside a period of ten minutes every morning from 7:35 
7:45 for prayer and meditation. This renewed spiritual impact has made the camp 
a much finer place on which to live during the course of the past year. This alo 
with the Religious Emphasis Program and the daily chapel services all become 
part of the development of the student during his campus years, so that upon | 
coming an alumnus he will have a greater desire for Christian service along with t 
basic essentials of his profession. 


NEW LIBRARY BUILDING 


As a part of the program of the Christian Higher Education Appeal, Midla 
College has-been privileged to construct a $185,000 library building. This building v 
contain a reading and a stack room sufficiently large to accomodate 60,000 volur 
and 125 students; a periodical room, meeting and audio visual room, office a 
workrooms for the librarian and her assistants. 


STUDENT UNION 


The library, which has been in the Administration Building through these yed 
will be converted into a much enlarged Student Union for the student body. The s 
dent body has agreed to assume the responsibility for the refurbishing and refurnishi 
of these new quarters, It being a student project, it has created a tremendous amot 
of interest in the mind and hearts of the students and has done much to unite m 
closely the members of the student body in a common task. 


MEN OF MIDLAND 

The newest auxiliary of the College is an organization known as The Men 
Midland. Its objects are: (1) To organize a body of men of Christian character c 
unite its members into the closest bonds of Christian fellowship; (2) To encourage 
tive participation in all things relating to Midland College; (3) To aid and assist 
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every way possible the promotion of Christian higher education at Midland: College; 
(4) To encourage and secure financial contributions for the support and betterment of 
Midland College;. (5) To.promote the cause of Midland College within the Church 
and among ithe public. The goal is 2500 members. The dues for an active. member is 
that sum which each member desires to contribute, the minimum being $10.00 annu- 
ally. There are already a large number of men, including some from the California 
Synod, who have expressed an interest in this auxiliary through their membership. 
CURRENT DEFICIT 

It is a truism that in the past year ending May 31, 1953, the net operating deficit 
for that year was $21,640.76. There are certain factors which have brought about this 
particular deficit. First of all the budget was based upon a student body of 350 stu- 
dents. This, unfortunately, did not materialize. The second contributing factor was the 
refurnishing and refurbishing of Beegle Hall; inasmuch as approximately $20,000 was 
allocated from current funds, the balance of the expénse being contributed by special 
givers. A third contributing factor is the constantly rising costs. For example, this 
past year it cost $729.07 for the education of each student at Midland College. This 
is only an increase of aproximately $200 over a five-year period. At the same time 
students attending Midland College pay only 53.5% of the actual cost of an educa- 
tion. The rest of it comes from church grants, gifts and endowment. These figures may 
indicate a rather high expenditure per student, yet in light. of the cost of education at 
a tax supported school in the state of Nebraska it is only half as much. As a further 
comparison, the instructional expense at Midland is lower than the average for the 
Protestant colleges of America. This is due to the low salary schedule. There are only 
three ways of overcoming this obstacle and that is having more freshmen, more 
friends, more funds. Your aid and assistance in these matters will be sincerely appre- 
ciated by the members of the Board of Trustees of Midland College. 


TOMORROW'S RESPONSIBILITIES 

The general concept of education has in recent years been subject ‘to criticism. 
During the past several years, however, this criticism has ceased and the collegiate 
world is more convinced than ever that an independent college must unceasingly seek - 
additions to its endowment. A good principle is that the endowment should be at least 
equal to the value of the plant. For Midland this would mean an endowment of a 
minimum of one million dollars, which at the rate of return earned last year, would 
be more than enough to meet the deficit of last year. Tuition income and monies re- 
ceived from the operation of auxiliary enterprises’ cannot be expected to carry on a 
good college. The standards and equipment, faculty and services: demanded’ of an 
accredited college today preclude any possibility of operating successfully without 
substantial gifts in endowment income. Outside help must be obtained in the case of 
colleges like Midland. The federal and state governments cannot give any direct help. 
We must seek our help among our constituencies. For this reason we are very 
grateful to the California Synod for permitting the College to conduct a year-end ap- 
peal in 1953. It has been successful and for this reason we sincerely beseech the 
members of the California Synod to grant Midland College the privilege of again in 
1954 conducting among the churches of Synod a year-end appeal.

The following reports were adopted: 
THE REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 


The Examining Committee held five meetings since the last Synodical convention 
at Richmond in January 1953. One of these meetings was held with the Executive 
Committee in order to clarify functions of the Examining Committee. 

Ten candidates for ordination appeared before our Committee for examination 
and were recommended to the Executive Committee for Ordination. One candidate 
was recommended for ad interim licensure. 

On December 1 and 2, 1953 your Examining Committee executed the recommen- 
dations of the Executive Committee by having all Seniors of the Pacific Lutheran 
Theological Seminary appear before the Examining Committee for the purpose of a 
preliminary examination, subject to a final examination upon receipt of a call to a 
congregation in the California Synod. 

Your Examining Committee also met with the student body of Pacific Lutheran 
Theological Seminary in order to give friendly counsel to them, in accordance with a 
resolution of the Executive Committee.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


This is not the report of a committee but rather is a report of the work being ac- 
complished through the Lutheran Student Foundations on the territory of our Synod. As 
a preliminary to the reports from the leaders of these Foundations we wish to call at- 
tention to the Report of the Student Secretary of the California Synod WMS, Mrs. 
Charles Miley. Some statistics from her report are very interesting. 

Of 94 questionnaires mailed, reports were received from 84 indicating that 62 con- 
gregations had students in institutions of higher learning and 22 did not. There were 
72 different institutions attended, 7 Lutheran schools and 63 non-Lutheran schools. 
Students attending non-Lutheran Schools numbered 20 in the State of California and 43 
students outside California. 


Students preparing for full-time work in the Church numbered 45 as follows: 
Ministry 33; Music 1; Medical 8; Deaconess 1; Social Welfare 2. In addition, 32 are 
studying Nursing. Seminary students are reported being located as follows: Mt. Airy 
1; Central 1, and Pacific 11. 


LUTHERAN STUDENT FOUNDATION OF ARIZONA 


The newest of the Foundations is being ably brought into being by Rev. George 
Spindt at Tucson. Organized a little more than a year ago they are completing organi- 
zational details with state authorities and soon shall submit their Constitution to Synod 
for approval. 

The Foundation functions primarily on two campuses at Tucson and Tempe. Work 
is also carried on at Phoenix Jr. College and is planned for Flagstaff State Teachers 
College. A part-time Graduate Assistant, Miss Anne Leo, is Student Counselor at the 
University of Arizona at Tucson, and the other work is cared for by pastors of the NLC. 
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LUTHERAN STUDENT FOUNDATION OF NORTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The Northern Foundation housed on the campus at Berkeley is under the direction 
of Rev. Otto Bremer, ULC pastor who assumed this task beginning with Fall Term 1953. 
He replaces Miss Jean Gringle who resigned to continue her studies. Miss Janet Holling 
is the counselor to students at Berkeley and Mr. Robert Brorby (ULCA) is president of 
the Foundation. 

Major attention is being given to expansion of the Foundation’s Services. Present 
enrollment at Northern California institutions numbers 80,000 with over 100,000 ex- 
pected by 1960. Present plans envision student workers at San Jose State College, 
Fresno State College, Stanford University, and San Francisco Area schools. Requests 
have been made of the NLC’s Student Service Division for $78,000 for capital invest- 
ment funds. 


Mrs. Lottie Kohls continues to serve a large number of foreign students in the 
Berkeley Area working under the appreciated grant from the WMS of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 


Lutheran Student Associations are functioning at Fresno, San Jose, Stanford, City 
College and State College, San Francisco. 


The Rev. Clyde Grimstvedt resigned as Western Regional Secretary for the Stu- 
dent Service Division and the Rev. Henry Hetland from Madison, Wisconsin, now 
serves in this capacity. 


LUTHERAN STUDENT FOUNDATION OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The work in Southern California continues under the Leadership of Rev. Oscar 
Ice (ALC pastor) and until recently Rev. Henry Scherer served capably as Foundation 
President. The work is centered in the Student House located on the campus at 
Southern California and through an office in the University Religious Conference 
Building at U.C.L.A. 


Ten active Lutheran Student Associations exist representing 17 campuses. Over 
30 pastors and staff persons are handling the program of the Foundation. One of the 
major problems is the lack of staff continuity. Both graduate assistants, Miss Littau 
and Mr. Fagre remain for only one year. The contact pastors and the Counselors 
serve under the direction of the Foundation Executive Secretary, Rev. Ice. 


A Chapter of the Foundation has been organized in the San Diego Area. Increas- 
ingly there is an awareness of the work of the Student Work in the Southern Cali- 
fornia area as the congregations use the services provided through deputation teams, 
slides and use the Staff personnel for speaking engagements. 


Two things which our Synod can do for this Foundation particularly, provide 
greater financial support and make greater use of the Director, Rev. Ice. Invite him to 
speak to your congregation and groups on the Ministry to Students. 


CONCLUSION 


The Ministry to Students is a cooperative work through the National Lutheran 
Council. The NLC makes just minimum grants to the Foundations. In no wise do they 
attempt to care for all the expenses. The Foundations must supplement these NLC 
grants by gifts from individuals, congregations and synods, conferences, and districts, 
Each of the Foundations needs your support. The ULCA has been a leader in the 
Ministry to Students through the years, and we need to continue more vitally our 
sincere interest. 


In a sense this too, is part of the Leadership Training Program of the Synod. Our 
congregations need the consecrated leadership of the graduates of these schools. We 
need to care for those Lutherans who come to this area from other parts of the nation 
in the same manner that our young people in Nebraska, Connecticut, and elsewhere 
are being ministered to by Lutheran people's gifts in those areas.

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REPORT OF THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN SEMINARY APPEAL 


The Seminary Appeal receipts for 1953 total $49,307.60, making a grand total 
received thus far $149,193.53. The Appeal continues in those congregations which 
have not as yet met their quota or assured response. The need for these funds is 
critical. The Seminary is in the midst of an expansion program, building a new dormi- 
tory. Construction is far along with completion set for early 1954. If this dormitory is 
to be dedicated debt-free, it means that our congregations must complete their Semi- 
nary Appeal ‘at the earliest possible moment. 

To this end, it is recomended that Synod reaffirm the action taken at the Rich- 
mond Convention of 1953 (minutes page 80-81), especially emphasizing Recommenda- 
tion 4, “That a congregation which has not completed its Appeal task at the close of 
the period originally allocated to the effort, shall consider the remaining balance due 
on its appeal quota or assurance, whichever is greater, as an unpaid obligation of 
the congregation which shall be discharged in full at the earliest opportunity.’

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


This committee arranged the itinerary of the Rev. Harner Middleswarth, ULCA 
Parish Education Board representative, who conducted twelve Vacation Church School 
Workshops in as many areas of Synod from Berkeley to Tucson from May 19 - June 4. 

This committee also arranged the itinerary of the Rev. J. William Wahl, another 
Board representative, who supervised Parish Education Evaluation Programs in 
fifteen churches of Synod from October 4 - October 22, from Richmond to Long Beach. 

Through Mrs. David-Epple (3359 Canyon Crest Road, Altadena, Calif.), a member 
of the Chairman’s church, this committee has continued distribution of: 
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1. the ten teacher-training filmstrips and records it has; they have been widely 
used by our pastors as “meat” for monthly Workers’ Conferences; 


2. the four How to Teach the Bible” filmstrips and records, 
a. to the pre-school child, 
b. to children 6-11, 
c. to high school youth, and 
d. to adults. 

3. and now this Committee, thru Mrs. Epple, is distributing ‘Share Christ Today”, 
a filmstrip and record on congregational evangelism. (This normally is a func- 
tion of the Social Missions Committee, but since we are set up for it, we are 
distributing it.) 

The chairman attended the two-day meeting of the 34 synodical chairmen of 
Parish Education, six synodical secretaries of Parish Education, and representatives 
of the Board in Cincinnati on January 20-21. 

Slowly the vast scope of work that should be done in Parish Education in the 
California Synod is unfolding, and little by little new steps are being taken. We have 
most of the way to go. 


Two projects (and there are more) we shall promote: 


1. Wider use of “The Parish School”, an excellent help for the total Parish Edu- 
cation picture. 


2. We shall ask interested pastors and lay people for their frank evaluations of 
a printed statement, just off the press, of the past, current, and long-range 
purposes of the ULCA’s Board of Parish Education.

REPORT OF PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 


In a recent address, President Eisenhower called attention to the fact that in 
building a house you must first lay a firm foundation. In a sense, this same principle 
can be said to apply to our public relations activities. During the year your Chairman 
and members of the committee have had several discussions with the Rev. J. P. 
Beasom, D.D. and other members of his staff. In at least two of these talks, plans were 


discussed for a possible budget to be allotted for public relations and promotional 
literature. 


Another suggestion that likewise received attention was that of a part-time di- 
rector of public relations activities. The thought in having such a part-time director on 
the Synod staff was that it would enable greater attention to be given to special ac- 
tivities deserving notice in newspapers, on radio and on television. We know that 
there are any number of happenings throughout the year which would make welcome 
material for press and for radio and television. Such a director would also be able 
to help supply publicity ideas to many of our churches. In like manner he might be 


instrumental in helping to prepare a group of ads which the local churches could use, 
if desired, in the community papers. 


During the year it has been cur pleasure to see one of our committee members 
appointed to direct national public relations activities of The United Lutheran Church. 
We are looking forward to great things from Mr, Charles Hushaw, the new Public Re- 
lations Director, who is now in New York and likely organizing plans that will give 
the proper emphasis to increased public relations in all United Lutheran Churches 
throughout the country. As members of the public relations committee, we are natu- 
rally looking forward to cooperating with Mr. Hushaw in every manner possible. 


In closing this brief report I would like once more to call special attention to the 
growth of television. It is a new medium which our Church cannot long afford to 
neglect or under-emphasize. Many local churches can get television time free if they 
ask for it. This is true because every television and radio station is required to give 
without charge, a certain amount of time to worthwhile church and charity projects. 

I believe that the Synod headquarters in New York has avai 
films which should be ideal for such release. There may be eS ee 
tions who will wish to follow up this lead. Then, too, in the Southern California area 
the Inglewood Cemetery Association is continuing its Sunday telecast of church ser 
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vices, Several of our churches have appeared on this program. If your church is lo- 
cated in the area, don't hesitate to request the privilege of having your services 
broadcast. Permit us to say, also, that if any church is interested in having a public 
relations program developed by your public relations committee, we will be very 
happy to try. ; 

_We shall look forward during 1954 to hearing from more of you personally and to 
eet increased activities in publicity and advertising on. the part of all of our 
churches.

Pastor Titus Scholl, Chairman of the Committee on Parish Education teported on 
the conference on Parish Education which he attended in Cincinnati, Ohio, as a Tep- 
resentative from our Synod. He emphasized the importance of using the Parish Maga- 
zine, the appointment of Children's Secretary in each congregation, the holding of 
Vacation Bible Schools, and Week Day Church Schools.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee submits this supplementary report of the actions and 
recommendations of its January 13, 1954 meeting, 

The matter of a Youth Worker was referred to the Lutheran Leadership Training 
Corporation for further study and for consultation with the Executive Committee before 
action might be taken. . 


The rules governing payment of travel expenses of delegates presented at the 
1953 Convention (Minutes of 1953 Convention, page 65) were established as the rules 
governing the 1954 Convention for the travel expenses of delegates. 


The 1954 budget of the Hawaiian Pastors’ Committee was referred to the Finance 
Committee for final disposition. 
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Recommendations 


1. That the Executive Committee be authorized to register the Synod under its 
new name in such Counties and States in which Synod is doing business. 


2. That Synod reaffirm its stand on apportionment, namely ‘That the first and 
primary call for benevolent funds of the congregation shall be the apportionment 
funds of Synod.” : 

3. That the Committee on Resolutions bring in such items as may cover the ex- 
pression of appreciation to the President of The United Lutheran Church in America, 
the Executive Board of the Church, and all of the other Boards and Agencies and 
officers of the Church. 


4. That the Executive Committee be given the power to approve the Minutes of 
the last session of the Convention and have a copy of such minutes serit to each dele- 
gate following the Convention. : 

5. That the Executive Committee be empowered to have the books of the Synod 
audited and that a statement of the Auditing Committee be sent to each pastor and 
congregation. 

6. That the Executive Committee be empowered to prepare the budget for the 
year 1955 and present this budget to the Conferences for study and to the 1955 Con- 
vention of Synod for final ratification. 

7. That Synod approve the following Procedures for Calling Chaplains into 
Military Service. These Procedures were recommended by the 1953 meeting of the 
Conference of Synodical Presidents, and approved by the ULCA Executive Board, 
(Minutes April 1953, pp. 212-216) and will be presented for ratification at the 1954 
Convention of the U.L.C.A. 

“A. That synods should issue calls to those who serve the Church in this capacity. 

"B. 1. That the original recommendation for ecclesiastical endorsement should be a 
joint responsibility of the synod and the Committee on Army and Navy Work | 
of The United Lutheran Church in America, which shall make appropriate 
recommendations to the Bureau of Service to Military Personnel of the National 
Lutheran Council (and/or the Committee on Service to the Armed Forces of the 
Canadian Lutheran Council). 

2. That re-endorsement and withdrawal -of endorsement should be functions of 

the Committee on Army and Navy Work, which shall give due weight to the 
advice of the synod concerned. 


"C. That the following procedures should be employed: 

"1. The Bureau of Service io Military Personnel of the National Lutheran Council 
(and the Committee on Service to the Armed Forces of the Canadian Lutheran 
Council) together with the Committee on Army and Navy Work, should keep 
presidents of synods informed directly concerning the actual need for Lutheran 
chaplains, not only by general pronouncements but by personal communications. 


"2. The presidents of synods, having in mind the ministry of chaplains as a need 
comparable to that for parish pastors, should approach those whom they con- 
sider best qualified for this service, explaining the necessary procedures. 

"3. At the proper time the candidate should make his application at a military 
office, after consultation with the president of his synod. 

"4. Upon securing the candidate’s consent, the president of the synod should pre- 
sent his name for a call by the synod. 

"5. For practical reasons the synod should delegate the calling of chaplains to its 
executive committee. 

"8. The call should contain a provision that it shall become effective when the 
candidate is certified by the Committee on Army and Navy Work, and ecclesias- 
tically endorsed and/or approved by the Bureau of Service to Military Per- 
sonnel of the National Lutheran Council (or the Committee on Service to the 
Armed Forces of the Canadian Lutheran Council). 


"7, Arrangements should be made concerning the following points: 


"a, Due notification should be given to the synod by the endorsing and/or 
approving bureau or committee concerning the acceptance of a candidate 
as to ‘physical fitness and general fitness.’ 
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"b, The Committee on Army and Navy Work shall not certify to the bureau or 
committee for endorsement and/or approve any candidate who has not 
, . + been called by a synod, which has provision for such call. 


"cg, The Secretary of the Church-shall notify the Committee on Army and Navy 
‘Work of the synods which have provision for calling of chaplains. 
"8: The form of call should follow the regular model with the following changes: 


“q, Add the provision concerning endorsement and acceptance by the armed 
forces (Section 6 above). — 

"b, Eliminate reference to the Contributory Pension Plan and the Family Pro- 
tection Plan. j 

"cg, Include a provision for regular quarterly reports to the president of synod, 
and a brief annual statistical report to the synod, through the proper 
agency. : 

"d. Contain a statement that all salary arrangements are in the authority of the 
military forces.” 
"9. Synods having no regulations concerning previous pastoral experience for 
such chaplains should follow same procedure in cases where the candidate is 
not yet ordained, except that the call should contain an extra proviso that.it 
shall become effective only upon ordination. 
‘Due to the overlapping requirements between the armed forces and the 
Church in the matter of acceptance and ordination it should be noted that: 
"aq, Passing the examination as to physical and general fitness is tantamount 
to assurance that the armed forces will accept a man who has been or- 
dained and ecclesiastically endorsed; and 

“b. The ordination should not take place until the synod has received informa- 
tion that the candidate’s examination as to general and physical fitness 
has been passed, and that the candidate has been certified for ecclesiasti- 
cal endorsement. 


"10. In the case of reserve chaplains, a call should be issued with the provision 
that it shall become effective when the candidate is called to active duty and 
has resigned his present work.” 

8. That Synod approve the following resolutions: 


“BE IT RESOLVED that Article First of the. Articles of Incorporation of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of California be and the same is hereby amended to read 
in full as follows: 


‘That the name of this corporation shall be ‘THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN 
SYNOD OF THE PACIFIC SOUTHWEST’.” 


"BE IT RESOLVED that Article Fifth of the Articles of Incorporation of the Evan- 


gelical Lutheran Synod of California be and the same is hereby amended to read in 
full as follows: 


‘That the number of directors or trustees of this corporation shall be eleven, 
and authority is given under. these Articles of Incorporation to change the 
number of trustees from time to time by the Constitution or any amendments 
thereto duly adopted by this corporation. 

"That the names and residences of directors or trustees, who are appointed 


for the first year, and to serve until the election and qualification of such 
. Officers, are as follows:

Seminary Board be adopted. 


REPORT OF THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The Seminary has reason to thank God for His goodness to us and to take heart 
cheerfully as we address ourselves to the tasks ahead. We thank the pastors and 
people of the Synod for their loyal support and are constantly striving to be worthy of 
the Church's confidence. 
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The Seminary’s second academic year is going forward encouragingly. At the 
beginning of the new school year 33 new students were registered. Twenty were from 
congregations of the California Synod; four from congregations of the Pacific Synod, 
and the others from beyond our territory. All students who were on the roll in 1952- 
53-and did not graduate in May of 1953 returned to the campus, with the exception 
of one student who is spending an intern year in practical service of the Church, and 
expects to return to his final year in the fall of 1954. 


There is need tor men for the ministry. The West Coast is the ripest missionary 
harvest field in all the land. This fall only three Juniors began their Seminary work 
with us, and of these three, only one is from the whole West Coast. We must encour- 
age the Church and its pastors and people to pray that God may give His Church 
many faithful new harvesters and then, without relaxing our praying, we must work 
to put the claim of full-time Christian work before our youth, so that they may. be in 
the listening mood when the call of God comes. 


The Seminary’s Board of Directors met three times during 1953. On February 23 
and 24, a special session was held to plan for the construction of the first unit of a 
new Dormitory. Further details were worked out at the May 21 meeting of the Board. 
At the third meeting on September 14, the contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder in the basic sum of $109,468. Work was begun imediately. It is expected that 
the new building, the cost of which is met largely through the moneys realized from 
the California Synod’s Seminary Appeal, will be completed and ready for occupancy 
early this Spring. Congregations and pastors are collecting outstanding pledges, and 
there is good hope that the money on hand and yet to be realized will be adequate 
to pay the bills so that the structure may be dedicated free of debt. Architect in 
charge is Mr. Oakie C. Johnson of Oakland, California. The building is so designed 
that 17- single students may be housed on the first floor and ten married couples on 
the second floor. 

The next immediately pressing property advance is the construction of a new 
road which will afford a new and more convenient entrance to the grounds and will 
provide dual access to the property. It is expecied that $10,000 will be required 
for this work. 


Five Senior students who had completed the first two years of their theological 
curriculum at other seminaries took their final year at Pacific and graduated as our 
first class on May 21, 1953. All of these have since become pastors of the California 
Synod: The Rev. Kenneth E. Hartzheim, First United Lutheran Church, San Francisco; 
the Rev. John R. Steinhaus, Hollywood Lutheran Church, Hollywood, the Rev. Harold 
P. Schluntz, Orange Mission, Orange; the Rev. Edward Andersen, Orinda Mission, 
Orinda; and the Rev. Lloyd Sturtevant, Faith Lutheran Church, Long Beach. It is the 
Faculty’s conviction that every member of the class is honestly consecrated to the 
ministerial vocation and will prove worthy of whatever trust is committed to him. 


Our student morale is excellent and has been greatly enriched through the com- 
ing of Mrs. Ralph Wagner as dietician. The Wagners are living in the Caretaker’s 
quarters of the lower building, and Mrs. Wagner has been arranging the menus and 
doing the cooking for the Boarding Club. The Board and the Faculty of the Seminary 
are most grateful to the Wagners for their willingness to undertake this important ser- 
vice as a labor of love for the students and indeed the whole cause of God. 


The Library continues to grow steadily. On May 21, as the first academic year 
closed, there were 3,322 volumes accessioned and ready for use. As 1953 ended the 
number had grown to nearly 5,000. A very important addition to the Library is the 
gift of Mr. C. Otto von Kienbusch of New York, namely the. Weimar edition of 
LUTHER'S WORKS in 90 massive volumes costing $1300. From the Library of the 
old Pacific Seminary, some 200 usable books were salvaged and are now in the 
Seminary’s collection. Many additional volumes have come as gifts of pastors and 
other friends and hundreds of important new works have been purchased for the 
Library. Mrs. Paul Chen, M.A., is our full-time professional library worker, in charge 
of the collection. : ga 


Including Mr. Kienbusch’s gift, something more than $10,000 has been received 
from friends of the Seminary in eastern states, primarily to help reach the sum total 
needed to build the new dormitory. The Women’s Auxiliary has heroically undertaken 
to bead for the furnishings of the new dormitory, and is building up its funds to this 
end. , 

The Seminary’s Faculty consists of the same full-time quartet of professors who 
began with us in 1952: Dr. Charles B. Foelsch, President and Librarian; New Testa: 
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ment Interpretation; Church Administration; Dr. E. Theodore Bachmann, Secretary of 
the Faculty, Church History, Missions; Dr. Harry J. Mumm, Chaplain, Biblical Studies; 
Dr. Gerhard E. Lenski, Guest Professor of Systematic Theology. 


Part-time instructors giving one or two courses. are the Rev. Paul E. Morentz, M.D., 
instructor in Pastoral Care and Group Therapy; the Rev. Toivo Harjunpaa, instructor 
in the Teachings of Jesus; and the Rev. George F. Muedeking, instructer in Christian 
‘Thought. : 


The Board cf Directors has approved the Faculty’s plans for the first summer 
‘graduate program. It is to begin on Monday, June 21, 1954. Its faculty will include 
Professor E. Theodore Bachmann, Professor Taito A. Kantonen of Hamma Divinity 
School, Professor Erick H. Wahistrom of Augustana Seminary; Dr. Paul E. Morentz, 
Professor C. Umhau Wolf of Toledo, Ohio, Professor Warren Quanbeck of Luther 
Seminary, St. Paul. It will be possible for pastors who have their B. D. degrees to 
apply the limited number of credits toward the degree of Master of Theology. There 
will be two three-week “terms”. Pastors may attend either term or both. The program 
concludes July 30, 1954. 


Living quarters for single men will be available in the new dormitory and also 
for married couples. Meals will be served in the Student's Dining Room. Costs will be 
modest. Further information may be had by addressing Professor E. Theodore Bach- 
tmann whom the Board appointed Director of Graduate Studies for the year 1953-54. 


Meanwhile graduate courses are being given each Tuesday with more than a 
dozen pastors of the Bay area taking the courses for credit and plans are being per- 
fected for a similar extension program at Los Angeles. 


The Seminary’s Faculty has worked out plans for a new program for the traniing 
of parish workers and directors of Religious Education. This one-year course will be 
open to qualified college graduates, and will lead to the degree of Master of Arts 
in Religious Education. Desirable as this course is, the Board found itself unable to 
approve the undertaking until adequate financing is in sight. It is expected that at 
least $10,000 of additional budgetary provision will be required to finance the new- 
program, and this annual additional sum is not now available. However, the Board 
authorized the Faculty to proceed experimentally with the plan, within the framework 
of the present budget. 


At the September 14 meeting of the Board, a tentative budget was adopted for 
the new. year. The total amount is in the sum of $52,388, and has been cut to the 
lowest’ practicable figure. Only the present program has been provided for—if the 
work of the school is to be expanded further, the figures would be proportionately in- 
creased in later years. 


It was the hope of the Board's September meeting that toward balancing the 
budget a grant of $10,000 would be received from the ULCA Board of Education and 
that the California Synod would provide $31,450; and that the Pacific Synod’s contri- 
butions and the nominal fees collected from students would supply the balance needed.

REPORT OF SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


The Social Missions Committee met five times during the year, the meetings 
being held in the Los Angeles area, where most of the members reside. 


The Committee expresses appreciation to the pastors and laymen of Synod, The 
Executive Committee, and President of Synod for the increasing attention given to 
this important work of the Church during the past year. 


The work of our Welfare organizations in the North and in the South is 
strengthened through the assurance of grants from the Board of Social Missions of 
the U.L.C.A. for 1954, for which we invite Synod to express its appreciation. 


One of the members of our committee attended the School of Industrial Relations 
held at Muhlenberg College in June. More recently your committee sponsored the one- 
day conference on management and labor problems held at Angelica Church in 
Los Angeles, and open to the pastors and laymen of the National Lutheran Council. 


The Social Missions Quarterly of the U.L.C. reports that the Presbyterian Institute - 
of Indusirial Relations offers to ministers an 18-day intensive course on the problems 
of an urban church in an industrial setting to be held in Los Angeles April 26 to 
May 13. The U.L.C. Board of Social Missions has available scholarships of $100 to 
cover basic costs at this institute. Your committee recommends that we take steps 
toward having at least one delegate present. 

Your committee urges the congregations that have not yet availed themselves of 
the sound film strip “SHARE CHRIST TODAY” to do so as soon as possible. 

A fairly good percentage of our pastors responded to the questionnaire from the 
Board of Social Missions on the subject of social security for pastors. All of our 
pastors and laymen are urged to give the subject further prayerful consideration. 

Pastor Lloyd Jacobson, Director of Evangelism of the Board of Social Missions 
of the U.L.C. is scheduled to be on our territory February 8 or 9 to meet with 
selected pastors or laymen to study the response of congregations to the evangelism 
program as promoted by the Board of Social Missions during the past three years. 
These results will be shared with our pastors when available.

REPORT ON THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


There has been abundant evidence during the past year that God is blessing this 
work of love of our Synod. it is one of the means thru which He fulfills His promise 
to His own, "I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee.” 


During the year nine new guests have been received into the Home. They are: 
Mrs. Mary Davidson, Mrs. Charlotte Day, Mrs. Elizabeth Doolittle, The Rev. Louis 
Gray, Mrs. Margaret Hahn, Mrs. Esta Kuhlenkamp, Mrs. Verna Maiser, Mrs. Rose 
Mauritius, and Mrs. Bertha Wiegman. During the same period of time seven names 
were removed from our roster: Mrs. Josie Berner, Mrs. Louise Faust, Mrs. Roszell 
Ferrell, Miss Anna Gerberding, Miss Anna Hirzel, Mrs. Ida Powers and Mrs. Betty 
Rice. Two of these, Mrs. Ferrell and Mrs. Rice were called to their eternal homes. 


In 1953 we cared for one more guest than our registered capacity. Our family 
now consists of 33 guests, seven full-time helpers, 3 part-time helpers, and the execu- 
tive director and his wife. 


There appear several items in the accompanying financial statement of interest 
and for which we at the Home are very thankful. The $9,000 indebtedness carried 
into 1953 has been entirely paid. The Home is completely out of debt. Also during 
the year 1953 we have kept our expenditures below our income. We have at last bal- 
anced our budget. Contributing to this has been our increased income from the care 
of guests. One will note from the report in 1951, receipts from care of guests, $18,367; 
in 1952, $20,991; in 1953, $27,963. Another contributing factor was the response of 
the Churches to the annual food ingathering which was unusually generous. 


An astonishing fact has been the response to our New Building Fund which had 
a small beginning in-1952. Without any other publicity than the Sunset Herald and 
our limited opportunities of telling in person of our need, $4,332.43 has been given to 
the Home during the year. The fund has now received $6,718. This does not include 
building fund monies held in the treasury of the Women’s Fellowship. Wider and 
wider is growing the circle of sacrificing friends of the Home. More and more versified 
are the evidences of God's blessings upon this institution of mercy. 
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We believe the California Synod can be proud of our Home for the Aged and 
the service our aged people are receiving. The State Welfare Board, in renewing our 
annual license, highly commended the management and staff for the helpfulness and 
courtesy shown the guests. We quote from the Board's report: “In any institution for 
the aged, quality of personnel is the most important single factor contributing to the 
happiness and well being of persons in the home. The home seems to have a very 
competent nursing and household staff.” We were also complimented for the medical 
and nursing services we give; and for the nutritional food served and the attractive 
appearance of it. 


We are very grateful for the wonderful loyalty and services of the women 
of the Fellowship; and the key-women in the various congregations, but we still 
feel the lack of the cooperation and support of many of the pastors. Pastors, if you 
could hear us have to say to some of our aged guests, "We were happy to have 
you with us as a guest of the Home while you were ambulatory, but now since you. 
have become feeble and can’t get up and down stairs and come to the table for 
your meals, we cannot keep you any longer. The Board of Health won't let us keep 
you here with our present equipment and facilities.’ I say, if you pastors could hear 
us having to tell our aged guests that we cannot continue to keep them at a time 
when they need the ministering love of the Church more than ever before; or hear us 
having to turn away homeless folks that are turning to the Church to give them a 
home, you would be more willing to permit the director to come to your Church and 
tell your people of this work. The new wing, which is not an expensive project, is 
a necessity for the proper continuance of this work. We appeal to you to permit the 
director to appear before your congregations.

1. Approving and accepting an itinerary to be arranged by Dr. Ebright in con- 
junction with the Synodical office whereby he will be able to present the 
work of the Home to the congregations of all of the Churches of the Synod 
during 1954 and 1955. 

2. Approving of the Home raising in the Synod, over a two-year period, $25,000 
to be used for the purpose of building an addition on the present main 
building. ; 

3. Approving of the Board of the Home borrowing $50,000 that the new addi- 
tion may be built this present year.

REPORT OF THE FAITH AND LIFE COMMITTEE 


Two meetings of the Committee were held in Los Angeles during the last year, 
one in May and the other in November. The following motions were passed by the 
Committee and brought as recommendations to the Executive Committee of Synod: 

1. That a planning meeting be set up each September, including a representative 
of the Executive Committee, the Luther League advisors, and Synodical Luther League 
officers, for a total youth program for one year. 

2. That the abbreviated communion service be discontinued for the opening of 
the Synodical convention, and if there is a tendency to shorten the service, that it be 
done in the area of the sermon and music portion. 

3. With a view to orientating new pastors coming upon the territory of California 
Synod, and especially in the mission field, your Committee recommends: 

a. That a representative of the California Synod hold special conferences with 
students graduating from the Seminary, or those planning to serve on the 
territory of the California Synod, with a view to. acquainting them with pro- 
cedures and methods in the Synodical program. 

b. That the above pastors be brought to the Synodical office in Los Angeles for 
this orientation period, and a workshop be set up there for this purpose. This 
orientation would also include a visit to the book store, the Home for the 
Aged, and the Synodical Youth Camp. 
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c. That special conferences, helpful to mission pastors coming on the territory of 
the Synod be set up during the Seminary Week period at Berkeley. 

d. That Seminars be arranged during the summer at the Board of American Mis- 
sions Institute, to give pastors helpful suggestions about effective procedures 
which are being used on the territory of the California Synod. 

4. That the Ministerial Education Committee, in conjunction with the Seminary 
Board, be encouraged to plan a Life Service Retreat at the Seminary for prospective 
ministerial candidates. 

5. That the Ministerial Education Committee suggest to the Seminary Board an in- 
tensified plan of recruitment of prospective ministerial candidates. It is observed that in 
56 years, only 45 individuals have gone into full-time Christian service from the Cali- 
fornia Synod. 

6. That the conferences be given more responsibility with the functional organi- 
zation of the Synod. For example, helping the youth program by setting aside a con- 
ference meeting, or a portion of it, for a Luther League workshop. 

7. The Committee believes that Confirmation Rallies are extremely valuable and 
expresses the hope that they will be held in 1954. 

8. The Committee suggests a resolution from the Executive Comittee to the Board 
of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary approving the Seminary’s suggested plan 
for a "Seminary Week" offering the support of the California Synod and expressing 
the hope that the Pacific Synod will do the same. 

9. That the Synod seriously study the “Grace System” of benevolent giving. 

10. That Chaplain’s devotional messages at the 1954 meeting of Synod be on 
Stewardship. 

ll. That a pocket card indicating the measure of a church member be printed 
and suggests the possibility of using the one which originated with the Commission 
on Evangelism of the Evangelical and Reformed Church. 


The Committee gave serious study to the reports of the Manifested Life of the 
Church and suggested that a summary of these reports be sent to each congregational 
Faith and Life Committee with the request that this Synodical Summary be considered 
in relation to what is going on in the local parish. The congregational committee will 
then be asked to report back what positive action they contemplate as a corrective 
situation before September, 1954. 


Pastor Ruccius presented a statement on the devotional life of the pastor titled 
“Replenishment of the Spiritual Life’’ which was presented to Synod’s Executive Com- 
mittee. Dr. Dorn presented a statement on the subject of “Pastoral Visitation.” 


The Committee presents the following recommendations to the Synod: 


1. That pastors seek to observe a time of intercessory prayer for their fellow 
pastors in the period between 7:30 and 8:30 AM, preferably at 8:00 AM as the hour 
of maximum participation. 


2. That pastoral calling in the homes of the congregations be given constant 
emphasis in the interest of increased loyalty to the church, regularity of attendance, 
faithfulness at communion, and general growth in grace. 


3. That life service be continuously kept before the members of the congregation, 
particularly setting forth the desperate need for full-time workers in the ministry, mis- 
sionary fields, the diaconate and parish work. 


4. That local Faith and Life committees be encouraged to give careful and con- - 


tinuous attention to the spiritual estate of the parish, offering such suggestions and 
assistance to the synodical committee as may benefit the entire synodical program.

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REPORT OF TRAILER MINISTRY 


During the past.year the Trailer Ministry has served some five communities in 
the Sierras. Approximately 120 services were held, an average of over 2 per week. 
In addition, there were a total of 110 Sunday Schools conducted. Work was started in 
Placerville in August of 1953, and it is hoped that this mission will organize in the 
near future. . 

This ministry, which is now in its third year, has been serving isolated lumber 
camps in the Sierras. There is very little likelihood that this work will ever be self- 
supporting, as the people served are almost all migratory lumber workers. 

The past year has given evidence that work here is beginning to bear some fruit, 
and we look to the future with renewed hope and gratitude in our hearts to the Lord 
who has permitted us to serve Him.

REPORT OF HAWAII PASTORS’ COMMITTEE 


The Hawaii Pastors’ Committee was formed in April, 1950. Composed of the 
pastors serving in the Islands and Dr. Arthur Hormann, pastor emeritus, the purpose 
of the committee, because of the isolated situation of Hawaii has been four-fold: a. 
to supply Synod with accurate information and data concerning the work in Hawaii; 
b. to correlate, integrate, and implement the projects of the Synod and the ULCA 
among the Island churches; c. to foster and develop a church-wide outlook among 
the existing congregations; d. to seek and develop new avenues and areas of fur- 
thering the Kingdom of God among the countless unchurched peoples of varied ethnic - 
groups in Hawaii. 

During 1953 the Committee held several meetings for the purpose of discussing 
their common work. For your information the following is a brief resume of some of 
the Committee’s accomplishments during the past year. 

1. A very successful ll-day Bible Camp was conducted at Kokee, Kauai, under 
the direction of Pastor Allport. The camp was attended by 105 campers with a staff 
of 21 and was very well received. With a grant of $350 from the Synod, contributions 
from members and local organizations, gifts of food and other supplies and the coop- 
eration of staff volunteers, the camp was able to show a very small balance. 

2. A joint reformation service was held in Honolulu at the new Lutheran Church 
of Honolulu in which all Lutheran groups participated. 

3. Work was started in the Kailua section of windward Oahu under the direction 
of Pastor Franklin Swanson. 

4. During the Christmas holidays, a Luther League convention and Bible Camp 
reunion was held in Honolulu. 

5. Several church leaders and missionaries stopping over enroute to the Orient 
were entertained.

7. Rev. Edward Spirer, Director of the Church Extension Department of the Cali- 
fornia Synod, came to Hawaii to supervise the building of the Lutheran Church of 
Honolulu and St. Paul’s Lutheran Church at Kaimuki. He also served in the capacity 
of interim pastor of the Lutheran Church of Honolulu. 

8. Rev. Waldemar Hintz of the Lutheran Church at Pearl Harbor, Friendship 
Chapel, left the Islands in October upon receipt of a call from the Board of American 
Missions as a mission developer in Spokane, Washington. 

9. Rev. H. Paul Romeis, Assistant to the President of the California Synod, spent 
a month in the Islands as the interim pastor of the Lutheran Church of Honolulu. While 
he was here he visited the other mission fields in the Territory. 

10. Rev. James M. Fincher and his wife arrived in Honolulu in December to be- 
come the Pastor of Friendship Chapel at Pearl Harbor. 
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11. During the year the first unit of the Isenberg Memorial Parish House was 
dedicated at Lihue, Kauai, to be the first of three units dedicated this year in the 
Territory. In October, the Lutheran Church of Honolulu was dedicated, and it is hoped 
that the St. Paul’s Lutheran Church at Kaimuki will be dedicated before the year is 
over. ;

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee has met and considered the items referred to it in the 

morning session, and makes the following recommendations: 

1. Concerning the Office of the President—'Taking note of the fact that the 
Office of the President of Synod will be in a transition state during the com- 
ing year, the Executive Committee requests that the motion pertaining to the 
salary of the President of Synod be stricken from the record of the Convention 
and that the Executive Committee be authorized to handle the matter at its 
discretion. 

2, Concerning an increase of the amount allocated to the Pacific Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary—''Since after consultation with Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, 
President of The United. Lutheran Church in America, Dr. Charles B. Foelsch, 
President of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, Dr, James P. Beasom, 
President of the California Synod and the Budget Committee cf the California 
Synod, the amount included in the budget had already been adjusted upward, 
and in view of Dr. Foelsch’s statement in the earlier session today, the 
Executive Committee recommends that this amount remain at the present 
$28,000. 

3. Concerning an allocation for the Lutheran Student Foundation of Arizona— 
Since the Executive Committee has received no official request from the 
Lutheran Student Foundation of Arizona for funds, and the matter of relation- 
ship with the California Synod has not been cleared as demanded by the 
procedures adopted by the 1953 Convention of the Synod, (p. 22 Minutes) this 
matter be referred to the Executive Committee with power to act. 

4. Concerning provision for the pension of Dr. James P. Beasom and a possible 
surplus—Since there is no provision, for a Contingency Fund in the present 
budget, and since the amount involved in Dr. Beasom’s Pension has not yet 
been determined, and since, in this transition year the Synod may be con- 
fronted with unforeseen emergencies, the Executive Committee recommends 
that the Convention empower the Executive Commitiee to act as an Allocations 
Committee for any surplus funds. 

The recommendations were adopted seriatim. 

Item 11 of the Supplementary Report of the Executive Committee, the Budget, 

was adopted. 

Motion was made that when any congregation of Synod gives more than 100% of 

its apportionment during the year 1954, 50% of the extra shall be transmitted to 
The United Lutheran Church in America as an overpayment of the apportionment.

REPORT OF “THE CRUSADE FOR YOUTH” 


Following the actions of the Richmond Convention which set 1953 as the year for 
"The Crusade For Youth”, the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation's appeal for 
funds, the Crusade Committee of the Executive Committee set the time between May 
10 and September 20 as the Appeal period, appointed 12 area chairmen and had 
printed and distributed the dime cards and the folder "Forward For Youth.” 


Before the Appeal period, Crusade Rallies were held in every area of Synod with 
the exception of Hawaii, and Pastors John Foerster and H. Paul Romeis presented the 
plan of precedure to pastors and laymen in each area. 


When it became apparent in the fall that the response to the Appeal would not 
be sufficient in any way to meet the $100,000 goal in 1953 (cash received to date is 
$22,895.59) the Executive Committee of Synod took action approving a new approach 
to "The Crusade For Youth’ whereby each congregation would be asked to commit 
itself for a definite quota with payments over a period of 10 years or less. A Com- 
mittee consisting of Pastors H. P. Romeis, C. V. Tambert, J. B. Weaver, and Mr. C. 
Bell was appointed to prepare the necessary material and present it to the congre- 
gations. 


Area Chairmen have contacted all congregations and the plan is in operation. 
The signed commitments are beginning to be received at the Synodical Office, indica- 
ting a definite favorable response to the new approach of ‘The Crusade for Youth.” 


The acceptance of the quota by every congregation in Synod is of the utmost im- 
portance now. As the President of Synod stated in a letter to all of you, “That which 
is bearing so heavily upon our hearts is a matter of the youth of our Church, Dare we 
fail these young people? This of all things would be a tragic mistake.” 


Therefore we urge upon every congregation the acceptance of its quota and the 
return of the signed commitment immediately, in order that the expanded program of 
Leadership Training so sorely needed in our Synod may be begun.

The Report of the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation was presented by 
Pastor David Robison. 


Report of The Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California _ 


Insofar as the several objectives of the Lutheran Leadership training program 
of the corporation are concerned, not too much progress can be reported for the year 
1953. But insofar as the goals may be achieved in terms of a Christian Camp pro- 
gram, no apology is needed or offered. For in this area of thallenging and inspiring 
youth to serve the Church, the Synod has seen real growth. 


At Camp Yolijwa, the “pilot” camp, for six weeks during July and August there 
was a total participation of 337 campers, 55 counsellors and faculty members and 
24 staff members, thus involving a grand total of 416 people in the program. The 
junior boys camp was filled beyond its rightful capacity with 87 boys. Under the 
direction of the Rev. John Foerster, and with the able and dedicated assistants who 
worked with him, the excellent program of previous years was continued and 
expanded. 

It was hoped that an allocation from the Crusade for Youth conducted within 
Synod would make possible the desirable and urgent relocation of Yolijwa on the 
new site at Oak Glen above Yucaipa for the 1954 season. But it appears that funds 
will not be available in time to develop facilities on the 26% acre plot which has 
now been purchased there, and a dispensation has been given tentatively by the 
head Ranger, and on the condition of our making certain long deferred improvement, 
to return to the old property for one more season. The following schedule is offered 
for information for those interested in the 1954 camp: 


Senior High Boys June 28-July 5 

Intermediate Boys June 28-July 5 (simultaneously) 
Junior Boys July 5-12 

Junior Boys July 12-19 (a different program) 
Junior Girls July 19-26 

Intermediate Girls July 26-Aug. 2 

Senior High Girls August 2-9 


During the past year the Board was composed of Pastors David Robison, F. W. 
Heinecken, Quentin P. Garman, Glen Balsley, George Spindt, Charles Smith, Mrs. 
Ruth Inslee, Mrs. Emmy Lou Alm, and Messrs. Albert Anspach and Robert Brammer. 
The president, vice president, secretary and treasurer have been Robison, Garman, 
Heinecken and Inslee respectively. The President of Synod is ex-officio a member of 
the Board. Numerous meetings were held and consideration has been given the 
possibility of engaging in a united camp program with other regional bodies of Na- 
tional Lutheran Council churches. The prospects are encouraging. 

Congregations of Synod participated in camping programs in other areas of 
Synod and the Board is pleased to have reports from or about them. 

At Mount Cross near Santa Cruz, NLC churches of the Bay Area participated 
in a program that represented 76 churches and provided camping for 657 campers. 
Nineteen churches and 124 campers from our Synod helped to make that total. The 
leadership training program of our church was used and well received. Pastor 
Foerster consulted several times with the Mt. Cross Board, of which Pastor George 
Flora is the President. Seven of our Synod’s pastors served as deans or instructors 
and our churches provided a fair share of counsellors. 


Pastor Paul Wolpert is a member of the Board of Directors of Camp Sierra 
located between Shaver and Huntington Lakes and serving the Lutheran Churches 
of the Fresno area. There were 84 regular campers in the eight day Junior High and 
High School camp, nine of whom were from First and Faith in Fresno. Pastor Foerster 
met with the directors of this camp and the U,L.C.A. materials were adopted for the 
program. Two other Synod pastors served in this camp. 

The Arizona Church Conference Grounds at Prescott was the site of the NLC 
one week family type camp conducted by the Lutheran Pastors’ Association of Air- 
zona beginning on June 28. This was the fourth year for such a camp and with more 
than 200 full-time campers registered, it was the most successful. Paster Frank Clutz 
served as the dean. The chairman of the Arizona Lutheran Camp Committee is 
Pastor Franklin H. Schott. Many features of the “Yolijwa Program” are being incor- 
porated in the camp and Pastor Foerster is giving personal assistance in this direc- 
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tion. The 1954 camp will be held the third week in: June at the Arizona Baptist Camp 
Grounds at Prescott. 


Camp Yolijwa of Hawaii was held August 10-21 at Kokee on the Island of Kauai. 
A staff of 21 greeted 105 boy and girl campers on the opening day and provided a 
stimulation program using the Yolijwa courses and traditions including the tribal 
organization, This, of course, included a Bible centered course of leadership training, 
devotions and inspiration with appealing recreation and handicraft materials were 
supplied the camp by the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation. The success of 
the camp is indicated by the fact that planning there looks toward two separate 
camps in the near future ‘and a longer camping period. Pastor Thomas Allport was 
director in 1953 and Pastor Swanson the assistant. The 1954 camp is tentatively set 
for August 16-27. This will be the fourth annual encampment. 


It is evident to those who are familiar with this phase of Lutheran Leadership 
training that here is possibly our best opportunity to guide the lives of healthy, alert 
young people into Christian service, either -full-time or in an equally needed lay 
capacity. Lutheran Camping provides a good time but that is not its primary motive 
by far. Its purpose is to inspire and instruct workers in the Kingdom of our Lord.

It is recommended that Synod approve the following changes in the Constitution 
of the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation that it may be in accord with the 
counsel of the Executive Board of The United Lutheran Church in America: 


1. Article IV, Section 2 shall read: ‘‘All members of the Board shall be elected 
by the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California.” (This is instead of the present 
arrangement wherein three of the twelve members are named by the Board of 
Directors.) 


2. Article VII, Section 2 shall read: "In consultation, agreement and cooperation 
with the Executive Committee of Synod, it shall establish such leadership programs 
and iraining courses, as well as a camp or camps, as may be deemed necessary.” 
(This is instead of “in cooperation” only; as now stated.) 

3. Article VII, Section 3 shall read: ‘The Board of Directors shall look to Synod 
to determine the number of full-time workers to be employed by the Leadership 
Training Corporation as well as to assent to the individuals selected.” The Board 
shall simply recommend. 


4, If and when the corporate title of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
shall be changed to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific Southwest, at 
once all references to the Synod in this Constitution of the Lutheran Leadership 
Training Corporation shall be changed to accord.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


The Committee on the President's Report recognizes in the spirit of the report 
of James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., a continuing challenge to the Synod. His positive note 
of commitment to the Will of God is a source of inspiration to pastor and layman 
alike. 

The entire Church acknowledges Dr. Beasom’s monumental contribution to the 
development of the United Lutheran Church in America, particularly in the Pacific 
Southwest. He is a Man of God raised up at the time when courageous leadership 
is necessary. The present strength of this Synod is testimony to his initiative, his 
foresight and his Christian daring, As Dr. G. E. Ruff reflected to the Synod in 1953, | 
his direction has spearheaded development normally achieved in half a century 
within a period of ten years. We all appreciate and love him best when we have 
known his spiritual motivation and his appreciation of the love of Christ. 

The President’s concern for the individual congregation and its growth is known 
to all of us. Since his report highlights dramatically an appeal for the institutions 
and services which implement the ministry of the Church, and the inadequate finan- 
cial support provided by existing methods of appeal, we suggest that in the future 
financial support be included in the budget but that every opportunity to present 
the causes effectively for the education of the congregations be utilized. 

In view of his vision, experience, and success in the development of new con- 
gregations, in the recruitment of new pastors, and his wide contact with the Church 
and his place on the Board of American Missions, we recommend that the Executive 
Committee seek means to use his great ability as far as his health permits. 
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Following the practice in a number of Synods, we further recommend that the 
tenure of office of the President of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pacific South- 
west be limited to two five year terms and the Committee on Constitutions be 
instructed to prepare the necessary amendment.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
(July lst to December 31st, 1954) 


Brethren of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Pacific Southwest: 


“Grace be unto you and peace, from God our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


The above benediction and salutation clearly reflects the spirit in which I bring 
to you my first report as President of Synod. I am deeply grateful to our Lord for the 
high privilege He has granted to me through you to serve in this important capacity. 
The office of the President of Synod presents tasks so new and different from that 
of the parish ministry that one is driven into the Savior’s presence to seek strength 
and understanding so necessary for all of us in the work of the Kingdom. Therefore 
I address you with humble thanksgiving to God for His mercy and goodness and 
with a plea to you for forbearance and understanding hearts. I earnestly plead with 
you also to continue your prayers to God on my behalf that I might be given the 
strength and wisdom so vital in the fulfillment of duties charged with high import 
and consequence which fall to the leaders in the Church of Christ today.

Pfundstein, as well as the young ladies in the office, all have been devoted to our 
great and challenging task. I feel their strength and willingness and the responsibility 
becomes a shared cooperative work with great degrees of joy for all. The Synod 
should know of the zeal of those whom they have called to important areas of 
administration. 


OUR HOST CHURCH 


St. Michael's Lutheran Church, Berkeley, The Rev. Ross F. Hidy, Pastor, joins the 
growing list of congregations who entertain Synod at its Annual Convention. Organ- 
ized in 1913, it has an impressive history of service to our Lord and year after year 
has contributed leadership and varied interest to the program of Synod and The 
United Lutheran Church. It has been of especially vital assistance in recent years in 
the founding of our Seminary and in the development of our Lutheran Student Work 
on the campus of the University of California, Synod is to have the use of St. 
Michael's remodeled and refurbished House of God for the Main Services and the 
Convention Business Sessions, The excellent facilities for committee meetings and 
dining purposes will also be available for our use. We are indeed favored in this 
setting for our Convention, 
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U.L.C.A. REPRESENTATIVE 


Our ULCA Representative, sent to us by the Executive Board of the Church is 
Mr. Chester A. Myrom, Associate Director of Stewardship of The United Lutheran 
Church in America. Mr. Myrom is a layman of high regard in the Church and we 
are especially honored to have a layman present the picture of the work of our 
Church through its Boards and Agencies. Mr. Myrom, in addition to his presentation 
of the work of our ULCA, will also be available for conferences and additional gath- 
erings on the territory of Synod following the Convention. Mr. Robert Cummings, 
executive committee member, will be chairman of the Layman's Meeting at the 
Synodical Convention. 


THE 1955 BUDGET 


Of great interest.and concern to the delegation will be the proposed 1955 Budget 
of Synod. This budget has been given widespread distribution and discussion at all 
the Annual Fall Conference Meetings. It will be presented in revised form, such 
revision growing out of suggestions and needs gleaned from the conference meetings. 
The spirit of our people to meet existing demands is expressed in the budget which 
will be presented by the Executive Committee in its report to the Convention. Other 
great needs of our Synod will be presented by Committees and Boards. The spirit of 
our Lord should prompt each one of us to fulfill the goals which we adopt and to 
which we are definitely committed. 


OUR STEWARDSHIP 


Reports will be made by the Stewardship Committee and the Statistician relative 
to our Stewardship of money for 1954, In addition, it is a pleasure to thank all of our 
people of Synod for the continuing growth in response to the Love of God and needs 
of His Church. Congregational Stewardship is reflected in congregational giving. A 
well planned stewardship effort is one of the answers to financial concern experienced © 
by some of our congregations. It is truly an agent of the Spirit for it remains true 
beyond question that “Where your treasure is, there will your heart be also.” All of 
our congregations are invited to seek aid from pastors and laymen in presenting a 
convincing and enlightening program of stewardship to the hearts of their people. 


CONGREGATIONAL LIFE 


During the last six months it has been my privilege to visit a majority of the 
congregations of our Synod, including the Hawaiian Islands. In most of our Churches 
great activity for expansion prevails. It is a joy to see our pastors and people seizing 
opportunities. Our Synod is expansion-minded in Evangelism, Stewardship and build- 
ing programs, and in the teaching programs of the Church. All feel that the time is 
ripe to develop and strengthen the Kingdom. Through these paragraphs we call 
attention to the great evangelism programs which will be launched immediately fol- 
lowing the Convention. The prayers of the Synod will be with the Congregations in 
the Areas of San Francisco and Arizona during February. The program will be con- 
tinued in other areas this year and in succeeding years as set up by the Board of 
Social Missions of The United Lutheran Church. We trust that every congregation in 
Synod will participate not only once but several times during the next three years. 
It would be folly if we did not seize the opportunities ahead of us to bring the un- 
churched into the fellowship of believers and to fill the pews with lives fully yielded 
to the Christ. At this point we must be alerted continually. It will be a rewarding 
experience to see our Synod quicken its tempo in response to our Lord’s great com- 
mission which He has placed in our hands. 


PASTORS SALARIES 


Your President plans a confidential review of salaries of pastors during the year 
1955. He urges pastors or church councils to submit to him confidential pastor salaries, 
parsonage and allowances (if any), also car allowances and any other type of allow- 
ances granted by the congregation. Pastors’ salaries should be reviewed annually 


and acted upon at the annual meeting of the congregaticn.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 
December 31, 1954 


Fathers and Brethren: 

It. has been a real thrill to prepare this 1lth report as your statistician. To pick 
just one evidence of the Spirit of God working in our midst, there was a gain of 
2,715 communing members to bring Synod’s communicant membership to the all-time 
high figure of 22,482. 

Nearly all of you have been considerate and prompt beyond the call of duty. We 
are confident the few dilatory and slovenly reporters will amend their ways by 
another year. ; 

Your heart should wake up and sing as you read through these pages of evi- 
dence of faithful work by pastors and congregations—and of the outward manifesta- 
tions of God's blessings that they disclose. 

The average number of confirmed members receiving Holy Communion took a 
healthy increase from 73.74% to 75.92%. Average giving per confirmed member 
dropped a ways, from $66.92 to $63.90. 

First reports from churches with over 300 communicants: 1. First English, Los 
Angeles, A. B. Schwertz (a repeat performance); 2. La Canada, Foothills, John P. 
Stump; 3. San Diego, First, Erwin A. Vosseler. 

Early reports from churches with less than 300 communing members: 1. Lanikai, 
T. H., Franklin Swanson; 2. Fresno, St. Paul’s, August S. Claus; 3. A three-way tie 
Central Valley, St. James and Redding, United, both served by Kenneth E, Linton; 
Yreka, Mt. Zion, R. C. Arthur. 

Especially noteworthy is the fact that we have five churches with a 100% 
communing list: 

1. Honolulu, Pearl Harbor, Pastor James Fincher. 

(tried to claim 102% but we disallowed it) 

2. Orinda, Shepherd of the Valley, Pastor Edward R. Andersen. And three mis- 
sions, organized with an inspiring 100% communicants: 

3. Ajo, Grace, Pastor B. A. Bjarnason. 

4. El Cajon, St. John’s, Pastor James P. Bishop. 

5. Orange, Our Saviour’s, Pastor Harold P. Schluniz. 

That wonderful example ought to make the rest of us pastors do some heart- 
searching. Notice some of the communing gains: 201 by Van Nuys, 100 by San 
Diego, Christ. Let us all catch fire from such precepts. 

Only one report, Honolulu, St. Paul’s, Pastor Ernest W. Vetter, was so late that 
it could not be included in Synod’'s summary, and had to be marked "No Report.”

The Committee plans to arrange a demonstration at Synod as 
to the “how” of doing this and hopes that all present will disseminate what they 
have observed. 

4. In the present woeful lack of understanding of the meaning of the Christian 
marriage we recommend to every pastor that he give full counsel to all applicants for 
marriage, and that he give due heed to the position of the Church before agreeing to 
the marriage of a divorced person. 

5. We commend to every one interested in the spiritual health of the Church, 
pastors and laymen, the book “Thy Mission High Fulfilling’ (Lufberry), an outgrowth 
of the United Lutheran Church's survey of the Manifested Life of the congregations.

1. We request from the parishes, pastors, committees, officials, and, indeed, any 
one, suggestions. of subjects and methods for study by this Committee so that it may 
serve more fully in its accepted field, which is the spiritual welfare of Synod and the 
strengthening of the faith and life of pastors and congregations.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


The Social Missions Committee recommends that Synod go on record as expressing 
appreciation to the Board of Social Missions of The United Lutheran Church in 
America for the grants extended to our Lutheran Welfare Service of Northern California 
and to our Lutheran Welfare Service of Southern California in 1954, and for the 
assurance of further aid in 1955, amounting to $800.00 for the work in the North 
and $200.00 for the South. 

Since the budgets of the above mentioned organizations require a $1,000.00 each 
from The United Lutheran Church in America or from Synod in order to carry on their 
work on a minimum basis, your committee recommends that Synod apportion $200.00 
to meet the necessary $1,000.00 for the work in the North and $800.00 for the work 
in the South. 

Your committee, upon the request of the Society of Social Missions of the Southern 
Conference of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, recommends that the 
necessary steps be taken to dissolve that organization. 

We also recommend that in 1955 further study be made of the relationships 
between the Social Missions Committee of Synod and the Social Missions Committees 
of the various Conferences of Synod. 

The subject of Evangelism was given major emphasis at the Southern Conference 
meeting October 21 and 22. An inter-Synodical committee is laying plans for an 
evangelism campaign on territory of Synod October 30 to November 4, 1955, Adequate 
ttme for prayer and planning for this should be arranged by pastors and congregations 
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‘ A most successful workshop on Industrial Relations was held in Los Angeles 
January 11, 1954 at which outstanding leaders of labor and management participated. 
One of the accomplishments of the Lutheran Welfare Service of Southern Cali- 
fornia during the past year was the establishment of a Public Relations Committee. 
The pastors of Synod are urged to present the total field of social work to their 
young people, especially during the month of October. 

Our Synod has been honored through the election at the Toronto Convention of 
Pastor John Stump as a member of the Board of Social Missions of The United Lutheran 
Church in America. ™ 

The Social Missions Committee which met periodically throughout 1954 is planning 
regular monthly meetings in 1955 for as many of the members as can attend. These 
meetings, scheduled for the second Wednesday of each month, will be open to any 
pastor or layman who wishes to participate in the work of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH VOCATIONS 


With the adoption of the new Synodical Constitution, the name of the Committee 
on Ministerial Education now becomes the committee on Church Vocations. The duties 
of this committee have been to seek out and to encourage young men and women to 
give themselves to full-time Church vocations. 

As a Committee we have compiled a list of the Synod's ministerial candidates in 
both college and seminary. The list is by no means as complete as we want it to be. 
The reason being that some students are in training for the ministry and have not 
been put in contact with this committee. 

We have interviewed many students and helped them in finding themselves. 
Assistance here has been given by Dr. Wickey and the Board of Education of The 
United Lutheran Church in providing a psychological testing service for all of our 
students who are in college preparing for the ministry. This shows strong and weak 
points to the students and helps them to get both feet on the ground. 

We have assisted students in need with Synodical aid based on the need of 
the students. Through the Board of Education of the ULCA we have been able to 
provide some travel expense for some of these students, 

We have prepared and now have for consideration at this meeting of Synod 
Rules for the Certification and supervision of ministerial students, procedures con- 
cerning beneficiary students, and draft deferment procedures for ministerial students. 
These will be available to each pastor as well as the ministerial student who seeks 
certification as a ministerial student from this Synod. 

As we receive the grades of the students at college, we are thus able to give 
encouragement when it is necessary. 
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The majority of our Seminary students are at Pacific Lutheran Seminary. We have 
one at Central Seminary in Fremont, one at Northwestern in Minneapolis, possibly one 


or two in other Lutheran seminaries.

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


As this report goes to press seventy-three pastors reported to the Committee that 
Stewardship received or is receiving special emphasis in their congregations. In 
practically every instance the materials made available by the Lutheran Laymen’s 
Movement for Stewardship have been or are being used. Many congregations used 
the materials and suggestions of the LLM rather closely and reported satisfactory 
results, and some emphasized excellent attainments. One congregation uses its own 
materials exclusively, based on years of experience, and with happy results. At any 
rate stewardship is being emphasized. . 

Most congregations engaged in an every-member-visitation. A variety of activities 
related to stewardship included not only visitation, but also Church group meetings, 
dinner meetings and cottage fellowship. In some instances pledge cards are mailed 
and returned to the Church for blessing on certain dates and during a special point in 
the worship service. Whatever the method employed, it is obvious that steward- 
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ship is receiving special attention in our congregations. We urge the use of the helps 
afforded through the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement on a continuing basis. 

Apart from the mechanics of the stewardship and financial effort the Committee 
would counsel that Stewardship in its finer aspects is not only concerned with the 
gathering of gold and silver to underwrite budgets, but calls for a committment to 
the total life in Christ. Stewardship is based on love and devotion to God, to witnessing 
and to the practical every day demonstration of a life lived in fellowship with the 
Lord. Apart from the spiritual impact stewardship degenerates into a financial pro- 
gram only. Stewardship thus embraces the total response of the individual to the 
love of God all the time and not just at periodic seasons of the year. 

Members of the committee were used by various Congregations during the 
autumn and early winter season in assisting their fellows in the stewardship program.

Many hundreds of gifts have been given by 
individuals and organizations, all of which, it is hoped, have been recognized through 
the pages of the Sunset Herald; the official bulletin of our Home. Thanks again to 
our fine editor, Mrs. Charles Izenour, for all her loyal and devoted service in publish- 
ing all our activities.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE 
UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH CONVENTION 


Meeting for the first time outside the United States, the United Lutheran Church 
in America assembled for its nineteenth biennial convention in Toronto, Canada, 
October 6-13. The eighteen delegates of our Synod faithfully attended each of the 
sessions which frequently were extended to give further study to proposed revisions 
in the Church's organizational structure. Several pastors and laymen from our Synod 
were present in addition to the delegates. The official role of the convention listed 330 
clerical delegates (perfect attendance), 329 lay delegates, 7 representatives from 
Affiliated Churches and 6 observers from smaller synods. 


After the formal opening of the convention, the Synod of the Central States 
(formed by a merger of the Kansas, Nebraska and Midwest Synods totaling 179 
congregations and 80,000 baptized members) was received as a constituent synod of 
the ULCA. 


Dr. Franklin Clark Fry was re-elected for his sixth term as President of the 
Church. As the Committee on the President's Report and the Resolutions Committee 
made their reports, the convention enthusiastically expressed its appreciation to 
Dr. Fry for his magnanimous leadership during the past ten years. The reports also 
noted his Christian statesmanship on a world-wide basis by calling attention to his 
high offices in the Lutheran World Federation and the World Council of Churches. 
Dr. Reinartz and Dr, Wagner were also overwhelmingly re-elected for another term 
as secretary and treasurer respectively.

Committee on Organizational Structure presented their report a ig 

Menctsie dediriiss the organization and structure of the church and its auxiliaries. 
An unexpected number of the 118 recommendations were acted upon. With impartiality 
and patience, President Fry guided the convention through a labyrinth of parliamentary 
procedures with admirable ability. The convention modified the trend for the centrali-

zation of authority to a considerable extent. A portion of the recommendations will 
come before the next convention of the Church. Further study is to be given the 
report after the present constitutional changes are acted upon by the synods. 


An enthusiastic interest in evangelism was clearly evident. The plan of the 
Board of Social Missions to conduct a thorough program of evangelism was warmly 
received with $528,974 provided for its implamentation in the budget for the next bien- 
nium. The program calls for the presentation of the plan at the 1955 conventions of the 
synods and preparation of the necessary materials. In 1956, workshops will be con- 
ducted for pastors and laymen and in 1957 a Lutheran Evangelism Mission will be 
conducted in every congregation. 

Your delegation’s hearts were thrilled when, after considerable debate, the 
stewardship level of the Church was raised. The proposed budget for the next biennium 
was raised 26 per cent by the anxious delegates in the closing sessions to provide 
greater funds for the work of the church, especially for home missions and pensions. 
A budget of $7,587,944 was established for 1956 and $7,633,579 for 1957. Sixty per 
cent of Part II of the budget was designated for home missions. In the last session, 
it was proposed from the floor that, at the 40th anniversary convention in 1958, a 
motion would be made to double the benevolence. 


Everyone was gratefully aware of the outstanding work done by the new Depart- 
ment of Press, Radio and Television, Convenient kits, daily summaries and thorough 
coverage by all leading wire services made it the best reported and most efficient 
convention of the Church, Charles Hushaw, formerly of our Synod, directs this new 
department. 


The convention was informed that the new hymnal would be available in its first 
edition in Advent of 1955. A separate lectionary will provide the lessons in both 
the King James and Revised Standard versions. 


Mention must be made of the honored presence of Bishop Berggrav who delivered 
the communicn message; the exceedingly gracious hospitality of our Canadian 
brethren; and the unusually active participation of a larger number of both laymen 
and pastors in the business of the Church. 

The 1956 convention is expected to be held in Harrisburg, Pa. 

Your delegation was certainly aware of its responsibility for the representation 
of the Synod. In committee work, various auxiliary meetings, as well as on the floor 
of the convention, active participation was manifested. It was an exhausting but a 
very thrilling privilege.

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Dignified advertising can add to the prestige of a church and help attract addi- 
tional members. It is of special importance to our Synod, since we have so many 
coming out here from the midwest and east—folks who are looking for a church. 
Many of them will turn to their newspapers or the classified telephone book for 
information. 

In the past, there has been some committee discussion about making available 
to our pastors and public relations workers a group of small newspaper mats or ads. 
This idea is now under consideration by the Publicity and Radio chairman of The 
United Lutheran Church. Your committee has submitted a series of 26 such advertise- 
ments, and we understand that the plan has been approved and that your committee 
will be asked to complete the job shortly. The ads will then be made available early 
in 1955 to all the churches of the national organization, according to preliminary 
information.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


What has happened in Berkeley at the Seminary is a continuing miracle of God. 
One should not forget the vision of a number of our men in urging the establishment 
of a seminary on the West Coast. In less than three years, the two Synods who own 
and operate the Seminary have acquired four substantial buildings, all debt free, 
valued at more than one half million dollars. 


The miracle is not only evident in the material possessions of the Seminary but 
in the way God has led men and women to its doors to prepare for full-time church 
service, Already fifteen have graduated and nine more are expected to graduate in 
1955, The total enrollment of the Seminary is higher this year (forty including those 
serving an intern year) than any previous year. Of the total, three are young women, 
two of whom are studying full time and expect to enter the service of the Church. 

And the miracle continues in the way in which we have attained a consecrated. 
and able faculty. These men are giving of themselves unstintingly in the instruction 
of students and in bringing the message of the Seminary to congregations and to 
various groups. They are: Dr. Charles Foelsch, President, Professor of New Testament 
Interpretation; Dr. E. T. Bachmann, Professor of Church History; Dr. H. J. Mumm,, Pro- 
fessor of Bible; and Dr. G. E. Lenski, Professor of Systematic Theology. Specialists in 
their field and part time instructors: Dr. P. E. Morentz, Pastoral Care; the Rev. T. 
Harjunpaa, Liturgics; the Rev. G. H. Muedeking, Christian Thought. 

The prospects for the Junior Class in the Fall ot 1955 are very promising. The 
completion of Beasom Hall, the new dormitory, has done much to enhance life at 
the Seminary, especially for the single men. The married couples continue to find 
their living quarters in or near Berkeley. The next project to be undertaken by the 
Seminary will include a recreational area for the students as well as a roadway, a 
parkway and walking area. This project will cost approximately $20,000, but will not 
be started until the funds for it are in sight. Any congregation which has not com- 
pleted its Seminary Appeal will be helping the forward progress of the Seminary 
by caring for the matter at the earliest possible date. 

The library of Seminary continues to grow, now includes approximately eight 
thousand carefully selected volumes. The preliminary minimum goal is twenty thou- 
sand volumes. During the year the library of Dr. John C. Mattes was acquired which 
included many fine theological works no longer available. The library of the late 
Pastor Paul Wolpert, Synodical Secretary, has been gratefully received. From time 
to time friends of the Seminary send monetary gifts for the purchase of books. 

One cannot estimate the true worth of Seminary’s President in all the facets of 
his leadership. One very real way in which he has been extremely helpful is the 
manner in which he has developed a number of “friends” of the Seminary ali over 
the Church. These “friends’’ have contributed thousands of dollars to the Seminary. 
President Foelsch has been most diligent in keeping the Seminary before the Church 
and other Lutheran groups throughout the Nation, 

Although the Seminary receives support from many sources, its chief support 
comes from the Synods that own and control it. Of necessity the Seminary must look 
to the Synods for the operating funds. In a real sense, the Seminary can do only what 
the Synods through their financial support permit it to accomplish, It may sound 
trite to say the future of the Church on the West Coast depends in a very real way 
on the development of the Seminary and on the encouragement of young men to 
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enter the ministry but it is a basic fact. The Board of Directors, your representatives, 
are heartened by the ready response of the Synods to the needs of the Seminary. 

Full accreditation of the Seminary must await the inspection of the proper com- ~ 
mittee of the Association of Theological Schools. However, application by the Seminary 
for accreditation has been approved by that group and it becomes effective upon 
the graduation of our first class “of our own” in the Spring of 1959. Meanwhile, indi- 
vidual seminaries have approved and their faculties have agreed to receive our 
credits presented by any of our students seeking further study. 

A modest beginning has been made in post graduate study under the direction 
of Dr. Bachmann. A Summer School will again be held at the Seminary with two three 
week periods, July 4 to August 12. A number of guest professors will staff the Summer 
School with the regulor faculty. Tuesday morning classes are held at the Seminary for 
pastors. 

The faculty believes that the best hope of strengthening the functional department 
of the curriculum lies in the adoption, on a church-wide basis, of a required parish 
intern year for all seminarians concluding their middler year. This matter came 
before the Convention at Toronto and is now in the hands of Board of Education. This 
is intended to be a year of practical work with a pastor and not special types of 
work in mental hospital or social service agencies. 

The Women’s Auxiliary of the Seminary has continued to render great service 
and to present continuing gifts to the causes of the Seminary. There is room for 
expanding this phase of the congregational helpfulness to the Seminary. We encourage 
the pastors to bring this matter to the attention of their women’s groups. 

The Seminary ‘continues to operate “in the black’’ as we believe you would 
desire it to do. While there has been a substantial balance, it must be accounted for 
as the library charges are considered as capital expenditures, This no longer can be 
continued or justified. It must now become an operating expenditure. Also a full-time 
gardener has not been employed although one is needed. 

The Board of Directors would tell you that all of us deeply appreciate the very 
kind and generous assistance of the Board of Education and the cooperative and 
helpful spirit of its Executive Secretary, Dr. Gould Wickey. He has met with the 
Board from time to time and his counsel has been most helpful. 

A vacancy on the Board has existed since Dr. Carl V. Tambert was installed as 
the President of Synod. 

In closing Dr. Charles B. Foelsch brought greetings from the Seminary. Mr. William 
Scheehl presented Dr. Foelsch with a framed picture of “Saint Benedict's Advice” 
for Beasom hall.

REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE TO THE SYNOD 
OF THE PACIFIC SOUTHWEST 


President Paul W. Dieckman says: 


ANNUAL STATEMENT: 


Nineteen hundred Fifty-four at Midland has been a stimulating year with increased 
activity in many quarters. It was a year of enlargement of our academic and counsel- 
ing activities, expansion of our physical facilities, a deepening of our Christian pur- 
pose and the attainment of financial stability. In this regard, the: increasing interest 
on the part of our supporting synods in the work of the College as an arm of the 
Church is indeed gratifying. Deep, therefore, is our thanks to all who shared in 
giving Midland the opportunity for service. Thanks especially to God for all His 
manifest and manifold gifts to this College. 


ATTENDANCE 


Midland College opened its 68th year in September 1954 with an enrollment of 
375 students, This represents an 1] per cent increase over the preceding year. We 
feel rather encouraged not only with an increase in the number of students, but with 
their spirit of friendliness and cooperation, and their eagerness for a sound education. 
This is the first year that our freshman class compares favorably with the average 
preparation of freshmen on the national level. 


CAMPUS MORALE 


Visitor after visitor to the campus remarks upon the friendliness and helpfulness 
of Midland College students and facilty. Dr. Reuben K. Youngdahl publicly stated 
that he found Midland College to be the most friendly campus he had ever visited. 
Truly Midland is a wonderful family with which to be associated. And, here I should 
like to pay tribute in abundant measure to a well trained, consecrated and cooper-' 
ative faculty and staff. Upon them rests the burden of challenging these young 
people that they may noi only learn how to make a living, but how to live a Christian 
life. For, one element of our program is to strengthen the faith of all young people on 
the campus and to encourage them to be more active in the life of their home con- 
gregation, particularly when they are out of college and settled in a community. A 
number of Midland students now serve as officers in the Luther League on the state 
and national level and as caravaners across the Church at home and abroad. 


SPIRITUAL EMPHASIS 


Midland College is but an arm of the local congregation in its parish ministry 
as we deal with that portion of the parish who are away at college. Each student 
at the College is therefore required to take courses in Christianity and philosophy 
and to attend daily chapel. Midland continues to- believe that a large part of her 
uniqueness lies in her steady effort to help every student understand that no educa- 
tion is complete unless it includes opportunities for each to hear the call of the Christ 
upon his life and for each to answer that call. 


The Board of Trustees, believing in this aim and being desirous of raising the 
spiritual level still higher, will call a full-time chaplain before September 1955, whose 
responsibility it will be to serve as the spiritual advistbr of all students. 


Our chapel services are most helpful in lifting the general level of spiritual life 
on the campus. Our Religious Emphasis week and Careers Week this year was more 
attractive than usual, dealing with the practical side of religion, the application to the 
lives of students in their classrooms, their school activities, their life work. 


SCHOLASTIC DEVELOPMENT 


The College is trying to personalize its work spiritually and academically. Mr. 
Phil Hefner, a graduate with the Class of 1954, was selected as a Fulbright Scholar 
and is now pursuing his graduate work-at Tubingen, Germany. The faculty counseling 
system is operating successfully and thus accounts for a higher achievement and for 
a lower student mortality than was previously noticed. Mr. Lloyd TeSelle, Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Fremont, Nebraska, at a public meeting in December stated, “I 
am very happy with the quality of students on your campus who come to our. schools 


for practice teaching. We are very much impressed by their abilities and their sin- 
cerity. This was not true some years ago." 
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FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


Financially, things have been transpiring to make us glad. There is still need 
for the securing of a greater number of private gifts to the College and a more liberal 
annual giving on the part of the alumni, Most heartening of all has been the larger 
giving of the Church. Since Midland is a Church college, it must look to the Church 
for its chief support. Once again our hearty thanks to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of the Pacific Southwest for its support. 


As a result of the increased support and stringent economies introduced into the 
College program, we have balanced our budget for the past year. This is a victory 
of no small achievement and calls for repoicing on the part of our constituency. Our 
needs do, however, continue to be great. The competition of other colleges is becoming 
increasingly acute. Nevertheless, Midland has turned in the proper direction and 
needs only to accelerate its progress to achieve financial stability and strength. 


We urge that pastors make every effort to interest young men and women in 
Midland. We want our percentage of Lutheran students to remain high. We want to 
challenge our Lutheran students. Pastors and alumni can help tremendously in this, 
and we earnestly solicit that help. The College provides a sound academic education 
in a friendly Christian atmosphere. You need not hesitate to recommend it. 


In this report we wish again to express our deep gratitude to all who participated 
in the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal, which brought our much needed 
library out of the dream world into the world of reality. It has been a marvelous 
addition to our campus and to our facilities. Nineteen hundred fifty-four also saw the 
purchase of a home away from the campus for the President of the College. The 
move permitted the space formerly used as the President’s apartment to be converted 
into an enlarged and much improved Student Union and Faculty Lounge. But there are 
still needs that continue to be demanding. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


In the near future we must plan to put an addition to our women’s dormitory. 
Within the forseeable future other buildings must likewise be erected upon the 
campus. A campaign for capital funds over the next few years will not only ensure 
the perpetuation of an institution which has served the Church for almost three- 
quarters of a century and which has developed many distinguished lay and clerical 
leaders, but it will demonstrate the faith of the Church in the cause of Christian 
higher education, in the independent college, and in the identity of the College as a 
church institution. 


Unless we have effective Church colleges, the youth of the Church must be 
educated in secular institutions. These secular institutions and their facilities have 
no commitment and no compulsion to show God as the center and mainspring of 
daily life. They perform no real evangelistic function. Their facilities are not required 
to be positively Christian. By contrast the Church college is the forefront of the 
Church's far reaching program of evangelism and missionary endeavor. 


If we fail to carry on this endeavor not only will our Church lose impetus, but 
we will weaken the way of life, founded on Christian principles of democracy, which 
has made it possible for our Church to survive and to progress. 


In the leadership of students trained in a Christian college lies the hope of a 
better nation. Let us appreciate the privilege and responsibility of owning a Church 


college.

The blessing of God has rested richly upon our Home for another year. Three 
new guests have entered the home during 1954, three have been dismissed, and 
God has called one soul home. As of December 22 there were nine full-time and two 
part-time staff members, caring for thirty-two guests. 


We have seen another year with income for current expenditures keeping above 
outgo. The Building Fund has been growing at a modest rate. The generous response 
of the churches to our Harvest Ingathering of food, and the fine giving on “Home 
for the Aged Sunday,” November 14 helped strengthen our hands to start a new year 
in good shape financially. The Women’s Fellowship has been a cheerful and blessed 
help. 

On September 27 Dr. O. W. Ebright left as our Executive Director, to assume the 
pastorate of a mission church in Salem, Oregon. Both Doctor and Mrs. Ebright had 
won a large place in the hearts of the guests and friends of the Home. We were 
most fortunate in securing the services of Miss Agnes Riensche as Acting Director. 
Pastor Ralph E. Rangeler of Beatrice, Nebraska, assumes the direction of the Home 
on January 16, 1955. 

Your Board has worked prayerfully and diligently during the year. The change 
of leadership has changed and slowed our plans, but will lead, we are confident, to 
an even better program because of the need of a critical re-evaluation of our program. 
‘Plans are well advanced on our building, and we are sure that the blessing of God 
will be on us as we go forward under our new director to an even larger and finer 
program of helpfulness to the senior members of our Church. Pray for us much that 
your board and staff at the Home may be a blessing to many of our Aged. : 

Many of our guests are growing feeble. It is increasingly difficult for them to go 
up and down stairs. A new- building will both house more of the many who need 
our care and provide an elevator for both buildings. Must we tell our dear aged 
guest just as they need us most that they must leave? 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. That the California Lutheran Home for the Aged continue to be granted the second 
Sunday in November to stress its work among the congregations and to receive an 
offering of food and money.

REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP 
TRAINING CORPORATION 


The program of the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation for 1954 followed 
the general lines of previous years with an emphasis on leadership training through 
the Synod’s Camp Yolijwa with a concern for and cooperation in specific instances 
with camping in other areas of the territory of Synod. 

Most of the administrative planning and oversight fell naturally upon the 
shoulders of the director, Pastor John Foerster, but there were many among the pastors 
and laity who joined in making this the most successful year yet experienced. These 
few statistics may be noted concerning the six weeks of summer camping: 

Senior High Boys, 36 campers, 3 faculty and counsellors. 

Intermediate boys, (camp held simultaneously with senior boys): 45 campers, 7 
faculty and counsellors, 14 staff members, 2 staff children and 3 Luther League 
caravaners (total 110 for two camps). 


Junior boys (lst week): 45 campers, 6 faculty members, 15 staff members, 3 staff 
children, 2 observers (total 71). 


Junior boys (2nd week): 71 campers, 10 faculty and counsellors, 15 staff members, 
3 staff children, 1 observer (total 98). 


Junior girls: 78 campers, 12 faculty and counsellors, 15 staff members, 2 observers 
(total 109). 


Intermediate girls: 78 campers, 12 faculty and counsellors, 15 staff members, 2 
staff children, 2 observers (total 108). 


Senior girls: 58 campers, 13 faculty and counsellors, 14 staff members, 1 staff 
child, 2 observers (total 86). 


In all 411 campers, 64 counsellors and faculty members, 14 staff members and 
faculty children and 13 observers or a total of 582 persons made up the 1954 Camp 
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Yolijwa program. Eliminating duplicate counting of staff members, etc., there was a 
grand total of 495 individuals involved. 


One hundred and two men took part in the Men's Retreat just prior to the open- 
ing of Camp. In addition there were over 500 visitors during the season. 


Further planning was done in regard to the relocation of Yolijwa at Oak Glen. 
Considerable architectural work was performed, volunteer clean-up crews from 
various churches gave appreciated services and there is much anticipation of getting 
a program started at the new site. Two allocations (grants of funds) from the Crusade 
for Youth receipts (a total of $15,500) have made the site debt free and have remun- 
erated the architect for his services to date. 


Primarily through our Director, the Board was interested in camping programs 
in other areas of Synod in which, though there was little official relationship, there 
was yet much sharing of experience. Comprehensive reports were given the Board 
by leaders of several of these camps. 


At Mt. Cross near Santa Cruz in which many NLC congregations participate 20 
of our Synod's churches sent 89 campers, 6 pastors and 10 counsellors to take part 
during the summer of 1954. The total figures show that there were 95 churches rep- 
tresented by 514 campers, 31 pastors and 38 counsellors. Mt. Cross requested and 
received a grant of $2,500 from the Crusade for Youth allocations Committee for 
capital purposes. Pastor George Flora has served as president of the Mt. Cross Board. 


At Camp Yolijwa in Hawaii where Pastor Glen Balsley, formerly of this Board, 
was Camp Director for 1954, there was a total of 92 participants which included 76 
campers. The camp was held at Kokee, Kauai, August 3-13. The “Yolijwa” program 
was followed generally. 14 Leadership Training Course Cards were awarded. Trans- 
portation is a big problem in the Islands and flying to camp is the accepted practice. 


Arizona Conference churches again took part in the Arizona NLC Camp. The 
1954 camp was held at Baptist Estates in June with more than 200 campers in attend-- 
ance, approximately half of whom were from congregations of our Synod. The pro- 
gram this year was patterned in large part after the Yolijwa program. Negotiations 
are being made by the associated NLC churches of Arizona for the lease on a long 
term of a camp site near Mt. Mary, Arizona. 


During the past year the L.L.T.C. Board was composed of Pastors David Robison, 
Quentin Garman, F. W. Heinecken, George Spindt, Charles Smith and George Steffens, 
and these lay members: Mrs. Ruth Inslee, Mrs. Emmy Lou Alm, Mr. Bert Anspach, 
Mr. Robert Brammer, Dr. Alfred Henrich and Mr. Wendell Larson. Numerous meetings 
were held during the year and consideration given to operating and promotional 
matters. Robison, Garman, Alm and Inslee served as president, vice president, secre- 
tary and treasurer respectively. 


The Board feels that for the money that is invested in this form of leadership 
training and considering that much of the camp leadership is contributed, we of 
Synod have in our camping program an instrument that is of tremendous value. It is 
worthy of the support of every member of our congregations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. It is recommended that in view of the fact that the Parish Education Commiitee 
of Synod is responsible for carrying on other related items pertaining to the develop- 
ment of leadership training in the Church School, area training school for Church 
School leaders and the development of a total Christian education program, that as 
soon as possible, the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation define its concern, 
mainly and specifically, with leadership training through the camping programs of 
Synod. Lary: 

2. It is recommended that it be recognized by the Synod that the main responsi- 
bility of the L.L.T.C. at the present time be to develop a new Camp Yolijwa on the 
Oak Glen site and that this camp become the pilot camp for the Synod serving as a 
pattern for the simultaneous development of camps in Northern Arizona and Hawaiian 
Conferences with the understanding that the director of Camp Yolijwa be the Execu- 
tive Director of the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation. 


3. The L.L.T.C. Board recommends that the Synod consider favorably a proposal 
to designate funds from the Crusade for Youth for capital development or improvement 
for authorized camping programs of the U.L.C.A. on the territory of the Synod of 
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the Pacific Southwest in the conference areas from which the funds have been received 


and that the allocations committee be so instructed, 


4. It is recommended that the Constitution of the L.L.T.C. be changed in regard 
to name and purpose in line with delineation of responsibilities proposed in the first 


recommendation.

Motion prevailed to refer this item to the Executive Committee for consideration 
at the time of the presentation of the Budget, 

Motion prevailed that 1956-57-58 allocations of funds in Special Appeals be

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


The one meeting of the Committee during the year was held at the time of the 
Installation Service for President Tambert. At that time the Committee listened with 
interest to the representatives of the various foundations and submitted its suggestions 
to the Executive Committee of Synod as to the financial needs of the three established 
foundations, Northern California, Southern California, and Arizona. 


The Committee also heard the story of the proposed construction of various student 
buildings on the territory of our Synod and submitted to the Executive Committee of 
Synod for-its consideration the matter of meeting Synod’s share of capital funds 
needed for these new buildings and centers. New facilities are planned for Tempe 
and Tucson in Arizona, a parsonage in Berkeley, centers in Fresno and San Jose and 
additional facilities in the Los Angeles area. The cost of these will be shared by the 
Division of Student Service, National Lutheran Council, other Lutheran bodies and 
our Synod, Our Synod’s share is $27,400.00. 


From the reports received by the Committee Chairman for the compilation of this 
report, one is encouraged to see that our Student Work is slowly acquiring more sub- 
stantial support from the congregations. As an example, the Northern California Foun- 
dation has received in eleven months of 1954 $2,060.16 as compared with $687.33 
received for the year of 1953. The California Foundations would like to suggest to 
the congregations wishing to do their fair share that a per communing member con- 
tribution of thirty-four cents for the South and forty-five cents for North would do it. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FOUNDATION 


A change in the policy of the Division of Student Service of National Lutheran 
Council has restricted the Foundation’s responsibility to those campuses where they 
have salaried people. Therefore, it serves University of Southern California, the 
University of California at Los Angeles, Los Angeles City College and the Los 
Angeles State College. This Foundation has two full-time pastors, Rev. Oscar Ice, 
American Lutheran Church, serves as Executive Director and Dr. Luther Olmon, 
Augustana Church, serves as Campus Pastor at University of California at Los 
Angeles. Dr. Olmon assumed his work this past fall. 


There is a continuing desirable and satisfactory relationship with St. Mark’s 
Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, with Pastor Ice preaching and assisting there, and 
with the expected formation of a Student Church Council. This is an attempt to bring 
a parish ministry to the students. There are sixty known United Lutheran students at 
University of Southern California. Only sixteen of these were reported by the pastors. 
During November twenty-five per cent of all Lutheran students at University of South- 
ern California participated in some student program or activity. Seven students were 
enrolled in confirmation classes. 


For the future, the Foundation anticipates work at Los Angeles State College (new 
campus), Long Beach State College, California State Poly at San Luis Obispo, and 
the new University of California campuses at Riverside and Santa Barbara, 


NORTHERN CALIFORNIA FOUNDATION 


The work at Berkeley is under the direction of the Rev. Otto Bremer, ULCA, who 
is assisted by Miss Janet Holling, Counselor to Students, and Mrs. Lottie Kohls, 
Counselor to International Students. While here at Berkeley you may desire to drop 
in at the Center on Bowditch Street, a few steps from St. Michael’s Lutheran Church. 
This Foundation has interested itself in the following campuses: University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley, San Jose State. College, Fresno State College, Sacramento State 
College, San Francisco City and State Colleges, and Stanford University. 


This Foundation too anxiously awaits our decision concerning the raising of 
capital funds for the new centers in its area. The need at Fresno is urgent and the 
possibility of having a part in the proposed building is very imminent. 


The work at Berkeley got off to the best start in its history as over one hundred 
thirty-five students participated in the Fall Reception. The Reformation Banquet, to 
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which students of all Christian groups were invited, was attended by well over three 
hundred fifty. 

The work at Fresno is most encouraging and with bright prospects for the future. 
The Rev. George Flora serves in the San Jose area where the Lutheran population 
increased to two hundred seventy-five whereas the college had a overall drop in 
enrollment. 


ARIZONA FOUNDATION 


The Lutheran Student Foundation of Arizona has set before it a steadily expanding 
program in its ministry to Lutheran students in the several schools of higher learning 
in Arizona. There are active student groups in the University of Arizona at Tucson, 
the Arizona State College at Tempe, and the Phoenix Junior College. 

For the first time a full time counselor for students has been called in the person 
of Miss Gabrielle Saenger. She spends the greater part of her time at the University 
of Arizona dividing the remainder of her time between the Tempe and Phoenix 
campuses. 

Active programs with LSA groups, Bible Study, worship, discussion and fellow- 
ship groups are conducted at each campus. : 

The Committee recommends: 

That the Pacific Southwest Synod assumes its share of the Capital Fund for new 
construction of student centers and facilities in the amount of $27,400.00.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific South- 
west, in fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of Synod, 
held six regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions listed 
below are a summary of the assignments given to the Committee by Synod or 
inherent in its constitutionally defined duties:

Approved the Salary-Aid Requests of mission congregations from the Board of 
American Missions as contained in the Home Mission Report. 

Approved the Student Aid Requests as reported by the Committee on Church 
Vocations. 

Fulfilled mandate of Synod to provide a Synodical supplement to income from 
pensions and/or salaries sufficient to provide Dr, James P. Beasom with on annual 
income of $3600.

Fulfilled the mandate of Synod to elect a Home Mission Supervisor of Synod in 
place of the Office of the Assistant to the President. The Committee elected the Rev. 
H. Paul Romeis for a term of office of five years, said office to expire three months 
after the term of office of the President of Synod. 

Appointed the Nominating Committee for the 1955 Convention. Members of the 
Committee thus appointed were: The Rev. John Stump, Chairman; Pastors Arthur 
Alm, Franklin Schott, Donald Wagner, and Layman Robert Brammer.

By rail- 
toad fare is meant clergy rates and regular fare for laymen. 
SECTION II, PARAGRAPH 8. Add second paragraph as follows: 
Pastors of mission congregations in the Hawaiian Islands entitled to furloughs 
under the regulations of the Board of American Missions shall, whenever possible, 
be the delegate of their congregation to the Convention of Synod in their furlough 
year. 


IV. The Executive Committee recommends that the Sunday Schools of our congrega- 
tions be urged to contribute benevolent funds to Synod for the possible support 
of a Christian Education and Youth Worker. 

It is further recommended that a survey be made by the Christian Education 
Committee of the Synod of possible amounts of such contributions for this 
purpose. 

V. The Executive Committee recommends that the Committee on a Synod-wide 
Layman’s Organization be continued for another year. 


VI. The Executive Committee recommends that the Statement of Acceptable Methods-

A STATEMENT OF ACCEPTABLE METHODS FOR RAISING FUNDS 
IN CONGREGATIONS OF THE SYNOD 


In conformity with the desire of Synod as expressed in its action at the 1954 
Convention (page 76 of Minutes) ‘The Executive Committee be requested to prepare, 
in collaboration with the Committee on Stewardship, a statement of acceptable 
methods for raising funds in congregations of the Synod,” the committee reports: 

Inasmuch as The United Lutheran Church in America meeting in conventions 


has spoken clearly on this matter, and é 
ees as the Michigan and Florida Synods have issued concise and direct 


statements in this regard, . 

We recommend that Synod adopt the following: 

"That every congregation discourage the use of suppers, bazaars, and any 
other form of commercialism as money raising projects, and follow the approved plans 
of the U.L.C.A. as expressed by the L.L.M. for Stewardship.” (This should not be con- 
fused with taking of reservations for a father-son banquet; mother and daughter 
banquet; or any other congregational program in which the purchase of food is 
involved; or where the function’s primary purpose is fellowship or entertainment; but 
where no attempt is made to make the activity a money raising scheme.) 

God stands ready to bless in the degree that we are faithful. ' 

We are happy to note that there is a steady increase in the Scriptural emphasis 
on giving by the congregations of the Synod of the Pacific Southwest. Certainly God 
has blessed us when we have been faithful in our Stewardship. Some religious 
bodies approve suppers for profit, bazaars, raffles, baked goods sales, rummage 
sales, and the selling of all kinds of products for the raising of funds. This certainly 
the position of the United Lutheran Church, its Board of American Missions, or the 
is not in conformity with true Christian Stewardship as we believe it to be, nor is it

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God's plan is “bring you into the storehouse of the Lord a tithes. give and 


it shall be given unto you...’ “God loveth a cheerful giver.” i 

It requires courage and faith on the part of pastors and leaders in a congrega- 
tion to adopt and follow God's plan of Stewardship. ; 

Commercialism is inappropriate to the character of the Church, is inconsistent 
with the purpose of the Church and weakens the witness of the Church in the Com- 
munity. It discourages the freewill offerings motivated by love and gratitude and 
thus tends to undermine true Christian Stewardship. 

Commercialism in self-supporting congregations creates perplexity in mission 
congregations which are not permitted to engage in such practices. The Board of 
American Missions in adopting this rule seeks to uphold thesofficial position of the 
U.L.C.A. 

The United Lutheran Church in America officially opposed ‘‘anti-scriptural” 
methods of Church financing. 

A. 1932 Convention: 

“That in view of the evil influence upon our missions, which are forbidden the 
use of questionable methods of financing, our United Lutheran Church com- 
mends Scriptural giving as the only approved method.” 

—unanimously adopted. 

B. 1936 Convention: 

"We request pastors and Church leaders to urge upon Christians the need for 
conscientious avoidance of everything that bears any taint of the gambling 
spirit; to be scrupulously careful that all money raising efforts of their re- 
spective congregations or auxiliary organizations be Scriptural... ” 

; E z ; —unanimously voted. 

Congregations which have abandoned commercialism are virtually unanimous 
in reporting their finances in much better condition than was the case when mer- 
chandising was permitted. E P 

We strongly urge the adoption of the above statement by all our Churches and 
their auxiliaries.

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The Amendments to the Constitution of the U.L.C.A. as adopted at the Toronto 
Convention in October 1954 were proposed to the Synod and ratified as follows: 


ARTICLE V 
Delegates 


Section 1. Each Synod connected with The United Lutheran Church in America 
shall be entitled to representation at its Conventions by an equal number of minis- 
terial and lay delegates to a number determined by the Executive Board according 
to the number of pastoral charges on its roll; provided, however, that each Synod 
shall be entitled to at least one ministerial and one lay delegate. The maximum 
number of delegates to the Convention shall be approximately seven hundred, this 
restriction to be safeguarded through adjustments in the ratio of representation by 
action of any Convention upon recommendation of the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE VII 
Conventions 


Section.1. A convention of The United Lutheran Church in America shall be held 
at least once in every two years in the month of October at such time and place as 
determined by the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE IX 
Officers 


Section 1. The officers of The United Lutheran Church in America shall be a 
President, a Secretary, a Treasurer. The President shall be an ordained minister of 
the Church. The President and the Secretary shall be, and the Treasurer may be, full- 
time officers. No officer shall serve after December 31 of the year in which he has 
reached the age of 68 years, except that an officer who reaches the age of 68 years 
in a non-convention year may serve until December 31 of the next convention year. 
term of six years and he shall be eligible for election for additional terms, except 
Subject to this proviso each convention shall elect by ballot one such officer for a 
that all of such officers shall be elected by the convention at the first meeting follow- 
ing the effective date of this Section with terms as follows: Treasurer—2 years; Sec- 
retary—4 years; President—6 years. Officers shall be subject to recall or dismissal 
as provided in the By-Laws. The officers shall take office on the first day of the third 
month after their election. In the event of a vacancy in one of the offices of the 
Church the Executive Board shall fill the vacancy for a term to expire December 31 
of the year of the next convention; in the event of the retirement of an officer on age 
before the expiration of his term of office his successor shall be elected for the unex- 
pired term at the convention next preceding the date of his retirement. 


ARTICLE IX 
Officers 


Section 2. The President of the Church shall be its leader and counsellor in 
matters spiritual and temporal. He shall be the chief representative of the Church. 
He shall be the chief executive officer of the Church and shall preside at all sessions 
of the convention; he shall appoint standing committees and special committees not 
otherwise provided for; he shall see that the Constitution is observed and that reso- 
lutions are carried out; he shall sign all official documents that may require the 
signature of the President of the Church; he shall discharge such other duties as are 
delegated to him by the Convention or the Executive Board; he shall supervise and 
direct the carrying out of the policies and decisions of the Church made in convention 
and by the Executive Board, and shall have oversight of the activities of the office 
of Secretary and of the office of Treasurer. 


ARTICLE IX 
Officers 


Section 8. The Secretary shall be the recording and statistical officer of the 
Church and the custodian of the official seal; he shall attest all documents of the 
body and shall publish the time and place of the next meeting at least two months 
in advance, In case of a special meeting he shall give written notice thereof to the 
President of each of the Synods immediately upon the issue of the call and shall 
publish the same at least thirty days in advance of the meeting. 
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ARTICLE IX 
Officers 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall be the chief fiscal officer of the Church. He shall 
receive and disburse all monies and keep an account of all his transactions, He shall 
make disbursements only upon the order of the President attested by the Secretary. 
He shall make disbursements only upon the counter signature of such officer, officers 
or staff member as may from time to time be designated by the Executive Board. He 
shall be required to give corporate surety in the amount determined by the Executive 
Board, the premium therefor to be paid by the Church. He may give written advice 
on financial policies to boards, agencies and auxiliaries and make report of such 
advice to the next convention of the Church. He shall submit to the convention of the 
Church and to the Executive Board reports of the financial affairs of the Church. 


ARTICLE XI 
The Executive Board 


Section 1. The Executive Board of The United Lutheran Church in America, which 
shall also be its Board of Trustees, shall consist of the President; the Secretary, and 
the Treasurer of the Church, who shall be the officers of the Executive Board, together 
with nine ministerial and nine lay members, who shall be elected by the convention 
for a term of four years, It shall meet at stated times. 


ARTICLE XI 
The Executive Board 


Section 2. At the first election after this article becomes effective, five ministerial 
and five lay members shall be elected to serve four years, and one ministerial and 
one lay member shall be elected to serve two years. At the second election after 
this article becomes effective, four ministerial and four lay members shall be elected 
to serve four years, Thereafter, five ministerial and five lay members or four minis- © 
terial and four lay members shall be elected alternatingly at successive regular 
conventions to serve four years. 


ARTICLE XI 
The Executive Board 


Section 3. The Executive Board shall act for The United Lutheran Church in 
America during the interim between the conventions of the Church. 

The Executive Board shall be subject to the resolutions, decisions, and policies 
of the convention of the Church. During the interim between the conventions of the 
Church, and within the limitations contained in the Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Church, the Executive Board shall promote and carry forward the work and objectives 
of The United Lutheran Church in America and, in order to coordinate their work 
and to assure adherence to the constitutional requirements and to the mandates of 
the Church, shall have a general oversight of the work of its officers, boards, 
agencies, auxiliaries and committees. 


It shall be among the duties of the Executive Board to: 


1. Execute all resolutions of the convention relating to this board. 

2. Prepare and present a budget to each regular convention. 

3. Make report of its acts to the convention, ae 

4, Discharge all other duties imposed upon it by the Constitution, the By-Laws, or 
the convention. - oat 

i ies not otherwise provided for. 

4 eee: Ohrcugl ecaicnt work in such fields as Church Architecture; 
Press, Radio and Television; Stewardship; and Worship. 

7. Develop the long-range plans of the Church for approval by the convention, 

8. Serve between conventions as the clearing agency for review and approval, or 
formulation, of pronouncements which state the official position of the Church. 

9. Review the actions of each board, agency (excepting common agencies), and 


auxiliary at the first or second meeting of the board, agency or auxiliary at 
which the actions are taken. This power of review and responsibility shall be 
-interpreted as power of veto of any program or enterprise which shall in the 
judgment of the Executive Board conflict with or be hurtful to the total program 
of the Church. 
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10. Issue calls to ordained ministers and candidates for ordination for approved 
special service with the right of supervision over their ministry in such special 
service. ve . 

The Executive Board shall have no power, unless specifically vested therewith by 

the convention, to: 

Receive any Synod into affiliation with the Church. 

Abolish any board, agency, auxiliary or committee established by the Constitu- 

tion, By-Laws or convention. é, 

Alter any budget adopted by the convention, or lay any apportionment. 

Adopt or change any Church Liturgy, Hymnal, or Catechism. 

Establish formal relations with other general bodies, organizations or movements. 

Receive or act upon any appeal from a decision of the Commission of Adjudica- 

tion,

ARTICLE XI 
The Executive Board 


Section -4. To facilitate effective coordination of effort between the Executive 
Board and the boards, agencies and auxiliaries of the Church, there shall be a 
Committee of Executives, whose functions shall be consultative and advisory. Its 
membership and meetings shall be prescribed by the By-Laws. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Boards 


Section 2. All members of boards shall be elected by The United Lutheran Church 
in. America except that, of the number to be elected to the Board of Pensions each 
biennium, two of the lay members thereof shall be nominated and elected by the 
Executive Board of the Church. Vacancies occurring in any board ad interim shall 
be filled by the Executive Board of the Church on nomination of the board in which 
the vacancy exists. No person shall be a member of more than one board at one and 
the same time. No member of,.any board, including the Executive Board, shall be a 
member of the Commission of Adjudication, but the President of The United Lutheran 
Church shall at all times have a seat and voice in all the boards. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Boards 


Section 4. The boards, unless otherwise provided, shall have power to elect their 
officers and employees, and to carry on their work in accordance with the design of 
their appointment. No member of'a board shall be a salaried employee thereof. Staff 
personnel of all. boards and agencies shall be elected for a term of six years and 
shall be eligible for election for additional terms, except that no salaried member of 
the executive staff of a board, agency or auxiliary shall serve after December 31 of 
the year in which he has reached the age of 68 years. Staff members shall be subject 
to recall or dismissal on six months notice by action of the electing body taken at a 
meeting presided over by the President of the Church or his representative. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Boards 


Section 6. Each auxiliary of the Church shall have the right to appoint an advisory 
member to each board of the Church, with the exception of the Executive Board. The 
auxiliaries shall bear the expenses of their members in attendance at such board 
meetings. 


ARTICLE XIV 
Synods 


New Section 4. There shall be a Council of Synodical Presidents whicn shall meet 
at least once a year with the officers of the Church for the discussion of the problems, 
program and plans affecting the synods and The United Lutheran Church in America. 
Its functions shall be consultative and advisory. Its meetings shall be upon call of 
the President of the Church at times determined by him or when he receives written 
request from the Presidents of seven or more synods. The President of the Church 
shall preside at all meetings of the Council, and the Secretary of the Church shall 


ay the minutes of its meetings and transmit recommendations to the Executive 
oard. ; 
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ARTICLE XIV 
Synods 
Section 5. Renumbering only. 


The foregoing Amendments to the Constitution of the U.L.C.A. were ratified by 
the Synod.

EIGHTH SESSION 


January 27, 1955 — 8:30 a.m. 


The eighth session was opened with devotions by the Convention Chaplain on 
the theme ‘Destined to Harvest.’

ARTICLE EIGHT, Section I-A, 3. The last sentence of the paragraph is to 
be stricken, beginning with ‘this’ and ending with “‘labor’’ and the fol- 
lowing shall be inserted:

ARTICLE EIGHT, Section I-B, 3. Strike out the words between “America” 
on line 2 and the words “and applies” on line 3 and insert in their place 
the following: 

who has received and accepted a call to a specific field of ministerial labor 
or for special service as specified in ARTICLE ONE, Section IV, of this 
Constitution, so that the item will read: 


3. Any ordained minister of The Evangelical Lutheran Church, belonging 
to a Synod not a constituent of The United Lutheran Church in America, 
who has received and accepted a call to a_specific field of ministerial 
labor or for special service as specified in ARTICLE ONE, Section IV, of this 
Constitution and applies for admission into this Synod, shall furnish satis- 
factory evidence of his ordination and of his Christian character, together 
with a letter of dismissal or testimonial of good standing by the body 
from which he comes. He shall appear before the Examining Committee

Every applicant of the types described in paragraphs 4 and 5 here follow- 
ing shall be in possession of a call from a congregation, this Synod, The 
United Lutheran Church in America or one of their boards or agencies 
which have authority to issue such calls. 


(8) ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 2. Substitute the following for the entire 

Paragraph 2: 

In addition to a) pastors of congregations, b) ministerial members who are 
retired by reason of age or physical incapacity, and c) other ministerial 
members who, with the approval of the Ministerium, are awaiting a call 
to a new field of labor, the Synod may include and continue upon its 
roll d) ministers called by this Synod or The United Lutheran Church in 
America for special service and e) such other ministers as hold executive, 
missionary, educational or editorial offices to which they have been 
elected or called by this Synod, or by The United Lutheran Church in 
America, or by one of their boards or agencies which have authority to 
issue such calls.* 

*A ministerial member of a synod engaged in religious work without such 
call or election prior to January 24, 1954 may be continued on the roll of 
the synod as long as he remains in the position wihch he held on that 
date. 


(9) ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9. Insert the word “temporarily” between the 
words “his name may be” and “continued upon the roll as a member.” 


(10) ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9. Strike out the words beginning in line 6, 
“who for a period of two or more years have not been engaged in regu- 
lar” and insert “who are not engaged in approved” 


so that the entire ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9 will read as follows: 


Should a minister belonging to this Synod find himself constrained to leave 
the specific work of the ministry with the consent of the President of the 
Synod, his name may be temporarily continued upon the roll as a member. 
In this connection the Committee of Presidents is to report annually to the 
Ministerium for consideration and reference a full list of all others than 
superannuated or physically incapacitated ministers on the roll who are 
not engaged in approved ministerial work as defined in Paragraph 2 of 
this Article, and the Ministerium shall decide when it shall recommend 
to the Synod that the name of a minister whose status is in question 
should be dropped from the roll of members. 


II. The following additional amendments to the Constitution: 


ARTICLE SEVEN, Section I, Paragraph 1. Insert the words “a minimum of” 
between ‘of’ ‘and ‘'seven."'

Insert the words “a minimum 
of” between the words “‘of’’ and “one.” 


ARTICLE SEVEN, Section VI, Paragraph 1, Line 2. Insert the words “a minimum 
of’: between the words ‘‘with’’ and ‘three.’ . 
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Motion prevailed that all reports of officers and chairmen of committees shall be 
in the hands of the President of the Synod 45 days before the date of the Convention 
of Synod or as designated by the Executive Committee. 


Motion prevailed that the request of Synod to the Executive Committee to present 
a positive statement on Christian Stewardship to the Convention be referred to the 
Executive. Committee for study and presentation to the 1956 Convention. 


Motion prevailed that the Executive Committee be authorized to prepare a 1956 
Budget for Synod. The Budget to be presented as information to the Fall Conference 
Meetings. The Budget will become operative January 1, 1956, with ratification or 
adjustment at the Synodical Convention. (Amended by addition). The apportionment 
for 1956 will be between $12 and $13 per communing member.

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REPORT OF THE ALLOCATIONS COMMITTEE 
CRUSADE FOR YOUTH FUNDS IN 1954 


The committee appointed by the Executive Committee of Synod prior to the 
last convention of Synod met on July 8 to allocate funds in hand. Having requests 
from the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation of Synod for $12,500 and from 
the Mt. Cross Camp Board for $2,500, the Committee considered these requests and 
made outright granis to these boards of the sum requested for the purpose of capital 
use in debt reduction. ~ 

Later, by correspondence, the committee made an additional grant of $3,000 to 
the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation upon the discovery of an indebtedness 
to Synod incurred in an initial payment on the 26% acre Oak Glen property. 

No other funds have been allocated. 

A recommendation is being studied concerning distribution of funds received in 
the future and it will be presented to Synod in convention. 

The committee records its sorrow at the passing of Paul Wolpert who served as 
one of its members. 

Motion prevailed to adopt the Allocation Committee Crusade for Youth Report.
